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The  official  term  of  all  the  commissioners,  and  of  the  ap- 
pointees of  the  commission,  expires  on  the  appointment  of  their 
successors  in  January,  1889.  By  the  terms  of  the  existing  law 
three  commissioners  are  to  be  appointed,  one  for  one  year,  one 
for  two  years,  and  one  for  three  years.  The  appointments  there- 
after to  be  for  the  term  of  three  years. 

The  usual  statistical  tables  are  appended  to  this  report  in  the 
order  which  has  hitherto  obtained  in  the  annual  reports  from 
this  office. 

PASSENGER  RATES. 

In  the  report  of  this  commission  for  the  year  1886,  it  is  stated 
that:  "During  the  year  the  commission  was  called  upon  to  con- 
sider the  complaints  made  to  the  board  of  excessive  local  pas- 
senger rates  and  the  inequalities  and  discriminations  alleged  to 
exist.  After  a  careful  investigation,  substantial  discriminations 
were  found  to  exist,  which  were  contrary  to  the  letter  and  spirit 
of  the  law.  The  board  reached  the  conclusion  that  the  best 
method  of  dealing  with  these  unjust  discriminations  was  by  de- 
pressing passenger  rates  until  a  point  was  reached  where  such 
discriminations  were  out  of  the  question.  A  full  hearing  was 
given  all  the  roads,  and  they  unitedly  resisted  the  proposed  ac- 
tion of  the  board.  Not  until  an  imperative  order  was  issued 
did  the  roads  conclude  to  accept  the  rates  imposed  by  the 
board." 

This  order  took  effect  July  1,  1886,  and  fixed  a  maximum  rate 
of  three  cents  per  mile  for  all  tickets  purchased  before  entering 
the  cars;  provided,  that  no  railroad  company  should  be  re- 
quired to  carry  any  passenger  for  less  than  five  cents. 

The  Iowa  Falls  division  of  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  & 
Northern  Railway,  the  Duluth  &  Iron  Range  Railroad  Company, 
the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Manitoba  Railway  Company  and  the 
Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  were,  however,  for  reasons 
stated,  excepted  from  the  order  at  that  time.  On  round  trip 
tickets  the  last  two  named  companies  charged  at  the  rate  of  three 
cents  per  mile,  but  on  single  trip  tickets  the  companies  were  al- 
lowed to  charge  their  former  rates. 

In  November,  1887,  the  commission  after  examining  the  sub- 
ject in  connection  with  the  annual  reports  of  the  St.  Paul,  Min- 
neapolis &  Manitoba  Railway  Company,  and  the  Northern  Pacific 
Railroad  Company,  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1887,  issued  an 
order  requiring  these  companies  to  change  their  passenger  rates 
so  that  the  maximum  should  not  exceed  three  cents  per  mile. 
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The  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Manitoba  Railway  Company  ap- 
pealed to  the  district  court  of  Ramsey  county  from  this  order, 
Dec.  1,  1887,  and  the  court  directed  a  stay  of  proceedings  under 
the  order.    The  grounds  of  this  appeal  were  stated  in  our  annual 
report  for  1887,  as  follows: 

First — The  order  is  made  without  jurisdiction  in  the  board  of 
railroad  and  warehouse  commissioners  to  make  the  same. 

Second — The  rates  of  fare  charged  by  the  appellant  for  the 
transportation  and  for  the  service  referred  to  in  said  order,  ac- 
cording to  the  regular  tariff  of  appellant  therefor,  are  reason- 
able and  just. 

Third — The  rates  sought  to  be  fixed  and  established  by  said 
order  are  unreasonable  and  unjust,  because  the  same  would  not 
afford  to  the  appellant  a  reasonable  compensation  for  such  trans- 
portation. 

This  appeal  and  the  order  of  the  court  staying  proceed- 
ings under  the  order  remained  undetermined,  awaiting  the  de- 
cision of  the  supreme  court  in  the  case  of  the  state  ex  rel  rail- 
road and  warehouse  commission  vs.  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  & 
St.  Paul  Railway  company,  known  as  the  milk  rate  case. 

On  the  twentieth  of  April,  1888,  the  supreme  court  announced 
its  decision  sustaining  the  jurisdiction  of  the  commission,  and  im- 
mediately thereafter  the  district  court  of  Ramsey  county  dis- 
missed this  appeal  and  vacated  the  order  staying  proceedings* 

From  this  action  of  the  district  court  the  St.  Paul,  Minneapo- 
lis &  Manitoba  Railway  Company  appealed  this  case  to  the  su- 
preme court  of  the  state — this  appeal  has  also  been  dismissed. 

On  the  twenty-fifth  of  April,  1888,  the  commission  addressed 
a  letter  to  the  general  manager  of  the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  & 
Manitoba  Railway  Company  and  the  general  manager  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  referring  to  the  decision 
of  the  supreme  court,  and  requesting  them  to  observe  the  re- 
quirement of  the  order  made  by  the  commission  on  the  subject 
of  passenger  rates. 

TJnder  date  of  April  26,  1888,  the  vice  president  of  the  St. 
Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Manitoba  Railway  Company  replied  that 
he  was  unable  to  see  how  the  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  case 
affords  any  precedent  —  that  that  company  expects  to  prosecute 
its  appeal  to  a  final  determination,  unless  the  order  upon  which 
it  is  based  stall  be  abandoned  or  rescinded  by  the  commission. 

On  the  sixteenth  of  May,  1888,  the  general  manager  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  Railroad  company  replied  to  the  letter  of  the: 
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•commission,  dated  April  25th,  that  at  a  date  not  later  than  June  1, 
1888,  it  would  establish  its  passenger  feres  on  its  main  as  well  as 
its  branch  and  leased  lines  at  a  maximum  of  three  cents  per  mile 
in  the  State  of  Minnesota. 

Accordingly  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  did  put 
'this  rate  into  effect  June  1, 1888. 

On  the  first  of  June,  1888,  the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Mani- 
toba Railway  Company  filed  its  tariffs,  putting  the  same  pas- 
senger rate  in  effect  upon  all  its  lines  in  this  state. 

The  appeal  of  this  company  to  the  supreme  court  from  the  dis- 
trict court  of  Ramsey  county  having  been  dismissed,  the  order 
made  by  the  commission  stands  now  undisputed. 

The  commission  congratulates  the  people  of  Minnesota  upon 
this  reduction  of  passenger  rates  within  this  state.  The  results 
,mqre  than  justify  the  action  of  the  commission. 

The  passenger  earnings  of  all  the  railroads  in  the  state  for  the  year  ending 
-June  30,  1886  (before  the  order  took  effect),  were  $5,392,923.99;  for  the  year

It  is  believed  that  many  of  the  discriminations  which  hereto- 
fore existed  in  the  matter  of  passenger  rates  have  disappeared 
ibrever,  that  fewer  passes  are  issued,  and  the  commission  ex- 
presses the  hope  that  the  time  will  come  when  every  man  who 
travels  upon  the  public  highways  of  this  state  will  pay  an  equal 
and  just  fare,  which  shall  be  reasonable  to  the  passenger  and 
remunerative  to  the  common  carrier. 

Upon  the  subject  of  free  passes,  the  commission  reiterates  the 
views  heretofore  expressed — that  the  issuing  of  them  is  an  un- 
just discrimination  against  every  paying  passenger,  opposed  to 
the  spirit  of  the  act  passed  for  the  regulation  of  common  carriers; 
that  the  system  is  a  fruitful  source  of  corruption;  that  it  is  in- 
jurious alike  to  public  and  private  interests  and  to  the  interests 
of  (he  companies  themselves,  and  is  one  of  the  chief  obstacles  in 
the  way  of  proper  and  necessary  reform  in  railway  management 
and  the  control  thereof  under  the  authority  of  the  state. 

FREIGHT  BATES. 

The  tables  herewith  presented,  show  that  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1888,  the  railroads  in  this  state  moved  a  larger  tonnage 
of  freight  than  in  any  preceding  year. 
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The  tonnage  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1885  was 8,424,669 

And  the  gross  revenue  therefrom $16,574,874  75- 

The  tonnage  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1886,  was 9,178,668- 

And  the  gross  revenue  therefrom $18,517,338  33 

The  tonnage  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1887  was 11,150,382 

And  the  gross  revenue  therefrom $19,370,775  31 

The  tonnage  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1888,  was 11,987,995- 

And  the  gross  revenue  therefrom $18,249,820  89-' 

An  analysis  of  these  figures  shows  that  the  railroads  of  the 
state  for  the  year  ending  Jnne  30,  1888,  carried  837,613  tons, 
more  than  were  moved  in  previous  year,  for  $1,120,954.42,  less^ 
money;  and  2,809,327  tons  more  than  was  moved  in  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1886,  for  $267,517.44,  less  money;  and  3,563,32ft 
tons  more  than  was  moved  in  the  year  ending  June  30,  1885,  for 
$1,674,946.14,  more  money. 

These  figures  require  no  comment  from  the  commission.!  They 
tell  the  story  of  benefits  conferred  upon  the  people  of  Minne- 
sota by  the  laws  enacted  for  the  control  of  common  carriers,  and. 
of  the  fidelity  with  which  these  laws  have  been  administered. 

During  the  year  the  commission  has  had  under  consideration 
the  subject  of  making  a  uniform  distance  tariff,  and  also  the 
matter  of  reducing  the  terminal,  commodity  and  other  tariflfe  so* 
far  as  the  same  relate  to  the  transportation  of  grain,  coal,  lum- 
ber, live  stock  and  dressed  meats  wholly  within  the  state. 

On  the  twenty-fifth  of  June,  1888,  a  circular  letter  was  ad- 
dressed to  the  railroad  companies,  and  to  a  large  number  of" 
persons  not  connected  with  them,  inviting  a  conference  at  the 
capitol  on  the  eleventh  of  July  to  consider  these  subjects. 

This  meeting  was  largely  attended,  the  railroads  were  all 
represented,  and  there  appeared  also  the  executive  committee 
of  the  State  Farmers'  Alliance,  and  other  representatives  of  the 
lumber,  the  agricultural,  and  other  shipping  interests  of  the 
state. 

The  executive  committee  of  the  Farmers'  Alliance  formulated 
its  views  in  a  series  of  resolutions  which  are  copied  with  the 
correspondence  relating  to  this  subject  in  the  appendix  to  this- 
report. 

As  a  result  of  these  inquiries  a  change  was  made  in  the- 
freight  schedules  of  the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Manitoba  Bail- 
way  Company  so  far  as  grain  rates  were  concerned  with  a  view  of 
making  these  rates  on  the  lines  of  this  company  in  this  state 
equal  and  reasonable. 
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A  reference  to  the  letters  between  the  commission  and  the 
company,  which  are  printed  in  the  appendix,  will  show  what 
was  accomplished  in  this  direction. 

The  change  in  freight  rates  on  grain  made  by  the  St.  Paul, 
Minneapolis  &  Manitoba  Railway  Company  necessitated  a  cor- 
responding redaction  in  the  rates  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Bail- 
road  Company  so  far  as  it  affected  the  competitive  territory 
occupied  by  the  two  companies. 

TAXES  OF  RAILROAD  COMPANIES. 

The  taxes  paid  into  the  state  treasury  by  railroad  companies, 
upon  their  gross  earnings,  is  an  important  item  and  requires 
careful  consideration  by  the  commission.  The  amount  of  taxes 
certified  to  the  state  auditor  by  the  commission  for  the  past  year, 
to  be  paid  by  railroad  companies,  was  $712,300.09.  This  figure 
represlnts  a  little  larger  amount  than  was  actually  paid.  Some 
of  the  companies  claimed  they  were  not  liable  to  pay  as  high  a 
rate  upon  some  of  their  lines  as  the  one  certified  by  the  commis- 
sion and  refused  to  pay  the  full  amount  until  the  question  was 
decided  by  the  courts,  such  cases  were  turned  over  to  the  state 
treasurer  and  to  the  attorney  general.  The  commission  also,  after 
carefully  examining  the  law,  decided  that  the  St.  Paul  Union 
Depot  Company,  the  Minnesota  Transfer  Company,  the  Minne- 
apolis Union  Railway  Station  Company,  the  Minneapolis  East- 
ern Eailway  Company,  the  Eailway  Transfer  Company  of  Min- 
neapolis and  the  Union  Depot  Street  Eailway  and  Transfer 
Company  of  Stillwater,  were  liable  to  a  tax  upon  gross  earnings. 
Blanks  were  sent  each  company  with  a  request  to  make  a  return 
of  their  gross  earnings  for  the  purpose  of  taxation.  The  Min- 
neapolis Eastern  Eailway  Company,  the  Eailway  Transfer  Com- 
pany of  Minneapolis,  and  the  Union  Depot  Street  Eailway  and 
Transfer  Company  of  Stillwater  made  such  returns  and  paid 
their  taxes.  The  St.  Paul  Union  Depot  Company  made  returns 
under  a  protest  which  were  referred  to  the  attorney  general. 
The  Minnesota  Transfer  Company  and  the  Minneapolis  Union 
Eailway  Company  refused  to  make  returns  which  were  accept- 
able to  the  commission.  The  state  treasurer  was  notified  of  the 
action  of  the  commission  that  he  might  take  steps  to  secure  the 
returns  and  collect  the  taxes  according  to  law.

Dear  Sir:  The  Minneapolis  &  Pacific  Railway  Company- 
has  287  miles  of  railway  in  operation.  It  has  issued  $4,290,000 
of  5  per  cent  bonds,  a  part  of  which  were  sold  at  a  discount  of 
15  per  cent  and  the  remainder  at  a  discount  of  15  per  cent  with 
#425,000  of  income  certificates  in  addition.  There  have  been 
issued  $5,727,000  in  income  certificates  (including  the  $425,000 
sold  with  the  bonds).  The  $5,302,000  of  income  certificates  were 
sold  at  the  rate  of  $133  per  thousand.  In  addition  there  have 
been  issued  $53, 000  in  stock,  which  has  been  paid  for  at  par  in  cash. 

The  company  has ^  yet  to  provide  terminals  at  Minneapolis. 
It  has  sufficient  equipment  for  the  present.  It  has  some  right  of 
way  yet  unpaid  for,  the  precise  amount  I  cannot  ascertain  cor- 
rectly without  going  through  the  right  of  ways  papers. 

The  income  certificates  were  issued  under  the  laws  of  this  state, 
and  are  simply  an  assignment  of  future  profits  after  deducting 
operating  expenses  and  fixed  charges. 

I  inclose  you  herewith  sample  copy  of  the  income  certificates. 

It  will  be  impossible  at  this  time  to  give  exact  figures  for  the 
-cost  of  the  road  in  this  state,  because  it  has  not  yet  been  com- 
pleted, nor  have  all  the  obligations  incurred  for  its  construction 
and  equipment  been  paid. 

The  figures  heretofore  given  as  to  the  cost  of  the  road  only 
embrace  the  cost  up  to  that  time,  or  else  were  mere  estimates 
and  not  an  accurate  statement.

We  also  enclose  for  your  use  in  this  connection  a  printed  form 
of  said  certificates,  furnished  by  the  company's  general  solicitor. 

It  appears  from  the  company's  reports  and  letters  from  its 
officers,  now  on  file  in  this  office,  that  the  company  includes  the 
amount  of  these  certificates,  aggregated  at  their  par  value,  in 
the  cost  of  its  road  as  given  in  its  official  returns.  This  will  be 
found  necessary  to  bring  the  cost  of  the  road  and  equipment 
to  $85,715  as  given  in  the  accompanying  letter  dated  June  8, 
1888;  though  this  fact  would  probably  not  be  conclusive  of  the 
question  whether  the  issuing  of  the  certificates,  in  the  manner 
in  which  they  were  disposed  of,  constitute  a  "fictitious  increase 
of  the  capital  stock  or  indebtedness." 

But  the  fact  that  the  company  contracts,  in  and  by  the  cer- 
tificate to  receive  it  from  the  holder  in  payment  of  any  subscrip- 
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tion  to  its  capital  stock  at  the  amount  of  the  face  value  of  the 
certificate,  $10,000  each,  although  disposed  of  by  the  company, 
as  appears  from  its  general  solicitor's  letter  of  June  13,  1888,  at 
$133  per  thousand,  or  at  13.3  per  cent  of  its  par  value,  presents 
to  our  minds  a  much  more  serious  question. 

The  legislative  act  referred  to  provides  that  li  it  shall  not  be 
lawful  for  any  railroad  company    *    *    *    to  issue  certificates 
of  shares  in  the  capital  stock  of  such  company  until    *    *    * 
the  shares  for  which  such  certificates  are  to  issue,  shall  have 
been  fully  paid  for." 

Though  the  instruments  in  question  are  nominally  "income 
certificates,"  it  plainly  appears  from  their  terms  that  as  pledges 
of,  or  obligations  upon,  the  future  income  of  the  company  their 
commercial  value  can  be  but  trifling,  owing  to  remote  conditions 
and  improbable  contingencies  upon  which  anything  is  payable 
—  while  the  fact  that  they  are  convertible  into  stock,  which 
when  issued  would  appear  to  stand  on  par  with  other  stock  that 
the  company  is  forbidden  by  law  to  dispose  of,  except  it  be  fully 
paid,  would  seem  to  constitute  such  certificates  much  more  in 
the  nature  of  stock  than  of  income  certificates. 

Should  you  be  of  opinion  that  the  law  has  been  violated,  we 
desire  you  to  institute  the  required  proceedings  for  the  punish- 
ment of  the  offenders.    By  the  commission,

TRANSFER  FACILITIES. 

Section  1,  of  chapter  14,  special  laws  of  1887,  provides  that 
all  companies  doing  business  in  this  state  shall  provide  ample 
facilities  for  transfering  cars  from  their  track  to  any  other  join- 
ing crossing  or  intersecting  railway  track  except  in  special  cases 
where  the  interest  of  the  public  does  not  demand  it  and  such 
cases  shall  be  determined  by  the  railroad  and  warehouse  com- 
missioners. 

Under  this  section  a  connection  has  been  made  at  Graceville 
between  the  roads  of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Bail- 
way  Company  and  the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Manitoba  Bail- 
way  Company. 

Under  date  of  Nov.  17,  1887,  a  committee  of  the  citizens  of 
Herman,  in  Grant  county,  demanded  that  immediate  action  be 
taken  by  the  commission  to  compel  the  railway  companies  inter- 
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ested  to  provide  suitable  and  ample  transfer  facilities  at  the  fol- 
lowing points  to- wit: 

First — At  the  point  where  the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Mani- 
toba, and  the  Minneapolis  &  Pacific  Bailways  intersect,  between 
Campbell  and  Tintah. 

Second — At  the  point  where  the  lines  of  the  same  companies 
intersect  at  Elbow  Lake. 

Third — At  the  point  where  the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Mani- 
toba, and  the  Fergus  Falls  &  Black  Hills  lines  intersect  at 
Breckenridge. 

On  the  twenty-fifth  of  November  the  following  letter  was  ad- 
dressed to  the  several  companies  named: 

Office  of  Board  of  Eailroad  and 
Warehouse  Commissioners, 

St.  Paul,  Nov.  25,  1887. 

To  the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Manitoba  Railway  Co.;  the  Minne- 
apolis &  Pacific  Railway  Co.,-  the  Northern  Pacific,  Fergus  &  Black 
Hills  and  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Companies: 

The  above  named  companies,  and  each  of  them,  will  take  no- 
tice: That  complaint  has  been  duly  presented  to  this  commission 
and  is  now  on  file  at  its  office,  that  no  facilities  have  been  pro- 
vided by  them,  or  either  one  or  more  of  them,  for  the  transfer- 
ring of  cars  at  either  of  the  following  points,  namely:  First,  at 
the  point  where  the  St.  P.,  M.  &  M.  and  the  M.  &  P.  Bys.  inter- 
sect between  Campbell  and  Tintah,  Minn. ;  second,  at  the  point 
where  the  St.  P.,  M.  &  M.  and  the  M.  &  P.  Bys.  intersect  at  El- 
bow Lake,  Minn.;  third,  at  the  point  where  the  St.  P.,  M.  &  M. 
and  the  Fergus  &  Black  Hills  Bys.  intersect  at  Breckenridge. 

Section  3,  of  chapter  10,  of  the  general  laws  of  Minnesota,  ap- 
proved March  7,  1887,  peremptorily  require  that  such  facilities 
should  be  provided  by  the  connecting  or  intersecting  lines;  and 
section  1  of  chapter  14  of  such  laws,  approved  March  5,  1887, 
requires  that  all  railway  companies  doing  business  in  the  state 
shall  provide  such  facilities  at  the  crossing  or  intersection  of 
tracks,  "  except  in  special  cases  where  the  interests  of  the  public 
do  not  demand  it,  and  such  cases  shall  be  determined  by  the  rail- 
road and  warehouse  commissioners."  We  have  made  examina- 
tion into  the  cases  enumerated  in  the  complaint  mentioned 
above,  and,do  not  find  that  they  are  special  cases  within  the 
meaning  of  the  statute  last  above  referred  to,  but  on  the  con- 
Vol.  v— 4. 
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trary  we  are  of  opinion  that  the  public  interests  demand  that 
such  facilities  should  be  furnished  and  that  without  further 
delay. 

And  for  the  purpse  of  securing  the  public  in  the  enjoyment  of 
the  required  facilities,  we  have  referred  said  complaint  to  the 
attorney  general  of  the  state  with  request  that  legal  proceedings 
should  be  instituted  to  compel  a  speedy  compliance  with  law.

A  test  case  was  made  of  the  transfer  at  Elbow  lake;  and  suit 
was  commenced  by  the  attorney  general  in  the  district  court  for 
Grant  county. 

The  decision  by  Judge  Brown  in  this  case  was'in  favor  of  the 
constitutionality  of  the  law,  and  the  companies  interested  have 
appealed  the  case  to  the  supreme  court. 

Until  a  final  determination  of  this  case  the  commission  will 
not  consider  it  for  the  public  interest  to  proceed  further  with 
complaints  made  under  the  section  referred  to. 

The  decision  of  Judge  Brown  is  appended  to  this  report. 

SLEEPING   CARS. 

On  Dec.  1,  1887,  the  following  circular  letter  was  sent  to  all 
railroad  companies  operating  sleeping  cars  within  the  state: 

"It  has  been  observed,  in  traveling  upon  sleeping  cars  upon 
the  railways  of  the  state  that,  whenever  the  lower  berth  is  occu- 
pied the  upper  berth  is  almost  invariably  opened,  the  bottom 
piece  let  down  and,  so  long  as  the  lower  berth  is  occupied,  is  fas- 
tened down,  though  the  upper  is  not  in  use  and  there  is  no  rea- 
sonable belief  that  it  will  be  required. 

Neither  the  convenience  of  the  porter  nor  the  fact  that  a  trav- 
eler needing  but  one  bed  can  occasionally  be  made  to  pay  for  the 
whole  section  (rather  than  have  his  comfort  and  perhaps  his 
health  wantonly  interfered  with)  seems  to  us  a  justification  of 
the  custom,  and  we  see  no  other  reason  for  it. 

The  expense  of  sleeping  car  accommodations,  when  added  to 
the  regular  fare,  is  at  best  burdensome  to  the  traveler  of  average 
means,  and  he  should  be  allowed  every  advantage  which  contrib- 
utes to  health  or  comfort  and  which  does  not  infringe  upon  the 
rights  of  others. 
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In  the  language  of  section  ten  of  chapter  ten  of  the  general 
laws  of  1887,  the  commission  is  of  opinion  that  a  "  change  in  the 
mode  of  conducting  business"  (in  the  particular  referred  to)  "is 
reasonable  and  expedient  in  order  to  promote  the  security,  con- 
venience and  accommodation  of  the  public." 

But  no  peremptory  order  will  be  made  within  the  next  ten 
days;  and,  in  the  meantime,  any  company  upon  whom  this  notice  is 
served  may  show  good  cause,  if  any  it  has,  why  the  order  should 
not  be  final." 

On  Dec.  28,  1887,  the  following  decision  and  order  was  made 
and  on  the  following  day  served  by  A,  K.  Teisberg  on  the  fol- 
lowing railway  companies:  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Manitoba; 
Northern  Pacific;  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha;  Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul;  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis,  and  copy 
mailed  to  general  manager  of  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  (the 
St.  Paul  &  Duluth  and  Minnesota  &  Northwestern  having  adopted 
the  custom  referred  to  in  this  order  already). 

To  the  Several  Railroad  Companies  Running  Sleeping  Cars  Within 
the  State  of  Minnesota: 

On  the  first  day  of  December,  1887,  this  commission  addressed 
a  circular  letter  to  you  suggesting  that  when  a  lower  berth  in  a 
sleeping  car  is  occupied  by  a  passenger,  the  upper  should  not  be 
lowered  over  the  taker  of  the  lower  berth,  unless  required  for 
actual  occupancy  by  another  passenger;  but  inviting  an  expres- 
sion of  opinion  from  the  companies  interested. 

Eight  companies  have  replied,  five  to  the  effect  that  the  sleep- 
ing cars  operated  on  their  roads  are  under  the  management  of 
the  sleeping  car  companies,  to  whom  the  commission  are  ex- 
pressly or  by  implication  referred. 

One  other  company  replies  that  a  portion  of  the  sleeping  cars 
used  on  its  lines  belong  to,  and  are  controlled  by  the  Pullman 
company,  and  that  the  remainder  belong  to  the  road. 

One  other  company  returns  that  it  owns  and  controls  all  sleep- 
ing cars  operated  on  its  lines,  but  objects  to  the  rule  suggested. 

Two  companies  report  that  the  regulation  proposed  is  already 
and  for  sometime  has  been  in  force  on  their  roads. 

Several  of  the  first  five  companies  mentioned  above  not  only 
urge  the  fact  that  the  sleeping  cars  in  use  on  their  lines  belong 
to  the  Pullman  or  other  sleeping  car  companies,  as  a  reason  why 
the  commission  are  without  jurisdiction,  but  also  that  a  vast 
majority  of  the  passengers  occupying  them  are  passengers  travel- 
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ing  upon  interstate  journeys;  and  that  the  proposed  regulation  is 
subject  to  abuse  and  inconvenience.  The  sixth  road  above  al- 
luded to  joins  in  the  last  mentioned  objection,  but  makes  no 
other.  The  various  objections  presented  by  the  companies  have 
been  carefully  considered  by  the  commission.  The  fact  that  the 
sleeping  cars,  or  any  other  class  of  cars  operated  upon  any  of  the 
railroads  in  the  state,  are  owned  by,  or  leased  of,  foreign  corpo- 
rations, does  not,  we  apprehend,  interfere  with  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  commission,  as  some  of  the  companies  seem  to  suppose. 
Neither  can  we  respect  any  contract  or  agreement  between  these 
foreign  corporations  and  the  companies  operating  the  cars  of 
such  corporations  within  the  state,  whereby  the  companies  seek 
to  relinquish  the  management  or  control  of  such  cars,  whenever 
such  contracts  or  stipulations  are  in  contravention  of  the  laws  of 
the  state,  or  of  the  orders  of  this  commission  lawfully  issued. 

To  the  objection  that  a  large  majority  of  the  passengers  occu- 
pying sleeping  cars  are  carried  upon  interstate  journeys,  or 
that  the  cars  ply  upon  interstate  roads,  we  reply  that  the  com- 
mission is  advised  that  the  regulation  falls  clearly  within  the 
police  powers  of  the  state  and  is  in  no  sense  an  attempt  to  regu- 
late commerce  between  the  states.  And  lastly  that  while  some 
inconvenience  may  be  incident  to  the  observance  of  the  order  and 
some  abuses  possible  under  it  (especially  if  received  in  a  hostile 
spirit)  the  board  feel  certain  that  the  same  abuses  and  incon- 
venience exist  under  the  present  arrangement  and  in  even  a 
greater  degree.  We  are  confirmed  in  these  views  by  the  fact 
that  the  regulation  which  the  commission  now  propose  to  make 
general,  within  the  limits  of  the  state,  has  proved  satisfactory 
both  to  the  traveling  public  and  the  roads  where  it  has  had  a 
fair  trial.     Wherefore  we  have  adopted  an  order  of  which  the 

inclosed  is  a  copy. 

By  the  Commission. 

"  Whereas,  the  custom  prevails  upon  certain  railroads  upon 
which  sleeping  cars  are  run  and  operated  within  the  State  of 
Minnesota  of  lowering  the  upper  berths  of  such  sleeping  cars, 
and  fastening  them  down,  to  the  discomfort  and  inconvenience 
of  the  occupants  of  lower  berths,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
the  upper  berths  are  not  required  for  use: 

Now,  therefore,  it  is  ordered  and  determined  that,  on  and  after 
the  first  day  of  January  next,  each  upper  berth  in  any  sleeping 
car,  run  or  operated  upon  any  railroad  within  this  state,  shall 
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be  and  remain  closed  whenever  the  berth  beneath  the  same  shall 
be  occupied  by  a  passenger,  until  such  upper  berth  shall  be 
needed  for  actual  occupancy  by  some  other  passenger  present 
and  requiring  the  same.  Provided  that  the  bed  in  the  upper 
berth  shall  be  made  ready  for  occupancy  and  such  berth  then 
elevated  and  closed  until  needed  for  actual  occupancy,  or  it  shall 
be  lowered  and  fastened  down,  at  the  option  of  the  taker  of  the 
lower  berth.  And  provided  also,  that  a  copy  of  this  order,  plainly 
printed  in  the  English  language,  shall  be  kept  posted  in  each  end 
of  each  and  every  such  car  and  in  a  place  convenient  to  be  read 
by  persons  entering  or  leaving  the  same." 

All  the  companies  concerned  appealed  to  the  courts  where  the 
cases  are  still  pending. 

MAXIMUM  BATES  FOR  SWITCHING  CABS  IN  MINNEAPOLIS. 

The  action  brought  by  the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha 
[Railway  Company  against  the  commission,  in  the  circuit  court 
of  the  United  States  for  the  district  of  Minnesota,  with  reference 
to  the  order  of  the  commission  respecting  the  maximum  rate  for 
.switching  cars  in  Minneapolis,  has  been  decided  by  the  court  in 
favor  of  the  company. 
'  The  decision  of  Judge  Brewer  will  be  found  in  the  appendix. 
The  commission  have  given  directions  to  have  this  case  carried 
to  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States. 

MILK  BATES. 

The  application  made  by  the  attorney  general  to  the  supreme 
court  of  the  state  on  behalf  of  the  commission  for  a  writ  of  man- 
damus to  compel  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Kailway 
Company  to  comply  with  the  recommendation  of  the  commission 
to  change  its  tariff  of  rates  on  milk  from  the  cities  of  Owatonna 
and  Faribault  to  the  cities  of  Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul,  was  de- 
cided by  the  court  in  favor  of  the  commission.  The  decision  is 
full  and  conclusive,  with  reference  to  the  powers  of  the  commis- 
sion, the  constitutionality  of  the  act  creating  it,  and  the  juris- 
diction of  the  supreme  court  of  the  state.  Its  importance  makes 
it  a  leading  case,  and  the  decision  is  given  at  length  in  the 
appendix. 

The  company  has  appealed  from  this  decision  of  the  supreme 
court  of  the  state  to  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States,  but 
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meanwhile  the  order  of  the  commission  has  gone  into  effect,  and 
will  remain  operative  unless  the  decision  shall  be  reversed  upon 
the  appeal. 

PROPOSED  LEGISLATION  BY  CONGRESS. 

The  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  having  claimed  that 
by  virtue  of  its  charter  by  act  of  congress,  it  was  not  subject  to 
state  control,  the  commission  drafted  a  bill  upon  this  subject,, 
which  was  introduced  into  the  house  of  representatives  by  the 
Hon.  Knute  Nelson. 

The  bill  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  commerce,  and  was 
reported  back  to  the  house  with  a  favorable  recommendation. 

It  is  now  upon  the  house  calendar  with  a  fair  prospect  of  be- 
coming a  law. 

A  copy  of  the  bill,  with  a  copy  of  the  circular  in  relation 
thereto  sent  the  various  railroad  commissioners  in  the  country, 
will  be  found  in  the  appendix. 

MINNEAPOLIS  &  ST.    LOUIS  RAILWAY  COMPANY. 

During  the  past  year  one  company  in  this  state  has  been  put 
into  the  hands  of  a  receiver,  default  having  been  made  in  the 
payment  of  its  interest.  On  the  twenty-eighth  of  June,  1888,  W. 
H.  Truesdale,  the  former  president  of  the  company,  was  made  re- 
ceiver of  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Railway  Company. 

An  examination  of  the  reports  made  by  this  company  to  the 
state  railroad  commission  shows  that  after  the  payment  of  operat- 
ing expenses,  taxes,  interest  and  rentals,  there  was  in  the  year;

CONCLUSION. 

In  concluding  the  last  annual  report  of  the  commission  to  you 
as  governor  of  the  state,  we  desire  to  bear  witness  to  the  fidelity 
which  you  have  shown  during  your  entire  administration  to  the 
principle  of  state  control  of  common  carriers,  and  to  the  valua- 
ble assistance  and  encouragement  which  you  have  uniformly  ex- 
tended to  us,  individually  and  collectively.  It  has  been  your 
aim  and  purpose  to  see  that  the  laws  relating  to  this  subject  have 
been  faithfully  executed,  and  if  there  has  been  any  failure  to 
meet  the  just  expectations  of  the  public  in  this  regard  the  fault 
is  with  us  and  not  with  you. 

The  act  passed  by  the  last  legislature  and  approved  by  you 
March  7, 1887,  entitled  il  An  act  to  regulate  common  carriers  and 
creating  the  railroad  and  warehouse  commission  of  the  State  of 
Minnesota,  and  defining  the  duties  of  such  commission  in  rela- 
tion to  common  carriers,"  in  its  main  and  essential  features  fol- 
lows the  act  passed  by  congress  approved  Feb.  4,  1887,  which 
aims  to  control  and  regulate  interstate  commerce.  It  enlarges 
the  powers,  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  commission,  and  is 
a  distinct  assertion  by  the  legislative  and  executive  departments 
of  our  state  government  of  the  principle  of  state  control  and 
regulation  of  common  carriers  within  its  borders. 

The  supreme  court  of  the  state,  by  its  decisions  in  the  so-called 
"milk  case"  and  the  appeal  with  reference  to  switching  charges 
in  Minneapolis,  has  fairly  and  decisively  given  the  sanction  of 
the  judicial  department  to  this  action  of  the  legislature  and  the 
executive. 

The  labors  of  the  commission  under  this  act  have  been  greatly 
increased,  and  this  report  shows  the  results  which  have  been  ac- 
complished. In  the  discharge  of  the  delicate  and  responsible 
duties  imposed  upon  us  we  have  never  lost  sight  of  the  main 
principle  at  issue,  that  of  a  reasonable  and  proper  state  control 
and  regulation.  While  it  is  capable  of  mathematical  demon- 
stration that  the  saving  to  the  people  of  Minnesota  in  dollars 
and  cents  has  been  large — larger  than  is  generally  supposed  — 
yet  the  commission  feel  that  the  greatest  results  achieved  have 
been  in  the  direction  of  maintaining  and  enforcing  the  law  of 
the  state  in  relation  to  common  carriers  and  in  vindicating  the 
principles  upon  which  this  law  is  founded. 

Much  yet  remains  to  be  done.  In  a  special  report  to  the  legis- 
lature the  commission  will  suggest  such  changes  as  experience 
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and  observation  show  should  be  made  in  the  law  under  which 
they  act,  and  will  suggest  such  additional  legislation  as  seems 
appropriate  to  our  condition. 

The  commission  has  taken  it  for  granted  that  the  people  of 
this  state  are  not  hostile  to  railroads  or  railroad  companies  and 
that  in  asserting  the  right  of  the  state  to  regulate  and  control, 
it  should  be  done  in  a  reasonable  and  considerate  spirit,  with  a 
view  of  relieving  the  people  from  unjust  burdens,  yet  without 
impairing  the  prosperity  of  the  companies  which  have  done  so 
much  for  the  development  of  the  state. 

We  are  conscious  that  we  have  not  met  the  extreme  views  of 
many  who  denounce  the  partiality,  the  discriminations,  and  the 
exactions  of  railway  managers.  We  are  also  conscious  of  the 
fact  that  the  manner  in  which  we  have  discharged  our  responsi- 
bilities, has  incurred  the  sometimes  violent  and  bitter  denuncia- 
tion of  the  companies. 

Time  and  the  sober  second  thought  will  ultimately  pass  a  ver- 
dict upon  our  acts;  and  the  record  now  made  we  submit  to  the 
considerate,  intelligent  and  candid  judgment  of  the  people  of 
Minnesota. 

INSPECTION  AND  WEIGHING  OF  GRAIN. 

The  grain  law  which  was  passed  four  years  ago,  at  once  revo- 
lutionized thp  whole  grain  business  of  the  northwest.  This  law 
in  its  results  has  far  exceeded  the  expectations  of  its  friends.  It 
has  at  all  times  stood  between  the  grower  of  wheat  and  the  buyer, 
and  it  is  not  too  much  to  claim  for  it,  that  it  has  left  thousands  of 
dollars  with  the  farmers  of  this  state,  which  would  otherwise  have 
gone  into  the  pockets  of  the  middlemen.  Before  the  passage  of  this 
law,  which  was  called  for  by  the  farmers  of  the  state  generally, 
the  boards  of  trade  at  the  terminal  points,  inspected  and  weighed 
the  grain  and  performed  all  the  duties  which  the  state  now  does 
under  the  law.  The  expense  was  just  the  same  under  the  old 
system  as  under  the  new.  The  wheat  paid  the  charges.  But 
under  the  old  system,  the  buyer  fixed  the  price,  fixed  the  grade, 
and  fixed  the  weight.  It  is  not  surprising  that  the  complaints 
all  over  the  state  were  loud  and  deep.  The  state  took  charge 
of  the  business,  and  at  once  proceeded  to  appoint  inspectors 
and  weighers.  The  business  has  already  reached  great  propor- 
tions and  is  increasing.  How  to  manage  this  vast  business  so  as 
to  protect  the  interest  of  all  parties,  has  engaged  the  earnest 
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thought  of  the  commission,  which  is  charged  with  the  execution 
of  the  law.  The  work  of  inspection  is  done  as  follows:  An  in- 
spector goes  onto  the  track  where  the  grain  is  received,  opens  a 
car,  and  after  examining  the  grain  fixes  the  grade  and  dockage. 
He  then  makes  out  a  ticket  giving  the  grade,  which  he  places  in 
the  car,  and  proceeds  to  the  next  one.  He  keeps  a  record  of  the 
car  and  inspection.  He  does  not  know  where  the  car  came  from 
or  to  whom  it  belongs.  The  consignee  can  always  call  for  a  re- 
inspection.  This  system  adopted  by  the  state,  is  as  near  perfect 
as  any  system  of  inspection  and  weighing  of  grain  anywhere. 
It  is  just  to  the  farmer  and  the  buyer.  The  certificates  of  inspec- 
tion, fixing  the  grades  of  grain,  are  of  great  value,  as  they  are 
accepted  in  the  markets  of  the  world  everywhere.  The  shipper 
can  ship  his  grain  to  one  of  the  terminal  points  in  the  state, 
take  a  state  certificate  of  inspection,  a  certificate  of  the  weight, 
and  then  sell  his  grain  in  any  market  in  the  worlTl.  The  large 
and  wealthy  farmer,  who  owns  his  own  warehouse,  can  perhaps 
dispose  of  his  crop  without  the  assistance  of  a  grain  law.  Not 
so  with  the  small  farmer;  he  is  at  the  mercy  of  the  buyer.  To 
him  it  is  of  vital  importance  to  have  the  grain  business  sur- 
rounded by  as  many  safeguards  as  possible.  He  can  to-day  ship 
his  own  grain,  with  a  certainty  that  his  grain  will  be  inspected 
and  weighed  by  disinterested  parties — by  parties  who  have  no 
knowledge  of  the  ownership  of  the  grain. 

The  reports  of  J-  A.  James,  state  inspector,  E.  S.  Warner, 
registrar,  and  Oeorge  W.  Marchant  and  H.  A.  Norton,  state 
weighmasters,  are  very  valuable,  and  cover  fully  the  transactions 
of  their  respective  departments.  To  these  reports  we  respect- 
fully  call  attention.    They  are  well  worth  a  careful  perusal. 

The  commission  has  given  a  great  deaj.  of  care  to  the  manage- 
ment of  the  grain  business  of  the  state,  and  in  their  efforts  they 
have  been  ably  seconded  by  the  heads  of  the  several  depart- 
ments, to  whom  a  great  deal  of  credit  is  due. 

The  effort  to  maintain  fair  grades  and  weights,  at  the  terminal 
points  is  simply  an  effort  to  place  the  grain  business  of  the  state 
upon  an  honest  basis,  which  is  fair  to  the  seller  and  fair  to  the 
buyer.  In  their  efforts  the  commission  feel  that  they  have  been 
reasonably  successful.

Decision  of  Commission. 

In  the  matter  of  the  complaint  of  the  Boards  of  Trade  Union 
of  Owatonna,  Faribault,  Dundas,  Northfield  and  Farmington, 
against  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Bail  way  Company: 

The  complaint  and  answer  are  brief  and  specific,  and  are 
copied  at  length  as  presenting  the  question  at  issue  more  satis- 
factorily than  extracts  from  or  a  digest  of  them  would  do. 
Omitting  the  schedule  referred  to  in  the  complaint,  the  pleadings 
are  as  follows: 
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COMPLAINT: 

To  the  Honorable  The  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  of  the 
State  of  Minnesota: 

The  Boards  of  Trade  Union  of  Owatonna,  Faribault,  Dundas, 
ISTorthfield  and  Farmington  against  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  & 
St.  Paul  Railway  Company  for  complaint  allege: 

First — That  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &St.  Paul  Railway  Com- 
pany is  a  corporation  doing  business  in  this  state  as  a  common 
•carrier. 

Second — That  said  railway  company  charges  for  transporting 
wheat,   pork,  coal,  lumber,   agricultural  implements,  salt  and 
other  articles  from  said  cities  to  the  city  of  St.  Paul  and  Minne- 
apolis   the  rates  mentioned  in  the  schedule  hereto  annexed, 
marked  "Exhibit  A,''  and  hereby  made  a  part  of  this  com- 
plaint; that  said  rates  so  charged  are  unequal  and  unreasonable; 
that  said  rates  so  charged  are  more  per  ton  per  mile  than  it 
charges  for  like  distances  and  classes  of  freight  on  what  is  known 
as  the  river  division  of  its  line  of  road  in  this  state;  that  said 
rates  so  charged  on  said  articles  are  from  two  to  four  times  as 
[    much  per  ton  per  mile  as  is  charged  per  ton  per  mile  for  like 
classes  of  freight  over  railroads  from  St.  Paul  to  Duluth. 

Third — That  said  corporation  is  and  has  been  charging  from 
eight  to  ten  times  as  much  per  ton  per  mile  for  carrying  wheat 
from  said  cities  to  St.  Paul  as  is  charged  for  carrying  wheat 
from  St.  Paul  to  Chicago. 

Wherefore  your  petitioners  pray  that  said  rates  be  declared 
unequal  and  unreasonable,  and  that  said  railroad  company  be 
compelled  to  substitute  equal  and  reasonable  rates  therefor  in 
conformity  to  law.

Dear  Sir:  Keplying  to  the  complaint  of  the  Boards  of  Trade 
Union  of  Owatonna,  Faribault,  Dundas,  Northfield  and  Farm- 
ington,  against  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Bailway,  iu 
that  the  rates  named  in  tariff  G.  F.  D.  No.  697,  1887,  from  St. 
Paul  and  Minneapolis  to  various  points,  are  unequal  and  un- 
reasonable. 

This  is  denied.  We  claim  that  the  rates  in  said  tariff  are  no 
higher  than  the  distance  tariff  in  use  on  the  division  whereon 
are  located  the  towns  of  Owatonna,  Faribault,  Dundas,  North- 
field  and  Farmington,  and  further,  that  said  distance  tariff  is. 
lower  on  the  average  than  the  distance  tariff  in  effect  in  Dakota, 
and  the  distance  tariff  in  effect  in  Wisconsin;  sufficient  evidence 
to  establish  our  claim  that  the  rates  in  said  tariff  are  equal  and 
reasonable. 

Second:  Complaint  is  made  that  our  tariffs  in  effect  on  the 
river  division  are  based  on  a  lesser  rate  per  ton  per  mile  than  is 
charged  on  Tariff  No.  697,  1887,  which  tariff  does  not  apply  to 
the  river  division. 

Also  that  said  rates  in  Tariff  No.  697  are  based  on  a  greater 
sum  per  mile  than  is  charged  by  railroads  between  St.  Paul  and 
Duluth. 

Also  that  a  much  greater  sum  per  ton  per  mile  is  charged  from 
said  cities  to  St.  Paul  than  is  charged  from  St.  Paul  to  Chicago, 
and  that  these  separate  charges  are  unequal  and  unreasonable. 
-  Also  that  a  greater  rate  per  ton  per  mile  is  charged  for  carry- 
ing wheat  from  said  cities  and  towns  to  St  Paul  than  is  charged 
from  St.  Paul  to  Chicago. 

In  answer,  we  claim  that  if  our  charges  are  as  alleged,  the 
same  are  just  and  reasonable,  and  that  the  law  does  not  in  term 
nor  by  implication,  demand  that  the  rates  adopted  by  one  rail- 
road shall  be  the  maximum  charges  by  another  railroad.  The 
circumstances  and  conditions  on  one  railroad  may  be  entirely 
different  from  those  of  another. 

The  law  does  not,  in  terms  nor  by  implication,  demand  that 
the  rates  adopted  on  one  division  of  a  railroad  shall  be  the  max- 
imum charges  on  another  division  of  the  same  railroad.     The 
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circumstances  and  conditions  of  the  traffic  on  different  divisions 
of  a  railroad  may  be  dissimilar,  and  require  rates  based  on  dif- 
ferent scales. 

The  rates  charged  from  St.  Paul  to  Chicago  on  the  river  divi- 
sion are  affected  by  water  competition,  which  does  not  affect  the 
interior  divisions,  and  demand  lesser  rates  per  ton  per  mile  than 
are  reasonable  on  divisions  where  such  water  competition  does 
not  exist.  Yours  respectfully,

The  case  came  on  for  a  hearing  after  due  notice  to  the  defend- 
ant for  whom  no  one  appeared  upon  such  hearing,  the  company 
resting  its  case  upon  its  answer  only,  as  the  same  is  given  above. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  grievance  complained  of  is  that 
the  rates  charged  by  the  defendant  company  between  the  points 
named  at  the  head  of  the  complaint  and  the  cities  of  St.  Paul 
and  Minneapolis  are  "  unequal  and  unreasonable."  The  allega- 
tions following  the  averment  that  the  rates  are  unequal  and  un- 
reasonable, that  is,  that  those  rates  are  more  per  ton  per  mile  than 
charged  by  the  same  company  upon  its  river  division,  and  two 
to  four  times  as  much  as  are  charged  over  the  roads  between  St. 
Paul  and  Duluth;  and  from  eight  to  ten  times  greater  than  is 
charged  for  transporting  wheat  from  St.  Paul  to  Chicago,  are 
rather  intended  as  a  statement  of  facts,  establishing  the  truth  of 
the  complaint  that  the  defendant's  charges  on  the  Iowa  &  Min- 
nesota Division  of  its  lines  are  "unequal  and  unreasonable," 
than  a  specification  of  additional  causes  of  complaint.  In  other 
words,  we  do  not  understand  that  the  complainants  complain 
that  the  rates  are  too  low  on  the  other  lines  of  road,  but  that 
they  are  too  high  on  their  line.  0 

The  answer  of  the  railway  company  to  the  facts  stated  by  the 
complainant  in  corroboration  of  the  charge  of  unequal  and  un- 
reasonable rates  — its  answer  to  what  may  be  called  the  evidential 
facts — is  not  a  denial  of  the  facts  alleged,  but  rather  in  the  na- 
ture of  a  demurrer.  In  this  particular,  and  from  a  legal  stand- 
point, we  deem  the  position  of  the  company  well  taken.  We  do 
not  think  that  under  the  laws  of  this  state  applicable  to  the  mat- 
ter, the  company  is  precluded  from  charging  higher  rates  on 
one  line  than  on  another  of  its  road.  Nevertheless,  after  a  care- 
ful examination  of  the  schedule  attached  to  the  complaint,  and 
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that  of  Aug.  15,  1887  (G.  P.  D.  tfo.  905),  as  well  as  that  in 
amendment  thereto,  filed  with  us  on  the  twelfth  instant,  we  are 
of  opinion  and  do  find  that  the  tariffs  of  rates  and  charges, 
as  the  same  are  given,  enumerated  and  prescribed  in  said  sched- 
ules, and  as  applicable  to  the  transportation  of  property  over  the 
Iowa  and  Minnesota  division  of  the  company's  road  from  the 
cities  of  Minneapolis,  St.  Paul  and  Minnesota  Transfer  to  all  the 
.stations  on  said  division  from  said  last  named  cities  and  Trans- 
fer to  and  including  Lyle,  near  the  southern  boundary  line  of 
this  state,  and  from  each  of  said  stations  to  the  said  cities  and  to 
said  Transfer,  and  in  so  far  and  in  so  much  as  such  rates  and 
charges  are  greater  and  in  excess  of  the  rates  and  charges  as  the 
same  appear  from,  and  are  specified  in,  the  schedule  attached  to 
and  accompanying  this  decision  and  order,  are  unequal  and  unrea- 
sonable, and  ought  to  be  reduced.  Wherefore,  in  pursuance  of  the 
authority  and  power  vested  in  this  commission  by  the  laws  of  this 
state,  we  do  hereby  recommend  and  direct  that  the  said  railway 
company  do  change  its  schedule  and  tariff  of  rates  and  charges  now 
in  force  and  use  on  said  division,  and  between  the  cities  and  Trans- 
fer and  stations  above  indicated,  and  that  said  railway  company 
do  amend  its  said  schedule  so  as  to  conform  to  and  agree  with  the 
the  said  annexed  and  accompanying  schedule  of  rates  and 
charges,  which  last  mentioned  schedule  and  tariff  of  rates  and 
charges  is  hereby  declared  to  be  equal,  reasonable  and  just 

Said  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Eailway  Company  is  en- 
titled to  ten  days  from  and  after  the  service  of  this  decision  and 
order  upon  it,  with  the  schedule  and  tariff  of  rates  annexed,  in 
which  to  make  the  change  and  adopt  the  rates  and  charges  above 
declared  and  found  to  be  equal,  reasonable  and  just.

At  about  the  same  time  this  order  was  served  on  the  company 
the  "  milk  rate  case"  against  the  same  company  was  taken  into 
the  supreme  court  to  test  the  constitutionality  of  the  law  and  the 
power  of  the  commission  under  it.  In  order  not  to  incur  un- 
necessary expense  and  pile  up  orders  before  it  was  ascertained  if 
they  were  enforceable,  the  posting  of  above  rates  was  omitted. 
In  February,  1888,  the  company  issued  a  tariff  which  practically 
put  the  rates  ordered  into  effect.  This  tariff  was  abrogated 
June  14,  1888,  and  the  rates  were  again  raised,  but  in  the  mean- 
time the  Business  Men's  Association  of  Minnesota  had.  filed  a 
complaint  which  covers  this  case  and  is  still  under  consideration.

Hon.  Horace  Austin,  Chairman  Board  Railway  and  Warehouse  Com- 
mission, St.  Paul,  Minn., 

Dear  Sir:  An  order  has  been  issued  by  the  officers  of  the 
Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  Company,  forbidding 
cars  to  be  loaded  at  this  point  from  wagons,  sleighs  or  by  any 
other  means  except  from  warehouses.  The  agent  here  refused 
to  show  me  the  order,  but  I  understand  it  isgencralinits  nature 
and  applies  to  all  towns  on  this  branch  of  their  road. 

The  people  of  this  section  are  pretty  indignant  that  such  an 
order  should  be  issued,  and  have  especial  reasons  for  feeling  ag- 
grieved. Until  within  the  past  two  weeks  the  grain  buying- 
firms  of  Cargill  &  Bros.,  and  Hodges  &  Hyde  have  had  a  mono- 
poly of  the  business  at  this  place.  There  has  been  no  competi- 
tion between  them,  the  receipts  of  grain  being  divided  equally 
between  the  two  firms,  and  the  farmers  have  been  completely  at 
the  mercy  of  one  of  the  most  heartless  monopolies  that  ever 
cursed  the  state.  Prices  on  all  kinds  of  products  were  from  two 
to  five  cents  less  than  at  neighboring  stations  where  there  was 
competition.  Mr.  C.  H.  Yiesselman,  under  encouragement  of 
our  farmers,  finally  entered  the  market,  when  the  aforesaid 
firms  immediately  raised  the  price  far  above  what  it  had  been 
previous  to  that  date.  But  still  a  large  portion  of  the  farmers 
remained  loyal  to  Mr.  Yiesselman,  and  the  result  was,  he  se- 
cured a  large  amount  of  the  grain.  He  had  no  warehouse,  but 
loaded  from  wagons,  first  storing  his  purchases  in  vacant  build- 
ings about  town.  The  result  of  the  order  is  to  completely  "freeze 
him  out,"  and  to-day  he  is  left  with  four  or  five  carloads  of 
wheat,  oats,  corn,  etc.,  on  his  hands  with  no  manner  of  shipping 
it  and  the  market  is  again  in  the  supreme  control  of  the  mono- 
polistic firms.  More  than  this,  many  of  our  farmers  desire  to  ship 
their  own  grain  and  several  have  already  done  so.  The  order 
restores  the  old  prices  and  prevents  the  seller  from  making  any 
effort  to  secure  a  fair  and  just  price  for  his  products. 

Our  people  are  greatly  excited  over  the  outrage  and  appeal  to 
you  for  relief.  Prompt  action  is  desired,  as  Mr.  Viesselman  has 
no  means  of  shipping  what  he  has  in  store  and  the  market  is 
stagnant. 

Can  not  you  wire  me  on  receipt  of  this  letter  whether  there  is 
any  immediate  remedy  for  the  complaint.    Our  people  confi- 
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dently  look  to  you  for  assistance  and  relief.     Please  let  me  hear 
from  you  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.

Dear  Sir:  We  have  yours  of  yesterday,  touching  a  new  order 
said  to  have  been  issued  by  the  Milwaukee  company,  forbidding 
the  loading  of  wheat  from  wagons,  sleds,  etc.,  into  cars  along  the 
Soifthern  Minnesota  road. 

The  rights  of  shippers  as  to  cars  are  prescribed  in  subdivision 
(b)  of  section  7  of  the  railroad  law  of  last  winter  (chapter  10  of 
the  session  laws).  Your  letter  does  not  disclose  the  fact  that  Mr. 
Viesselman  has  in  person  or  by  agent,  made  a  demand  for  his 
proportion  of  cars.  Mr.  V.  should  know  how  many  cars  he  is 
entitled  to  under  the  rule  provided  by  the  law,  from  his  knowl- 
edge of  the  "  daily  receipts  of  grain"  by  the  respective  buyers. 
He  should  make  the  demand  every  day  during  business  hours  of 
the  station  agent  and  at  the  station.  In  view  of  future  contingen- 
cies it  is  best  that  he  should  make  the  demand  in  the  presence  of 
an  intelligent  witness  who  should  carefully  note  the  reply  of  the 
agent  if  any  refusal  or  excuse  is  given. 

Such  a  demand  will  lay  the  proper  foundation  for  proceedings 
before  the  board  under* sections  11,  13  and  14  of  the  act,  or  of  a 
suit  in  court  for  damages.  On  the  receipt  of  your  letter  this 
morning  we  immediately  telegraphed  you  that  such  a  demand 
should  be  made,  but  doubt  whether  you  will  get  it  before  you 
do  this  letter.  We  will  also  lay  your  complaint  before  the  gen- 
eral manager  of  the  road,  with  a  demand  that  the  order,  if  in 
fact  issued,  shall  be  revoked  without  delay. 

So  much  for  the  civil  remedies  in  the  case.  But  the  enforce- 
ment of  civil  remedies,  from  their  very  nature,  takes  time  and  is 
slow.  In  view  of  this  fact  and  to  meet  emergencies  section  12  of 
the  act  is  provided.  Under  that  section,  the  commission  be- 
lieve, you  can  at  once  upon  demand  and  refusal,  and  upon 
sworn  complaint  before  an  examining  magistrate  have  the  local 
agent  arrested  and  held  to  bail,  should  he  have  cars  for  distri- 
bution among  the  wheat  shippers,  and  should  refuse  to  allot  them 
according  to  the  provisions  of  section  7.  Or,  to  be  more  specific, 
if  there  should  be  six  cars  at  the  agent's  command  which  he  is 
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directed  by  his  superior  officers  to  divide  between  the  two  firms 
Gargill  &  Bro.  and  .'Hodges  &  Hyde,  and  he  should  distribute 
them  accordingly,  notwithstanding  a  demand  from  Mr.  Viessel- 
man  for  a  share  of  the  cars,  the  fact  that  the  agent  had  orders 
from  superiors  to  give  all  the  cars  to  the  above  named  firms 
would  not  justify  him  in  so  doing.  He  is  an  officer  of  the  road 
and  as  much  subjected  to  the  law  as  if  he  were  the  company's 
general  manager  or  its  president,  and  should  he  disobey  the  re- 
quirements of  section  7,  no  "orders"  will  save  him  from  punish- 
ment under  section  12.  This  may  put  every  agent  in  a  very- 
embarrassing  dilemma,  but  he  must  make  his  election  between 
obedience  to  the  law  and  the  escape  of  its  penalties  on  the  one 
hand,  and  obeying  the  orders  of  his  employers  and  taking  the 
legal  consequences  on  the  other.  He  must  make  this  election 
and  take  its  consequences  or  throw  up  his  position  as  he  may- 
choose.  Under  section  12,  it  would  not  be  necessary  to  invoke 
the  services  of  the  board,  but  the  prosecution  would  be  governed 
by  the  usual  rules  obtaining  in  examination  and  holding  to  bail 
for  criminal  offenses,  and  the  case  may  be  put  in  the  hands  of 
your  county  attorney.  By  the  Commission.

Dear  Sir:  Noticing  that  the  railroad  commissioners  of  this 
state  are  shortly  to  meet  at  Chatfield,  we  would  be  glad  to  have 
you  present  to  them  the  following  facts:  That  we,  three  years 
ago,  established  a  seed  growing  branch  in  Chatfield  for  the  pro- 
duction of  peas,  beans,  corn,  etc.,  in  large  quantities.  That  from 
time  to  time  the  rates  have  been  raised,  so  that  they  now  stand 
as  follows:  On  peas  and  beans  in  sacks,  Chatfield  to  Minneapolis, 
twenty -four  cents  per  hundred  pounds  in  carload  lots;  thirty-nine 
cents  per  hundred  pounds  in  less  than  car  lots;  a  most  extrava- 
gent  charge  for  the  distance  these  products  are  hauled.  Espe- 
cially in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  charges  to  Chicago,  to  much 
greater  distance,  are  as  follows:  Peas  and  beans,  seventeen  cents 
per  hundred  pounds  in  carload  lots;  thirty-five  cents  per  hun- 
dred pounds  in  less  than  car  lots. 

As  we  are  obliged  to  find  our  markets  for  these  products  east, 
south  and  west  of  Chicago,  the  existing  rates  are  greatly  against 
us,  and  if  continued,  must  necessitate  our  removal  to  another 
section  than  Chatfield. 

Please  call  the  attention  of  the  railroad  commissioners  and  such 
citizens  of  Chatfield  as  feel  that  the  continuance  of  this  industry 
is  of  advantage  to  their  town,  to  these  facts  and  see  if  we  can  not 
be  relieved  of  this  very  excessive  charge,  and  given  at  least  as 
favorable  rates  as  are  named  to  Chicago.  You  will  explain  that 
we  have  to  bring  these  seeds  to  Minneapolis  to  fit  them  for 
market,  and  that  given  even  the  benefits  of  Chicago  rates,  we  are 
still  losers  to  the  extent  of  the  amount  paid  from  Chatfield  to 
Minneapolis,  as  compared  with  our  more  southern  competitors.

Same  car  loads  to  Chicago  25  cents  ^ 
to  Minneapolis,  17  i  cents  per  100  pounds. 

Bates  between  Chicago  and  Chatfield  at  the  time  this  complaint 
was  made  were  ruinously  low,  caused  by  freight  war,  while  the 
seemingly  high  rates  between  Chatfield  and  Minneapolis  were 
because  of  not  having  completed  traffic  arrangements  with  the 
Chicago,  St.  Paul  &  Kansas  City  Bailway  Company,  whereby 
this  business  could  be  handled  via  Dodge  Centre  instead  of  via.

road  the  charge  was  only  9  or  10  cents. 

On  presenting  the  case  to  the  companies  they  agreed  on  a 
joint  rate,  Blue  Earth  City  to  Fairmont  on  flour  in  car  loads,  of 
10  cents  per  100  pounds,  which  was  satisfactory  to  complainants.

Overcharge  in  shipment  of  flour  from  St.  Peter  during  last 
winter.  The  shipments  were  made  at  the  time  of  the  snow 
blockade,  when  the  road  of  the  Omaha  company  to  Pipestone 
was  closed  and  this  company  therefor  turned  the  shipments  over 
to  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Company  at  Prairie  Junc- 
tion to  forward  to  Pipestone,  thus  increasing  the  charge  on  the 
shipments  above  what  the  rate  would  have  been  had  the  con- 
signment gone  over  the  Omaha  road  only  to  destination. 

The  overcharge  was  refunded  in  both  cases.

Overcharge.

Mr.  Betcher  is  a  dealer  in  lumber  at  Eed  Wing,  and  had  also 
established  a  yard  at  Kenyon,  on  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul  & 
Kansas  City  railway.  The  branch  at  Kenyon  had  been  estab- 
lished npon  the  promise  of  maintaining  a  certain  joint  rate  by 
the  two  companies.  At  the  time  this  complaint  was  made  the 
joint  rate  appeared  to  be  cancelled,  and  the  rate  was  raised. 
The  attention  of  the  companies  being  called  to  the  matter,  the 
fact  was  elicited  that  through  an  error,  Mr.  Betcher  had  been 
overcharged  on  one  carload;  but  they  both  insisted  that  the  joint 
rate  had  not  been'  discontinued.  The  following  correspondence 
further  explains  the  case: 

Bed  Wing,  Minn.,  March  22,  1888. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Eailroad  and  Warehouse  Commissioners 
of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  St.  Paul,  Minn., 

Gentlemen:  I,  with  thanks,  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
two  communications  in  response  to  mine  of  Feb.  27,  1888,  rela- 
tive to  shipments  and  rates  between  here  and  Kenyon.  Sickness 
is  my  excuse  for  not  replying  earlier. 

The  general  freight  agent  (Mr.  Kimball)  of  the  Minneapolis 
&  St.  Louis  Eailroad  called  upon  me  at  my  residence  and  assured 
me  that  the  joint  rate  on  lumber  between  Red  Wing  and  Kenyon 
has  remained  in  force;  but  that  last  fall,  all  but  the  joint  rates 
on  lumber  had  been  cancelled,  and  that  they  did  not  then  know 
how  long  the  rate  on  lumber  might  remain,  and  had  therefore 
urged  shipments  through  the  agent  here  with  my  clerk.  My 
clerk  understood,  and  so  informed  me  twice,  that  the  rate  would 
be  and  had  been  cancelled  Jan.  1,  1888. 

If  the  joint  rate  of  10  cents  per  hundred,  as  it  would  appear 
also  from  the  enclosure  from  J.  A.  Hanley,  traffic  manager  of 
the  Chicago,  St.  Paul  &  Kansas  City  Eailroad,  to  be  the  fact, 
still  exists  or  has  been  restored  (as  it  would  seem  they  had 
charged  again  full  local  rates  over  the  two  roads  as  stated  by 
Hanley  by  mistake)  my  complaint  is  robbed  to  that  extent  of  its 
foundation. 
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Bat  the  main  object  of  my  writing  you  was  to  ascertain 
whether  or  not  the  so  called  Hixon  law,  under  which,  as  I 
remember  it,  the  railroads  were  prohibited  from  charging  more 
freight  for  any  given  distance,  if  shipping  over  two  different 
lines,  than  it  would  cost  for  the  same  distance  over  one  line  of 
railroad,  saving  and  excepting  that  they  might  make  a  reason- 
able charge  for  transferring  from  one  railroad  to  the  other,  for 
which  service  one  dollar  may  be  ample  in  this  case.  If  this  law 
is  enforceable,  I  do  not  care  whether  these  lines  or  any  lines 
make  and  maintain  a  joint  rate. 

Talking  with  the  general  freight  agent,  who  did  not  seem  to 
know  much  about  the  Hixon  law,  he  expressing  himself  to  the 
effect  that  he  did  not  think  such  a  law  had  been  put  in  force. 
I  can  see  where,  in  case  one  line  having  expensive  and  extensive 
terminal  facilities,  a  competing  line  might  tap  such  a  line  a  short 
distance  from  such  terminal  point,  and  thus  inflict  great  hard- 
ship upon  the  first  line  unless  the  fact  of  furnishing  cars,  termi- 
nal facilities  and  other  facts  were  recognized  and  provided  for, 
besides  the  transfer  charges;  but,  after  all,  unless  the  Hixon  law 
or  some  similar  law  is  made  and  enforced,  our  smaller  towns  will 
not  reap  the  benefits  they  should  receive  under  all  this  railway 
legislation. 

Please  state  whether  that  said  Hixon  law  is,  after  investiga- 
tion, capable  of  reaching  cases  of  the  kind  complained  of  by  me. 

What  assurance  have  lor  the  public,  that  the  joint  rate  (Redwing 
&  Kenyon)  will  be  maintained  until  the  time  we  need  it  most,  to- 
wit.,  after  the  snow  is  gone  1  And,  if  not,  what  is  my  remedy  t 
I  have  not  received  any  of  the  blanks  for  making  formal  com- 
plaint; wish  you  would  send  them. 

I  have  not  the  least  desire  to  in  any  way  annoy  the  railroads 
or  your  board  with  complaints,  but  the  principle  to  discriminate 
on  two  connecting  lines  is  a  vital  one  and  must  be  brought  for- 
ward.

Dear  Sir:     In  yours  of  the  twentv -second  inst.  you  ask 
whether  the  "Act  to  provide  freedom  of  traffic,' '  commonly 


.j 
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called  the  "Hixon  law,"  is  found  after  investigation,  capable  of 
reaching  cases  of  the  kind  of  which  yon  complain. 

In  reply  we  have  to  say  that,  as  far  as  this  commission  is  in- 
formed, the  act,  though  it  became  a  law  more  than  a  year  ago, 
has  not  yet  been  " investigated"  or  tested  in  any  of  the  courts 
of  the  state,  and  strange  to  say,  no  complaint  of  its  violation 
has  ever  been  lodged  with  this  commission  and  its  intervention 
demanded  or  requested.     But  we  do  not  intend  that  you  should 
infer  from  this  that  the  terms  of  the  act  have  been  generally  ob- 
served by  the  railway  companies,  for  we  believe  such  is  not  the 
fact.    Why  persons  whose  interests  have  been  adversely  affected 
by  the  non-observance  of  the  act  on  the  part  of  the  companies 
have  not  sought  redress  in  court  nor  before  the  commission,  we 
are  not  able  to  inform  you  officially.    The  facts  are  as  stated 
above,  and  your  conclusions  from  them  would  likely  be  as  accu- 
rate as  those  of  anybody  else.    The  commission  has  always  been 
ready  to  entertain  any  charges  of  violation  of  the  il  freedom  of 
traffic  act"  as  of  any  other  laws  regulating  railroad  business 
within  the  state,  and  feel  bound,  should  any  question  of  the  con- 
stitutionality of  the  act  be  raised,  to  give  the  law  the  benefit  of 
the  doubt  leaving  questions  of  that  nature  to  the  courts,  as  we 
have  already  done  in  a  well  known  case.     But  we  have  not 
deemed  it  our  duty  to  advertise  for  a  case  of  alleged  violation  of 
the  act  in  question,  nor  to  purchase  a  car  load  of  any  commodity 
at  the  expense  of  the  state  or  of  the  commission,  and  ship  it 
over  any  two  connecting  lines  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  case. 
Our  rules  for  governing  the  course  of  procedure  by  and  before 
the  commission  we  believe  to  have  been  carefully  considered  and 
to  be  wise  and  reasonable.    They  have  also  been  well  advertised 
and  are  generally  understood.  They  follow  the  rules  established 
by  the  inter-state  commerce  commission,  so  far  as  applicable, 
and  nobody  has  complained  of  them.    One  case  differs  from 
another  in  so  many  essential  particulars  that  it  has  not  seemed 
to  us  practicable  to  provide  forms  in  blank  for  complaints,  but 
recommend  that  when  the  complainant  does  not  feel  qualified  to 
to  put  his  case  in  proper  form,  he  employ  some  competent  per- 
son.   The  commission  considers  that  it  is  entitled  to  at  least  a  ! 
concise  and  accurate  statement  of  facts,  upon  the  oath  of  the 
complaining  party,  though  the  technicalities  of  court  proceed- 
ings are  not  required.    The  commission  trusts  that  if  you  con- 
sider your  rights  violated  in  any  particular  you  will  not  hesitate 
to  present  your  grievances  and  demand  their  vindication.

Gentlemen:  Your  esteemed  favor  of  March  28,  1888,  was 
duly  received  and  contents  read  with  great  satisfaction.  It  is 
not  my  purpose  to  annoy  or  harrass  any  railway  company, 
knowing  that  they  as  well  as  all  of  us  engaged  in  business  in  the 
Northwest,  have  our  hands  full,  to  make  both  ends  meet.  Ttie 
emergency,  as  far  as  relates  to  shipments  to  Kenyon,  having 
been  met  by  the  continuance  or  restoration  of  the  old  joint  rate, 
I  could  not  very  well  make  a  complaint  now.  But  in  case  said. 
rate  is  again  withdrawn,  I  will  certainly  proceed  in  a  formal 
manner,  as  it  affords  very  strong:  points,  in  my  opinion  to  test 
the  merits  of  the  Hixon  law. 

I  may,  in  my  shipments  of  wagon  stock  to  the  northern  part 
of  the  state  or  elsewhere,  meet  with  similar  obstructions,  but 
unless  very  flagrant,  and  giving  a  strong  case  shall  not  enter 
complaint. 

It  affords  me  pleasure  to  state,  that  as  far  as  I  have  been  able 
to  observe,  your  commission  is  handling  the  difficult  task  im- 
posed upon  you  in  a  conservative  and  careful  manner,  which  is. 
always  pleasing  to  a  business  man  anxious  to  observe  the  Gold- 
en Eule.     I  would  have  written  this  before  had  I  been  well

Lack  of  cars  to  ship  grain  and  wood. 

The  complaint  of  Mr.  Hatch  in  this  case  was  made  in  October, 
1887,  and  involved  the  charge  of  discrimination,  which  was  not 
sustained  by  the  facts.  During  the  months  of  October,  Novem- 
ber and  December,  1887,  an  enormous  amount  of  grain  was  offered 
for  shipment  and  it  was  impossible  for  the  railroads  to  move  the 
grain  as  offered.     Buyers  having  only  flat  warehouses  with  smaU 
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capacity,  as  is  the  case  with  Messrs.  Hatch  and  Brandborg,  had 
therefore  almost  entirely  to  depend  on  the  ability  of  the  rail- 
roads to  furnish  cars  promptly  for  doing  business.  Most  of  the 
complaints  of  this  nature  that  reached  this  office,  therefore,  came 
from  such  parties,  but  in  no  instance  was  the  charge  of  discrimi- 
nation by  the  railroad  companies  sustained  by  the  evidence.  The 
other  complaints  mentioned  above  were  made  in  October,  1888, 
and  the  parties  were  promptly  supplied  with  cars  when  the 
company's  attention  was  called  to  the  matter.

Decision  of  Commission. 

St.  Paul,  March  9,  1888. 

In  the  matter  of  the  complaint  of  citizens  of  Clitherall  station, 
Otter  Tail  county,  vs.  the  Northern  Pacific  Bailroad  Company  on 
account  of  the  closing  of  the  depot. 

The  complaint  in  this  case  was  filed  on  Jan.  11,  1888,  and  is  to 
the  effect  that  on  the  eleventh  of  said  month  of  January  the  said 
railroad  company  withdrew  their  agent  from  the  station  and 
closed  up  the  depot  building.  Two  hundred  thousand  dollars  in 
bonds  had  been  voted  and  issued  to  the  company  that  built  this 
road  for  constructing,  maintaining  and  operating  a  railroad  from 
some  point  on  the  main  line  of  the  Northern  Pacific  road  in  the 
eastern  part  of  Otter  Tail  county  via  Fergus  Falls  to  the  western 
boundary  of  the  state  with  a  branch  from  Fergus  Falls  to  Pelican 
Rapids,  the  railroad  company  agreeing  to  hold  and  maintain  not 
less  than  eight  stations  on  said  road  at  the  most  convenient  and 
accessible  places,  "  of  which  one  shall  be  at  the  nearest  and  most 
convenient  point  to  Parkers  Prairie  and  the  said  southeastern 
part  of  said  Otter  Tail  county;  one  near  Clitherall  and  West 
Battle  lakes;  one  near  Turtle  and  Bass  lakes,  Elizabeth  and  some 
point  between  Elizabeth  and  Pelican  Rapids."     When  the  road 
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was  built  the  following  stations  were  established  between  Wa- 
dena junction  and  Fergus  Falls:  Deer  Creek,  Henning,  Clither- 
all,  Battle  Lake  and  Underwood;  this  satisfied  the  people  gen- 
erally, although  the  people  tributary  to  the  present  Clitherall 
and  Battle  Lake  station  would  have  preferred  to  have  had  but 
one  station  situated  between  the  two  last  named,  and  another 
somewhere  east  of  the  present  Clitherall  station;  but  the  com- 
pany that  built  the  road  and  located  the  stations  then  claimed 
that  the  contract  (part  of  which  is  quoted  above)  obligated  them 
to  build  one  station  at  Clitheral  lake  and  another  at  Battle  lake. 

The  reason  given  by  the  Northern  Pacific  company  for  closing 
the  depot  at  Clitherall  was  that  "the  receipts  at  the  same  were 
not  sufficient  to  pay  the  costs  of  operation.  During  the  year 
1887  the  receipts  from  all  sources  amounted  to  only  $2,253." 
The  company  say,  however:  "It  is  probable  that  the  station 
will  be  reopened  in  the  spring,  with  the  resumption  of  business 
in  that  locality.  During  the  winter  months,  however,  there  is 
very  little  business  at  that  station.  For  instance,  in  January, 
1887,  the  receipts  from  freight  forwarded  were  $1.86,  freight  re- 
ceived, $121.07;  while  in  February  the  receipts  from  freight  for- 
warded were  $55.11,  and  freight  received,  $33.81.  During  the 
months  of  December,  January  and  February,  if  said  station  is 
open  we  are  compelled  to  operate  it  at  an  actual  loss." 

The  statements  of  the  company  were  not  contradicted  by  the 
citizens  of  Clitherall,  except  that  they  were  of  the  opinion  that 
the  receipts  from  freight  on  grain  shipped  out  of  this  station 
could  not  have  been  included  in  the  statement  of  earnings  as 
given  by  the  company;  while  they  had  not  figures  for  the  year, 
1887,  they  knew  that  in  1886  there  had  been  shipped  from  that 
station  to  Minneapolis  or  Duluth  about  70,000  bushels  of  wheat. 

While  the  commission,  at  this  time,  will  not  express  an  opinion 
on  the  legal  obligations  of  the  company  under  the  contract  or 
agreement  upon  which  the  people  of  Otter  Tail  county  voted 
bonds  to  the  company  building  the  line,  we  do  wish  to  say  most 
emphatically  that  when  a  station  is  once  located,  a  depot  built 
and  opened,  and  business  men  have  established  themselves  in 
business  at  such  a  point  on  the  supposition  that  the  company 
would  maintain  the  facilities  they  found  there  when  they  estab- 
lished themselves,  it  is  a  great  injustice  to  those  people  for  the 
company  to  practically  abandon  such  station.  We  do  not  believe 
that  a  railroad  company  is  justified  in  closing  an  established  sta- 
tion the  moment  it  finds  the  receipts  are  not  up  to  the  standard. 
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While  it  is  admitted  that  the  station  does  not  pay  as  well  during 
the  winter  months  as  daring  the  other  portions  of  the  year, 
it  is  also  true  that  it  is  during  these  very  same  winter  months 
that  the  keeping  open  of  the  depot  is  of  the  greatest  neces- 
sity to  passengers  who  desire  to  take  the  train;  and  espec- 
ially is  it  the  case  where  the  trains  run  as  irregularly  as  they  do 
on  this  line  during  the  cold  and  stormy  season.  What  makes  the 
case  of  the  people  of  Olitherall  more  strong  is  the  fact  that  the 
-company  voluntarily  established  the  station  of  Vining,  between 
Henning  and  Clitherall,  thus  decreasing  the  business  at  Clither- 
-alL  This  station  of  Vining  (which  undoubtedly  accommodates  a 
large  number  of  people  also)  was  established  some  time  after  the 
Northern  Pacific  company  commenced  to  operate  the  road  and 
After  the  business  men  at  Clitherall  had  established  themselves 
at  Clitherall  station.  They  do  not  object  to  the  establishment  of 
Vining  station,  but  they  do  object  to  that  being  used  by  the 
•company  as  an  excuse  for  closing  their  own  station,  and  the  com- 
mission thinks  with  good  reason. 

In  view  of  all  the  facts  of  the  case  the  commission  recommends 
that  the  Northern  Pacific  railroad  company  re-open  the  said 
Clitherall  station  and  restore  it  to  its  former  position  with  refer- 
ence to  depot  facilities,  and  that  hereafter  the  station  be  kept 
supplied  with  an  agent  for  the  accommodation  of  the  people  and 
for  the  transaction  of  the  business  which  properly  belongs  to  a 
station  agent.     By  the  commission. 

The  station  building  was  opened  again  April  1st.

To  the  Hon.  Board  of  BaUroad  and  Warehouse  Commissioners  of  the 
State  of  Minnesota : 

Undersigned  being  a  resident  of  Norman  county,  Minn.,  en- 
gaged in  forming  and  owning  a  warehouse  of  12,000  bushels 
capacity  at  Hendrum  station  on  the  Moorhead  &  Northern 
branch  of  the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Manitoba  Bail  way,  and 
buying  and  shipping  grain  from  said  warehouse  over  said  rail- 
way, I  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  complaint: 

I  have  the  facilities  and  had  the  opportunities  to  buy  enough 
wheat  at  the  said  warehouse  to  ship  fifty  carloads  during  the 
month  of  October,  1887.  My  house  was  full  during  the  month  of 
October.  I  needed  an  average  of  three  cars  per  day  for  the  four 
days  in  each  week  the  trains  run  on  the  said  branch  of  the  said 
railway.  I  applied  to  the  agent  of  the  said  railway  company  at 
the  said  Hendrum  station  for  that  number  of  cars  at  least  twenty- 
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four  hours  in  advance  of  every  train  day.  The  said  agent 
furnished  me  only  thirteen  cars  for  said  month  of  October.  On 
or  about  the  fifteenth  day  of  said  October,  when  the  condition  of 
wheat  warranted  me  to  raise  the  pric4  one  cent  a  bushel,  I 
ordered  four  cars  for  the  next  train  day,  but  did  not  get  more 
than  one  or  two  for  the  next  week.  On  or  about  the  twenty- 
fourth  day  of  said  October  I  telegraphed  Mr.  A.  Manvel,  general 
manager  of  said  railway,  for  four  cars  at  once  and  two  thereafter 
•each  train  day.  On  Saturday,  October  29th,  I  got  one  car  left 
at  my  warehouse  out  of  eight  cars  left  at  the  station.  In  the 
beginning  of  the  month  of  November  wheat  dropped  in  price  at 
Duluth.     I  got  a  few  more  cars  for  November. 

For  these  reasons  I  complain  of  being  damaged  to  the  amount 
of  five  hundred  ($500)  dollars  by  the  negligence  of  the  said  St. 
Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Manitoba  Eailway  Company  to  furnish  me 
the  cars  needed  to  ship  all  the  grain  offered  at  the  time  the  cars 
were  applied  for.  0 

Therefore  I  respectfully  petition  your  honorable  board  to 
demand  of  said  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Manitoba  Railway  Com- 
pany to  satisfy  my  said  claim  for  damage  sustained  on  account 
of  the  negligence  of  said  railway  company  to  comply  with  the 
laws  of  this  state  relative  to  furnishing  cars  for  transportation 
of  freight  offered  for  shipment,  and  in  case  that  such  demand  is 
not  complied  with  I  respectfully  request  your  board  to  order  a 
hearing  on  this  complaint  and  to  adjudge  as  the  law  authorizes 
you  to  do.

On  Dec.  3,  1887,  a  copy  of  the  above  complaint  was  served 
on  the  general  manager  of  the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Manitoba 
Eailway  Company,  accompanied  with  the  following  notice: 

'•The  commission  now  forwards  to  you  the  charges  thus  made 
to  it,  and  calls  upon  you  the  said  railway  company  to  satisfy  the 
complaint  of  the  said  Charles  Canning,  or  to  answer  the  same  in 
writing  at  the  office  of  the  commission  in  the  capitol  at  St.  Paul 
within  twenty  days  from  the  service  of  this  notice  upon  you." 

No  answer  having  been  received  within  the  time  specified,  the 
commission  on  Jan.   6,  1888,  called   the   attention  of  the  gen- 
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eral  manager  to  the  fact.  Second  Vice  President  Olough  replied 
to  this  last  note  at  once  as  follows:  "This  omission  resulted 
from  inadvertence  for  which  I  alone  am  responsible.  The  mis- 
take will  be  rectified  at  once.'* 

The  answer  of  the  company,  dated  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  Jan.  9r 
1888,  is  as  follows: 

"Hon.  Horace  Austin,  Chairman  Board  Minnesota  Railroad  Com- 
missioners, Capitol,  City, 

Dear  Sir:  In  response  to  the  complaint  of  Mr.  Charles  Can- 
ning of  Hendrnm,  in  this  state,  alleging  failure  on  his  part  to 
secure  from  this  company  all  the  cars  covered  by  his  requests 
made  during  the  months  of  October  and  November  last,  I  beg  to- 
say,  firstly:  that  Mr.  Canning  received  a  greater  number  of  cars, 
in  proportion,  than  any  of  his  competitors  at  Hendrum,  as  will 
appear  by  the  letter  of  Mr.  A.  Guthrie,  division  superintendent, 
hereto  annexed;  and  secondly,  that  his  failure  to  receive  as  many 
cars  as  he  might  have  wished  did  not  result  from  any  fault  of 
the  company.  # 

The  freight  equipment  of  this  company,  during  the  period 
mentioned,  was,  relatively  to  the  amount  of  traffic  moving  upon 
its  lines,  as  large  and  complete  as  t^at  of  any  road  in  the  country. 
Furthermore,  local  storage  had  been  provided,  amounting  to  an 
aggregate  of  more  than  17,000,000  bushels,  or  about  one-half  the 
total  quantity  shippecf  during  an  entire  year.  That  the  company 
was  not  able  to  move  grain  away  from  country  stations  as  rapidly 
as  desired  by  some  of  its  patrons,  during  portions  of  October  and 
November  is  true,  but  it  must  be  remembered,  in  this  connection, 
that  the  company  does  not  itself  buy  or  sell  grain.  Neither  can 
it  be  responsible  for  the  readiness  of  dealers  to  buy  and  pay  for 
it,  in  such  quantities,  and  at  such  times,  as  the  producers  may 
see  fit  to  offer  it.  It  is  well  known,  that  nearly  the  whole  of  the 
grain  carried  by  this  company  to  its  eastern  terminal  points,  is 
destined  for  parties  whose  mills  or  houses  are  located  upon  other 
lines  of  railroad,  consequently,  its  capacity  to  forward  and 
deliver  grain  is  almost  entirely  controlled  by  that  of  the  pur- 
chasers and  owners  to  receive  and  take  care  of  it  at  the  termi- 
nals. It  can  be  of  no  use  to  the  producer  or  country  buyer  of 
grain,  for  the  company  to  receive  the  same  on  board  its  cars,  un- 
less the  same  can  betaken  to  the  point  of  distination,  and  turned 
over  there  to  the  people  who  are  either  to  take  it  on  storage,  or 
to  buy  and  pay  for  it. 
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As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  capacity  of  the  Manitoba  company  to 
furnish  cars  for  moving,  and  to  move  grain  from  the  country 
into  terminals,  is  already  very  much  greater  than  that  of  own- 
ers and  dealers  at  terminal  p6ints  to  receive  and  take  care  of 
the  same  when  it  arrives.  As  a  result  of  this  during  last  fall, 
the  company  has  had  constantly  at  terminals  from  three  to  six 
times  the  number  of  cars  of  grain  ready  for  delivery  that  those 
for  whom  it  was  destined  could  take  off  its  hands.  At  times, 
and  for  long  consecutive  periods,  this  excess  has  amounted  to  as 
high  as  1,000  cars.  During  the  two  months  named  it  rarely  fell 
below  six  hundred  cars.  If  Mr.  Canning  will  kindly  arrange  to 
have  somebody  at  terminals  to  promptly  receive,  and  pay  for,  and 
unload  the  grain  brought  in  by  this  company,  neither  he  nor  any- 
body else  will  have  the  slightest  occasion  to  complain  of  any 
scarcity  of  cars  for  shipment.

On  Jan.   10,  1888,  a  copy  of  the  company's  answer,  given 
above,  was  sent  by  the  commission  to  Mr,  Canning,  stating  that: 
"  If  you  will  state  a  time  when  it  would  be  convenient  for  you  to 
have  a  hearing  in  the  case  and  furnish  testimony,  etc.,  the  com- 
mission will  try  to  accommodate  itself  to  your  wishes."    To  this 
Mr.  Canning  replied,  under  date  of  Jan.  17,  1888,  that  if  the 
commission  wished  to  have  the  hearing  at  Hendrum,  and  exam- 
ine witnesses,  he  was  ready  at  any  time,  but  if  the  commission 
wished  the  hearing  to  be  had  at  St.  Paul,  January  26th  would  be 
the  most  convenient  time  for  Mr.  Canning.    January  26th,  at  St. 
Paul,  was  accordingly  fixed  as  the  time  and  place  for  the  hear- 
ing, and  both  parties  duly  notified. 

On  Jan.  26,  1888,  the  hearing  was  accordingly  held,  Mr.  Can- 
ning appearing  on  his  own  behalf  and  Mr.  Clough  on  behalf  of 
the  Manitoba  company.  Commissioners  Gibbs  and  Becker  were 
present  at  the  hearing. 

The  plaintiff,  Mr.  Canning,  opened  the  case  by  reading  his 
complaint  and  the  company's  answer  thereto;  he  also  submitted 
a  letter  from  Mr.  Rupley,  superintendent  Union  Improvement 
&  Elevator  Company,  of  Duluth,  dated  Jan.  21, 1888  (and  twelve 
bills  of  lading  of  the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Manitoba  Railway 
Company,  covering  shipments  of  wheat  from  Mr.  Canning  to 
Ward  Ames,  Duluth,  during  the  month  of  October,  1887),  in

which  Mr.  Eupley  says:  "I  would  say  that  at  no  time  in  1887 
were  our  facilities  overcrowded,  nor  was  there  any  time  when 
we  could  not  with  ease  have  unloaded  three  times  the  number  of 
cars  received.  Comparatively  few  cars  were  received.  Some  of 
our  elevators  were  not  used  at  all,  and  those  that  were  in  use 
were  idle  a  large  part  of  the  time." 

Mr.  Canning  further  says  that  his  complaint  is  brought  under 
subdivision  (c)  of  section  three  of  the  act  of  March  7,  1887, 
which  provides:  "  That  every  common  carrier  operating  a  rail- 
way in  this  state  shall,  without  unreasonable  delay,  furnish,  start 
and  run  cars  for  the  transportation  of  persons  and  property, 
eta" 

Mr.  Canning,  on  taking  the  stand,  was  not  sworn,  Mr.  Clough 
saying  that  Mr.  Canning's  statements  would  be  true  without 
such  oath.  He  said  the  capacity  of  his  house  was  about  12,000 
bushels,  the  combined  capacity  of  the  other  two  houses  at  'Hen- 
drum  was  140,000  bushels.  Canning's  house  was  so  blocked  that 
he  could  do  very  little  during  the  month  of  October.  He  had 
handled  to  the  first  of  January  in  the  neighborhood  of  35,000 
bushels.  Took  in  during  October  6,300  bushels.  From  the  twenty- 
fourth  of  August  to  October  1st  he  took  in  17,900  bushels.  He 
could  have  taken  in  more  during  September,  but  the  wheat  was 
damp  and  he  had  to  be  careful.  He  shipped  during  October 
thirteen  cars  of  500  to  600  bushels  each.  If  cars  had  been  fur- 
nished according  with  his  requirements  he  could  have  handled 
1,000  bushels  a  day,  perhaps  more.  The  wheat  was  there  to 
handle.  During  October  he  thought  the  daily  receipts  would 
average  3,000  bushels.  He  was  buying  for  himself,  as  an  inde- 
pendent buyer;  had  been  offered  four  cents  per  bushel  if  he 
would  buy  for  others  and  furnish  the  money,  or  three  and  a  half 
cents  per  bushel,  the  other  party  furnishing  the  cash.  He  con- 
siders his  claim  for  five  hundred  dollars  damages  as  merely  nom- 
inal. He  put  up  a  rail  across  the  gangway  to  notify  the  public 
that  he  was  not  receiving  grain;  it  was  for  two  or  three  days  in 
the  beginning  of  October.  It  was  up  nearly  all  the  time  from 
the  seventeenth  to  the  twenty-seventh  of  October;  there  were  one 
or  two  days  he  let  in  loads  for  men  who  owed  him  money  on 
notes.  He  could  not  tell  how  many  loads  he  had  thus  turned 
away. 

The  following  statement  of  cars  furnished  for  the  shipment  of 
wheat  from  Hendrum  station  during  the  months  of  September, 
October  and  November  in  the  years  1886  and  1887  were  furnished 
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by  Mr.  Guthrie,  division  superintendent  of  the  respondent  com- 
pany, and  are  incorporated  with  the  evidence  submitted  at  the 
request  of  the  petitioner:

With  these  statements  the  following  letter  from  Mr.  Guthrie 
was  submitted: 

Barnesville,  Minn.,  Dec.  19, 1887. 

J.  M.  Egan,  Esq.,  General  Superintendent, 

Dear  Sir:  Herewith  statement  of  cars  called  for,  loaded,  and 
furnished  Hendrum  during  the  months  of  October  and  Novem- 
ber. In  connection  with  the  Canning  complaint  to  the  railroad 
commissioners,  I  am  advised  by  the  agent  that  the  Cannings 
house  was  blocked  on  October  24th,  but  he  can  not  say  exactly 
how  much  wheat  they  were  obliged  to  turn  away  at  that  time, 
but  is  sure  only  a  few  loads.  I  can  only  say  further  in  connec- 
tion with  this,  that  Hendrum  station,  during  the  time  com- 
plained of,  received  all,  if  not  more  than  their  just  proportion  of 
the  cars  as  compared  with  other  stations  on  the  division,  nearly 
every  station,  and  every  elevator  being  closed  more  or  less  dur- 
ing the  time.

Mr.  Glough:  It  appears  very  clearly  that  Mr.  Canning  has- 
been  relatively  better  treated  than  his  competitors.  With  ref- 
erence to  the  equipment  of  the  Manitoba  company.  Mr. 
Clough  said:  In  October  the  number  of  grain  cars  was  4,667r 
and  in  November,  4,955;  about  two-thirds  of  these  were  twenty- 
ton  cars;  there  was  added  to  the  freight  equipment  during  the  past 
year  2,700  cars,  comprising  1,200  twenty-ton  box  cars,  500  stock 
cars  and  1,000  flat  and  coal  care.     The  company  also  added  5fr 
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engines  to  its  equipment  last  year,  and  by  the  month  of1  October 
the  greater  part  of  this  equipment  had  been  delivered  to  the 
company.    This  equipment  is  equal  to  that  of  any  other  leading 
company  in  the  country.     During  the  fall  of  1886  the  company 
was  moving  a  large  amount  of  construction  material  which  made 
a  heavy  drain  on  its  equipment.      But  that  movement  was  prac- 
tically all  over  by  October,  1887,  so  that  the  bulk  of  the  equip- 
ment  was  left  for  the  traffic  of  the  road.    Twenty-five  of  the 
added  engines  were  heavy  engines  called  "moguls,"  capable  of 
doing  much  more  than  ordinary  engines.    During  the  fall  there 
has  been  every  effort  on  the  part  of  the  company  to  distribute 
its  cars  along  its  lines  as  called  for  without  any  preference  for  or 
against  any  person  of  any  locality;  there  had  been  no  discrimin- 
ation.     If  there  have  been  any  complaints  of  discrimination, 
none  had  come  to  the  notice  of  the  company.    Over  the  greater 
portion  of  the  territory  tributary  to  the  Manitoba  road  there  was 
a  delay  of  two  or  three  weeks  in  the  movement  of  grain  owing 
to  lateness  of  season  and  wet  weather,  and  when  it  did  begin  it 
came  very  fast.     The  terminals  at  which  the  company  delivers 
grain  are  in  Duluth  and  Minneapolis,  and  to  a  small  extent  at 
Minnesota  Transfer.     On  the  Manitoba  lines  there  is  only  one 
elevator  at  these  terminal  points;  all  other  deliveries  to  other 
elevators  are  off  the  line  of  the  Manitoba  road;  their  cars  are 
thus  turned  over  to  other  lines  and  lost    control  of  by  the 
Manitoba  company.     At  Minneapolis  the  grain  destined  for 
the  mills  and  for  all  elevators,  except  the  one  referred  to,  and 
Mr.  Pillsbury's  elevator  near  his  mill,  are  situated  either  on  the 
Minneapolis  Eastern  or  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  roads  and 
the  Manitoba  company  turns  its  cars  over  to  these  companies  at 
the  transfer  track;  they  take  them  and  return  them  when  un- 
loaded.    At  Minnesota  Transfer  such  cars  go  into  the  hands  of 
the  Transfer  company.    Grain  destined  for  Duluth  is  all  turned 
over  to  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth  at  Hinckley.    This  year  owing  to 
the  great  demand  for  flour,  the  wheat  in  the  earlier  part  of  the 
season  was  drawn  mostly  to  Minneapolis,  a  smaller  share  going 
to  Duluth.    But  the  Manitoba  road  hauled  in  the  grain  a  good 
deal  faster  than  it  could  be  taken  care  of  after  the  cars  had 
passed  out  of  the  hands  of  the  Manitoba  company.     The  result 
was  as  stated  in  the  reply  of  the  company.     Mr.   Canning  has 
8tated  that  certain  consignments  to  Duluth  in  October  last  got 
through  promptly;  that  was  so  in  some  cases,  but  that  was  the  ex- 
ception. So  far  as  delivery  of  grain  at  Duluth  was  concerned  there 
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was  no  delay  after  cars  were  set  in  to  elevators  for  unloading; 
the  fault  then  has  been  the  inadequate  facilities  of  the  St.  Paul 
&  Duluth  road  to  get  cars  in  to  the  elevators  and  to  get.  the 
empty  cars  out  again.    In  Minneapolis  the  difficulty  is  owing  to 
a  number  of  causes;  one  is  the  inadequate  facilities  of  the  Trans- 
fer company,  the  other  in  the  mode  of  doing  business,  the  cos- 
torn  being  to  store  grain  in  cars  until  sold.     Our  records  show 
that  at  Minneapolis  and  Duluth  there  have  been  from  six  hun- 
dred to  1,000  cars  more  on  hand  than  could  be  cared  for,  includ- 
ing empties;  of  course,  if  we  had  taken  cars  away  more  rapidly 
the  difficulty  of  unloading  would  have  been  increased;  so  that 
the  whole  matter  comes  down  to  this:  the  capacity  of  the  Mani- 
toba road  to  handle  grain  is  far  greater  thai  the  capacities  of  the 
consignees  to  handle  it;  and  the  fault  of  the  delays  charged  is  to 
be  attributed  to  them. 

Mr.  Canning  said:  Since  the  first  of  November,  when  ample 
facilities  were  furnished,  the  price  of  wheat  increased  from  2 
to  5  cents  per  bushel  above  list  prices  over  neighboring  local- 
ities. 

Mr.  Clough  replied:  The  Manitoba  company  and  none  of  its 
officers  are  interested  in  the  grain  trade. 

Mr.  Canning  said:  Mr.  Manvel  stated  to  me  that  Mr.  Pills- 
bury  was  entitled  to  42  per  cent  of  the  cars  furnished.  I  can 
also  bring  testimony  that  farmers  can  not  get  cars. 

Mr.  Clough  replied:  That  may  be  so. 

Mr.  Canning  said:  A  full  equipment  of  grain  cars  would  add 
from  2  to  5  cents  per  bushel  to  the  price  of  all  grain  in  Minne- 
sota. 

Mr.  Clough  replied:  We  have  more  equipment  now  than  will 
pay.  If  we  could  have  got  our  cars  back  from  terminal  points 
promptly  we  could  have  filled  all  orders;  our  orders  were  never 
more  than  three  hundred  cars  per  day  in  excess  of  our  ability 
to  supply. 

The  respondent  company  filed  the  following  statement  show- 
ing the  accumulations  of  grain  cars  on  its  eastern  terminals  for 
-September,  October  and  November,  1887:

Eepojbt  and  Opinion  of  the  Commission. 

This  is  a  petition  under  subdivisions  (a)  and  (b)  of  section  11 
of  the  act  of  March  7,  1887,  creating  the  commission,  and  it  asks 
for  a  judgment  for  damages  sustained  in  consequence  of  an  alleged 
violation  of  subdivision  (c)  of  section  3  of  the  same  act,  which 
reads  as  follows: 

"  Every  common  carrier  operating  a  railway  in  this  st^te  shall, 
without  unreasonable  delay,  furnish,  start  and  run  cars  for  the 
transportation  of  persons  and  property,  which,  within  a  reason- 
able time  theretofore,  is  offered  for  transportation  at  any  of 
its  stations  on  its  line  of  road,  and  at  the  junctions  of  other  rail- 
roads, and  at  such  stopping  places  as  may  be  established  for  re- 
ceiving and  discharging  passengers  and  frieghts;  and  shall  take, 
receive,  transport  and  discharge  such  passengers  and  property  at, 
from  and  to  such  stations,  junctions  and  places,  on  and  from  all 
trains  advertised  to  stop  at  the  same,  for  passengers  and  freights, 
respectively,  upon  due  payment,  or  tender  of  payment,  of  tolls, 
freight  or  fare  therefor,  if  such  payment  is  demanded.  Every 
such  common  carrier  shall  permit  connections  to  be  made  and 
maintained  in  a  reasonable  manner  with  its  side  tracks  to  and 
from  any  warehouse,  elevator  or  manufactory  without  reference 
to  its  size  or  capacity;  provided  that  this  shall  not  be  construed 
so  as  to  require  any  common  carrier  to  construct  or  furnish  any 
side  track  off  from  its  own  land;  provided  further,  that  where 
stations  are  ten  (10)  miles  or  more  apart,  the  common  carrier, 
when  required  to  do  so  by  the  railroad  and  warehouse  commis- 
sioners, shall  construct  and  maintain  a  side  track  for  the  use  of 
shippers  between  such  stations." 

The  legislature  has  deemed  this  a  just,  reasonable  and  neces- 
sary regulation,  and  it  is  the  plain  duty  of  the  commission  to 
give  it  effect  in  all  proper  cases.  The  legislature  has  power  to 
compel  railroad  companies  to  discharge  the  duties  and  obliga- 
tions they  owe  to  the  public  and  to  individuals  who  travel  on  and 
ship  freight  over  their  lines  of  road. 

The  common  law  requires  a  railway  company  to  transport 
passengers  and  freight,  not  in  accordance  with  what  its  man- 
agers understand  to  be  its  duty,  but  in  accordance  with  the 
necessities  and  requirements  of  the  public.  Section  three  of  the 
act  above  quoted  is  an  approval  and  confirmation  by  statute  of 
the  common  law  upon  this  subject. 
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Under  subdivision  (b)  of  section  11,  the  complaining  party 
has  elected  to  make  complaint  to  this  commission  instead  of 
bringing  suit  in  the  state  courts. 

Section  13  of  the  act,  subdivisions  (a)  and  (b)  regulate  the 
course  of  procedure  in  such  cases,  and  section  14,  subdivision  (a), 
(b)  and  (c),  contain  the  directions  which  are  to  govern  the  com- 
mission in  its  investigation,  what  its  reports  shall  be  and  what 
proceedings  may  be  subsequent  to  such  report. 

The  commission,  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the 
statute,  reports  its  findings  of  facts  from  the  evidence  offered,  as 
follows: 

First — That  Hendrum  is  a  regular  station  upon  the  Moorhead 
&  Northern  branch  line  of  the  respondent  company  in  Norman 
county  in  this  state. 

Second — That  there  are  three  elevators  or  grain  houses  at  Hen- 
drum,  having  capacity  for  the  storage  of  grain  as  follows: 

The  Minneapolis  &  Northern  Elevator  Co.,  capacity '.  75,000  bushels 

The  Farmers  Union  Elevator  Co.,  capacity 65,000  bushels 

Charles  Canning,  grain  house,  capacity 12,000  bushels 

Third — That  in  the  month  of  October,  1886,  cars  were  fur- 
nished by  the  respondent  company  to  these  elevators  respec- 
tively, as  follows: 

The  Minneapolis  &  Northern  Elevator  Co 37  cars 

The  Farmers  Union  Elevator  Co 35  cars 

Charles  Canning,  grain  house 12  cars 

Total 84  cars 

Fourth  —  That  the  month  of  October,  1887,  cars  were  ordered 
for  these  elevators  as  follows: 

The  Minneapolis  &  Northern  Elevator 131  cars 

The  Fanners  Union  Elevator 121  cars 

Charles  Canning 95  cars 

Total 347  cars 

Fifth  —  That  in  the  month  of  October,  1887,  cars  were  fur- 
nished by  the  respondent  company,  as  follows: 

The  Minneapolis  &  Northern  Elevator  Co 13  cars 

The  Farmers  Union  Elevator  Co 16  cars 

Charles  Canning 13  cars 

Total 42  cars 
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Sixth  —  That  in  the  month  of  October,  1887,  for  two  or  three 
days  in  the  beginning  of  the  month  and  from  the  seventeenth  to 
the  twenty -seventh  days  the  grain  house  of  the  petitioner  was 
full,  so  that  no  more  could  be  received,  and  that  during  the 
period  named,  with  the  exception  of  one  or  two  days,  he  was 
compelled  to  refuse  grain.  That  if  he  had  been  furnished  with 
cars  in  accordance  with  his  requirements  he  could  have  handled 
during  this  month  through  his  grain  house  1,000  bushels  of  wheat 
per  day,  or  in  round  numbers  26,000  bushels.  It  does  not  appear 
from  the  testimony  how  many  bushels  he  did  actually  handle 
during  the  month. 

Seventh  —  It  does  not  appear  directly  from  the  testimony  what 
profit  accrued  to  the  petitioner  upon  this  business  which  he 
carried  on  for  himself.  His  evidence  upon  this  subject  is  that 
if  he  bought  for  others  and  furnished  the  money  for  buying 
grain  he  had  been  offered  four  cents  per  bushel;  or  if  the  money 
was  furnished  by  the  party  for  whom  the  business  was  done, 
three  and  one-half  cents  per  bushel.  The  only  testimony  upon 
the  point  of  actual  damage  is  that  of  the  petitioner  who  says 
that  he  considers  his  claim  for  five  hundred  dollars  as  merely 
nominal. 

MgMh — That  in  the  month  of  October,  1887,  the  respondent 
company  had  for  all  its  lines,  4,667  grain  cars,  with  a  corre- 
sponding equipment  of  engines;  that  this  equipment  was  equal 
to  that  of  any  other  leading  company;  that  the  cars  were  distri- 
buted along  the  lines  of  respondent  without  preference  for  or 
against  any  person  or  locality;  that  owing  to  late  harvests,  and 
wet  weather  in  September,  wheat  did  not  begin  to  move  actively 
until  October  and  that  then  it  did  move  in  great  quantities. 

Ninth — That  the  terminals  at  which  the  company  delivers 
grain  are  in  Duluth  and  Minneapolis,  and  at  the  Minnesota 
Transfer;  that  on  the  Manitoba  lines  there  is  only  one  elevator 
at  these  terminal  points,  all  other  deliveries  to  elevators  at 
Minneapolis,  Minnesota  Transfer  and  Duluth  are  made  off  re- 
spondent's lines  of  road,  thus  compelling  the  respondent  to 
turn  its  cars  over  to  other  companies,  and  that  in  1887  the  wheat 
in  the  early  part  of  the  season  was  largely  drawn  to  Minneapo- 
lis, and  that  the  respondent  delivered  the  grain  faster  than  it 
could  be  taken  care  of  after  the  cars  passed  out  of  its  posses- 
sion. That  at  Duluth  the  grain  cars  of  the  respondent  were  de- 
layed by  the  inadequate  facilities  of  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth 
road  to  get  cars  to  elevators  for  unloading,  and  for  returning 
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empty  cars;  and  that  the  capacity  of  the  Manitoba  road  for 
handling  grain  is  greater  than  the  capacity  of.  the  consignees  at 
terminal  points  for  receiving  it  when  the  movement  of  grain  is 
heaviest. 


The  conclusions  of  the  commission  are  as  follows: 

The  whole  question  turns  upon  this:  Was  the  respondent 
company  guilty  of  unreasonable  delay  in  furnishing,  starting 
and  running  cars  for  the  transportation  of  the  grain  offered  by 
the  petitioner  during  the  month  of  October,  18871 

That  delays  might  happen  which  were  excusable  and  so  not 
actionable,  is  evident  from  the  fact  that  the  statute,  subdivision 
(b),  section  7,  has  provided  a  rule  for  the  distribution  of  cars 
among  applicants  when  from  any  reasonable  cause  the  common 
carrier  is  unable  to  furnish  cars  in  accordance  with  the  demands 
made  upon  it  by  all  persons  desiring  transportation. 

The  decisions  upon  this  point  are  to  the  effect  that  the  com- 
mon carrier  must  furnish  reasonable  and  ordinary  facilities  for 
the  transportation  of  freight,  such  as  are  adapted  to  its  mode  of 
conveyance  and  will  meet  the  ordinary  demands  of  the  public. 
If  there  was  an  unusual  and  extraordinary  quantity  of  grain  for 
shipment,  owing  to  an  abundant  harvest,  or  to  want  of  facilities 
in  the  country  for  storing  it,  it  is  not  reasonable  to  require  the 
common  carrier  to  move  fully  and  without  delay  all  that  may  be 
at  once  offered  it.  The  company  is  not  bound  to  provide  in  ad- 
vance, or  anticipate,  extraordinary  occasions  or  an  unusual 
influx  of  freight. 

Corporations  for  carrying  are  created  for  the  public  good,  and 
powers  and  privileges  are  given  them  in  consideration  of  the 
benefits  they  are  expected  to  confer  on  the  public.  Their  obliga- 
tions to  the  public  require  the  use  of  their  facilities  fairly,  and 
in  such  manner  as  is  best  calculated  in  the  prosecution  of  their 
business  to  afford  the  largest  public  benefit.  An  honest  and 
fair  endeavor  in  the  course  of  their  legitimate  enterprise  to  ac- 
complish this  is  all  that  can  be  legally  required  of  them. 

In  the  case  of  the  Galena  &  Chicago  Union  Eailroad  Company, 
appellant,  vs.  William  S.  Eae  and  others,  appellees,  18,  Illinois 
reports,  page  488,  the  supreme  court  of  that  state  in  deciding 
the  appeal  uses  this  language:  "  If,  by  reason  of  the  condition 
of  the  country  and  the  peculiar  occasion,  there  is  an  unusual 
quantity  of  grain  on  the  line  for  shipment,  a  want  of  means  in 
the  country  for  storing  it,  or  other  pressing  cause,  the  company 
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took  grain  from  wagons  or  boats  while  grain  remained  in  private 
warehouses  unshipped,  and  in  so  doing  acted  in  good  faith,  in- 
tending to  afford  the  largest  public  accommodation  and  not  from 
motives  of  partiality  or  oppression,  it  has  not  thereby  incurred 
legal  liability.  If  the  plaintiff  below  has,  in  consequence  of  an 
extraordinary  occasion,  or  of  the  public  necessities  and  not  from 
the  wrong  of  the  company,  sustained  a  loss,  he  must  be  content 
that  his  loss  is  suffered  for  the  public  good." 

The  statute  of  the  State  of  New  York  enacts  that  every  com- 
mon carrier  being  a  corporation,  shall  start  and  run  its  cars  for 
the  transportation  of  passengers  and  property  at  regular  times 
to  be  fixed  by  notice,  and  shall  furnish  sufficient  accommodation 
for  the  transportation  of  all  passengers  and  property  as  shall 
within  a  reasonable  time  prior  thereto  be  offered  for  transporta- 
tion at  the  place  of  starting.  This  statute  does  not  in  any 
material  respect  differ  from  our  own,  and  both  are  but  the  enact- 
ment by  the  law-making  power  of  the  plain  provisions  of  the 
common  law. 

In  a  case  arising  under  the  New  York  statute,  reported  in  19 
Barbour,  page  36,  the  court  say:  "It  is  insisted  that  the  de- 
fendant must  be  prepared  at  all  times  to  receive  and  transport 
directly  all  the  property  offered;  that  although  the  road  may  be 
well  stocked  and  there  may  have  been  a  sufficient  number  of 
cars  and  engines  to  transport  promptly  all  property  offered  dur- 
ing an  entire  year  previous,  yet  if  the  property  offered  for  trans- 
portation shall  be  suddenly  increased  in  amount  beyond  the 
capacity  of  the  road,  that  will  be  no  excuse  for  delay. 

"The  court  does  not  think  the  statute  requires  a  construction 
leading  to  such  a  result. 

"The  capacity  of  a  railroad  is  limited.  It  is  not  possible  to 
do  an  unlimited  amount  of  business  with  either  a  single  or 
double  track.  Does  it  follow  that  because  for  a  month  or  two 
during  the  year  more  freight  may  be  offered  than  can  be  carried 
upon  a  single  track  the  company  is  bound  to  construct  a  double 
track  to  accommodate  that  press  of  business  for  two  months, 
though  during  the  other  ten  months  there  shall  not  be  business 
enough  for  one  !    This  will  hardly  do. 

"In  this  case  the  referee  finds  that  the  road  was  well  equipped 
with  cars  and  engines,  but  that  the  amount  of  freight  was  beyond 
its  capacity.  It  was  utterly  impossible  for  the  defendant  com- 
pany to  relieve  itself  from  the  difficulty;  the  most  extraordinary 
diligence  could  not  save  it  from  damage.  It  did  all  it  could  do,, 
but  the  property  offered  for  transportation  at  that  time  was  more 
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than  could  be  transported  upon  the  road — it  exceeded  the  capacity 
of  the  road " 

"All  statutes  should  be  considered  in  reference  to  their  subject 
matter  and  should  receive  a  reasonable  construction. 

uThe  corporation  should  provide  a  reasonable  equipment  for 
their  road  considering  the  amount  of  business  to  be  done;  they 
should  expect  that  more  business  would  be  offered  at  some  times 
than  others,  and  they  should  therefor  have  a  reasonable  supply 
of  extra  engines  and  cars,  bat  they  are  not  bound  to  provide  for 
a  great,  sudden  and  unexpected  influx  of  business  so  as  to  pre- 
vent all  accumulations.  If  they  find  their  business  increasing 
they  should  increase  their  cars  and  engines  and  prepare  for  the 
increased  business  of  the  country,  but  having  equipped  their 
road  to  its  full  capacity,  are  they  bound  to  construct  a  double 
track,  though  there  may  be  business  enough  for  that? 

"If  the  road  was  well  equipped  and  the  delay  was  occasioned 
by  an  unusual  influx  of  business  beyond  the  immediate  capacity 
of  the  road  and  the  freight  is  transported  as  expeditiously  as  it 
could  be  in  the  then  condition  of  the  road  and  the  business,  the 
defendant  was  not  liable  for  any  damages.  Due  diligence  was 
used." 


Such  is  the  law  governing  this  case.      The  other  elevators  at 
Hendrum,  having  larger  storage  capacity,  make  no  complaint 
against  the  company  for  unreasonable  delay,  though  their  call 
for  cars  was  as  urgent  and  the  demand  as  to  numbers  greater, 
than  those  of  the  petitioner. 

Fortunately  there  is  no  charge  here  of  discrimination.  The 
trouble  with  the  petitioner  in  this  case  would  seem  to  grow  out 
of  the  limited  capacity  of  his  grain  house  rather  than  out  of  any 
lack  of  diligence  by  the  common  carrier.  He  had  a  grain  house 
with  a  capacity  of  12,000  bushels;  there  were  two  other  grain 
houses  at  this  point  with  a  capacity,  respectively,  of  75,000 
bushels  and  65,000  bushels.  The  establishment  of  these  three 
grain  houses  at  Hendrum,  with  a  total  capacity  of  152,000  bush- 
els, shows  that  the  business  at  this  station  requires  large  storage 
facilities  to  handle  and  care  for  the  crop  when  the  demands  upon 
the  company  for  cars  was  greater  than  its  ability  to  supply. 

If  the  petitioner's  damages  are  to  be  estimated  by  the  amount 
of  business  he  could  not  do  for  the  want  of  suitable  storage  facil- 
ities, or  for  the  lack  of  cars  to  transport  his  grain  as  rapidly  as 
*t  is  offered  to  him,  then  the  smaller  his  warehouse  the  greater 
would  be  his  claim  against  the  company  for  damages. 
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If  he  undertakes  to  do  a  grain  business  his  own  facilities  for 
the  same  must  have  some  proportion  to  the  amount  he  under- 
takes to  handle.    . 

The  large  business  which  he  would  do  at  that  point  requires 
larger  facilities  than  he  has  provided;  and  the  company  is  under 
no  obligation  to  keep  his  house  clear  and  open  for  business  at 
the  expense  of  his  competitors  in  the  same  trade.  To  do  this 
would  be  discrimination  of  the  worst  sort. 

A  word  with  reference  to  damages.  The  pleadings  and  testi- 
mony in  this  case  are  both  singularly  deficient  in  form  and  sub- 
stance. 

The  rule  is  that  the  injuries  must  be  the  necessary  and  imme- 
diate consequence  of  the  breach  of  obligation  by  the  carrier, 
and  the  measure  of  damage  is  the  difference  between  the  value 
of  grain  at  Hendrum  and  its  value  at  the  desired  destination, 
less  the  expense  of  transportation.  Upon  this  point  there  is  a 
singular  lack  of  testimony  —  the  only  evidence  offered  is,  that 
the  petitioner,  who  places  his  claim  at  five  hundred  dollars,  and 
avers  that  that  sum  is  merely  a  nominal  one;  there  is  no  effort 
to  show  how  he  arrives  at  the  amount  and  no  attempt  to  give 
details. 

This  is  not  testimony  which  would  support  a  judgment,  and 
the  commission  is  unable  and  unwilling  to  render  one  upon  the 
Case  presented. 

The  complaint  is  therefore  dismissed. 

In  dismissing  the  complaint  the  commission  is  forced  to  re- 
mark upon  the  loose  and  irregular  manner  in  which  this  case 
has  been  presented  to  it  by  both  parties  to  the  proceeding.  The 
pleading  is  not  such  as  to  present  the  issues  with  clearness 
and  precision;  the  testimony  as  presented  is  not  such  as  would 
obtain  in  a  court  of  justice  anywhere.  In  self  defense  the  com- 
mission will  feel  bound  hereafter  to  require  that  proceedings  of 
this  nature  before  it  shall  be  conducted  more  closely  in  accord- 
ance with  the  rules  which  experience  has  demonstrated  are 
necessary  in  tribunals  established  to  adjust  the  complicated  con- 
troversies which  are  continually  occurring  among  men. 

Opinion  by  Becker,  commissioner,  the  other  commissioners 
concurring.

Excessive  rates  on  fence  posts  and  wire.

The  following  is  the  complaint  and  answer.  Copy  of  answer 
was  sent  Mr.  Thornton  asking  him  to  be  present  at  a  general 
meeting  in  St.  Panl,  July  11, 1888,  for  the  discussion  of  rates,  or 
to  give  his  opinion  in  writing  on  the  question  under  considera- 
tion, neither  of  which  was  done: 

Benson,  Minn.,  May  3,  1888. 

To  the  State  Board  of  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commissioners)  St. 
Paul,  Minn., 

Dear  Sirs:    I  hereby  make  complaint  against  the  Northern 
Pacific  Railroad  Company  and  also  against  the  St.  Paul,  Minne- 
apolis &  Manitoba  Railroad  Company  for  charging  excessive  and 
unreasonable  freight  charges  on  a  car  load  of  oak  fence  posts,  re- 
cently received  by  me  at  this  station  from  Birch  Lake  station, 
on  the  Little  Falls  &  Dakota  branch  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Rail- 
road.  The  distance  from  Birch  Lake  to  Morris,  on  the  Manitoba 
road,  is  about  75  miles,  and  from  Morris  to  Benson  25  miles,  and 
the  total  charges  for  hauling  the  car  about  100  miles  (the  posts 
being  loaded  by  shipper  and  unloaded  by  consignee)  is  #50.24. 
These  posts  cost  four  and  one-half  cents  each  loaded  on  car  at 
Birch  Lake,  and  the  freight  charges  from  Birch  Lake  to  Benson 
is  about  eight  cents  each.     The  posts  are  green,  but  are  of  mod- 
erate size  only,  and  while  the  weight  charged,  32,300  pounds, 
seems  excessive,  we  have  no  car  scales  here  and  no  means  of 
finding  out  if  the  weight  is  correct  or  not — unless  we  weighed 
out  the  posts  on  such  small  scales  as  we  have  here,  which  would 
be  so  laborious  and  expensive  that  we  usually  prefer  to  pay  the 
charges  as  the  least  evil  of  the  two.     This  car  is  not  two-thirds 
full,  and  it  seems  to  me  the  more  equitable  way  to  carry  such 
cheap  material  as  fence  posts  would  be  at  a  fixed  rate  per  car 
load,  and  a  car  load  to  consist  of  so  many  cubic  feet,  so  that  in 
the  absence  of  car  scales  freight  of  this  kind  could  be  measured, 
and  paid  for  accordingly. 

I  also  make  complaint  against  the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  & 
Manitoba  Railroad   Company  for  excessive   and  unreasonable 
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freight  charges  on  a  car  load  of  fence  wire,  recently  received  by 

me  at  this  station  from  Chicago.   In  this  case  the  freight  charges 

on  the  car  load  from  Chicago  to  St.  Paul,  a  distance  of  over  four 

hundred  miles,  is  only  $21.99,  while  the  charges  from  St  Paul  to 

Benson,  a  distance  of  only  one  hundred  and  thirty-three  miles,  is 

$54.98.  [ 

I  enclose  herewith  the  railroad  expense  bills  of  both  car  loads 

as  vouchers  for  the  justness  of  my  complaints.     These  excessive 

and  unreasonable  charges  area  matter  of  public  interest  and 

should  be  corrected,  as  they  are  necessarily  added  to  the  price  of 

the  goods  when  sold  and  are  paid  by  the  consumer,  and  in  these 

cases,  being  on  material  necessary  for  the  improvement  of  our 

farms,  hinder  the  development  of  the  country  and  discourage 

others  from  coming  here,  knowing  that  they  will  have  to  bear 

such  unreasonable  burdens.

Dear  Sir:  Referring  to  your  communication  of  the  tenth  of 
June,  enclosing  the  complaint  of  F.  M.  Thornton  for  what  seemed 
to  him  an  unreasonable  freight  charge  on  a  car  load  of  oak  fence 
posts,  and  also  his  complaint  on  what  he  deemed  an  excessive 
freight  charge  on  a  car  load  of  barb  wire:  I  have  to  say  that  on 
we  reduced  our  tariffon  fence  posts  twenty- 
five  per  cent,  and  propose — after  the  close  of  our  fiscal  year,  and 
the  making  up  of  our  accounts — to  make  probably  still  further 
reductions  on  this  particular  item,  to  bring  it,  perhaps,  more  in 
line  with  the  value  of  the  material,  and  we  hope  that  the  lower 
rate  will  stimulate  a  larger  purchase  of  them  by  farmers  along 
the  line. 

Regarding  the  rate  on  barb  wire  fence:  I  find  that  the  rates 
out  of  Chicago  on  this  commodity  for  a  distance  equal  to  the  dis- 
tance to  Benson,  is  twelve  and  one-half  cents  per  hundred 
pounds,  as  against  our  rate  of  twenty  cents  per  hundred  pounds. 
This  does  not  seem  to  us  to  be  an  unreasonable  difference,  con- 
sidering the  increased  amount  of  this  material  carried  by  the 
Chicago  roads,  and  the  less  expense  at  which  they  are  enabled  to 
do  their    business.     The    difference    between  the  rates  seems 
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greater  than  usual  owing  to  the  fact  that  this  shipment  of  Mr. 
Thornton's  was  made  while  a  fierce  contest  was  raging  between 
the  Chicago  lines  for  St.  Paul  business,  and  where  the  stuff  was 
carried  at  a  rate  per  ton  per  mile  of  less  than  half  the  actual 
cost  to  us  for  doing  our  business.  I  do  not  know  that  I  u^od  re- 
peat here  the  substance  of  my  remarks  before  the  commission  as 
to  the  desire  of  the  company  to  so  adjust  the  tariff  that  it  shall 
.bear  with  no  special  hardship  upon  any  particular  article ;  our 
desire  being,  where  reductions  are  made,  to  have  them  apply,  as 
for  as  possible,  to  those  articles  in  which  the  farmer  has  a  direct 
interest,  and  where  he  gets  the  full  advantage  of  such  reductions 
as  may  be  made.  As  this,  among  other  matters,  will  probably 
have  attention  at  the  meeting  called  for  the  eleventh  inst.,  I  as- 
sume that  any  further  remarks  in  relation  to  this  subject  by 
correspondence  will  be  unnecessary. 
I  return,  herewith,  Mr.  Thornton's  freight  bills,  thinking  you 

may  wish  to  return  them  to  him.

On  the  occasion  of  an  official  visit  of  a  member  of  this  commis- 
sion to  Herman,  Oct.  21,  1887,  a  meeting  was  held  and  various 
grievances  presented,  which  the  commissioner  requested  them  to 
pot  in  writing  and  send  to  the  commission,  and  such  written 
complaint  was  received  Nov.  22d  following. 

The  first  point  of  complaint  is  the  failure  of  the  companies 
concerned  to  put  in  transfer  tracks  at  Elbow  Lake  and  Breckeu- 
ridge.       # 

On  Nov.  25th  notice  was  served  on  the  companies  that  the  law 
had  not  been  complied  with  and  that  the  matter  had  been  put 
into  the  hands  of  the  attorney  general,  of  both  of  which  facts  the 
complainants  were  advised.     The  matter  is  now  in  the  courts. 
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The  second  point  of  complaint  was  with  reference  to  rates  on 
parcels,  which  was  a  general  complaint  against  all  the  roads,  and 
the  result  of  a  change  in  one  rule  of  the  Western  classification. 
This  complaint  was  remedied  in  December,  1887,  as  stated  in 
our  report  and  as  published  in  the  press. 

The  third  point  was  with  reference  to  lack  of-  cars,  which  is 
treated  of  separately  in  this  report  in  complaint  of  Hixson  and 
Moses  &  Co.  against  the  same  company. 

The  fourth  point  is  as  follows:  uWe  protest  against  the 
officers  of  Minnesota  inspecting  wheat  outside  of  this  state  or  in 
mixing  houses  within. the  state.  Those  who  receive  the  benefits 
of  the  law  should  assume  its  responsibilities  also." 

This  complaint  arises  under  the  grain  law  of  the  state,  and  is 
directed  against  the  administration  of  the  same  by  the  commis- 
sion. 

A  large  portion  of  the  grain  from  Northern  and  Western  Min- 
nesota seeks  the  outlet  at  the  head  of  Lake  Superior.  It  is  con- 
signed alike  to  Duluth  and  to  the  elevators  at  Superior  in  the 
State  of  Wisconsin.  The  commission,  having  been  urged  to  in- 
•  spect  and  weigh  this  wheat,  without  regard  to  the  destination 
thereof  at  the  head  of  the  lake,  considered  that  it  was  a  service 
beneficial  to  the  producer  as  well  as  the  purchaser,  and  have, 
therefore,  up  to  the  present  time,  extended  the  benefits  of  the 
inspection  and  weighing  service  to  all  the  grain  shipped  to  the 
head  of  the  lake,  regardless  of  the  fact  that  it  was  consigned  to 
Superior  as  well  as  Duluth. 

The  commission  consider  it  an  open  question  whether  this 
practice  should  be  continued.  It  has  no  doubt,  however,  about 
the  benefits  of  such  a  policy.  With  reference  to  the  inspection 
of  wheat  for  elevators  in  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  and  Duluth,  which 
are  not  public  warehouses,  the  commission  have  to  say  that  it 
was  early  determined,  and  necessarily  so,  that  all  wheat  arriving 
at  these  points  was  subject  to  inspection.  The  inspectors  have 
no  way  of  informing  themselves  as  to  whether  any  particular  car 
of  wheat  is  destined  to  a  public  warehouse  or  not,  consequently 
he  is  obliged  to  inspect  all  if  he  inspects  any. 

The  commission  is  of  opinion  that  a  better  solution  of  this 
complaint  would  be  to  pass  a  law  which  would  make^all  grain 
houses  at  terminal  points  doing  business  for  other's  for  a  com- 
pensation, public  warehouses,  and  so  subject  to  the  law. 

The  report  of  the  commission  to  the  legislature  in  1887  con- 
tains the  draft  of  such  a  law.

Lack  of  cars.

The  following  letter  from  Mr.  Hixson,  and  one  of  similar  import 
from  Moses  &  Co.,  were  received  and  copies  promptly  forwarded 
to  Mr.  Manvel,  general  manager.  Copies  of  Manvel's  reply  of 
November  5  were  sent  both  parties,  and  Mr.  Hixson  was  urged 
to  accept  Mr.  Manvel' s  invitation  to  come  down  to  St.  Paul  and 
personally  look  into  the  situation,  which  he  declined  to  do:

their  power  to  prevent  the  free  shipment  of  wheat  from  this  point. 

Cars  are  refused  to  shippers.     This  is  done  regularly  each  year. 

Is  there  no  power  vested  in  the  commission  to  remedy  this 

fraud  1

Dear  Sir:  I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  a  letter  ad- 
dressed to  you  from  Messrs.  Moses  &  Co.,  under  date  of  October 
29th;  and  also  one  from  the  Hon.  D.  W.  Hixson  under  date  of 
October  26th. 

I  can  hardly,  within  the  limits  of  a  letter,  go  into  the  merits  of 
the  subject  to  which  Mr.  Hixson  refers,  aad  I  suggest  whether 
Mr.  Hixson  would  not  be  willing  to  come  to  St.  Paul  and  spend 
a  portion  of  a  day  in  my  office,  with  a  view  to  seeing  just  what 
the  company  has  got  on  hand  to  do,  and  with  the  purpose  of 
trying  to  convince  him  that  the  Manitoba  company  is  not,  in 
any  way,  endeavoring  to  interpose  its  power  to  prevent  the  free 
shipment  of  wheat  from  Herman  or  any  other  point.  That  cars 
Vol.  V— 12. 
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are  scarce  is  true,  and  that  the  people  of  Herman  have  not  had 
as  many  as  they  required,  I  presume  is  also  true ;  but  they  have 
had  their  full  proportion  of  all  cars  that  were  available,  and 
there  has  been  no  discrimination  against  that  station  whatever. 
I  shall  be  glad  to  send  Mr.  Hixson  transportation  down  and  back, 
if  he  will  come  for  this  purpose,  and  I  am  sure  he  would  be  much 
better  satisfied  ;  and,  after  placing  all  the  circumstances  before 
him,  I  shall  be  glad  to  get  the  advantages  of  his  judgment  on  the 
situation,  as  he  has,  I  know,  given  a  good  deal  of  thought  and 
attention  to  these  matters.  Inasmuch  as  he  has  conferred  with 
you  instead  of  this  office,  it  has  seemed  to  me  more  proper  that 
this  suggestion  should  ciome  from  you  rather  than  from  this  of- 
fice direct.  "We  have  nothing  to  conceal  in  regard  to  the  distri- 
bution of  cars,  and  I  have  the  figures,  and  facts  and  correspon- 
dence before  me  to  show;  and  I  shall  also  be  pleased  if  any  mem- 
ber of  your  board  will  come  with  him  to  examine  into  the  situa- 
tion and  see  what  the  facts  of  the  case  are. 

In  regard  to  the  case  of  Messrs.  Moses  &  Co. :  I  find  my  re- 
ports show  for  October,  at  Herman  three  elevators — the  North- 
western elevator,  with  40,000  bushels  capacity;  the  Minnesota  & 
Dakota  elevator,  with  50,000  bushels  capacity,  and  the  Farmers' 
Union  elevator,  with  20,000  bushels  capacity;  that  during  the 
month  the  Farmers'  elevator  has  had  five  cars,  the  Minnesota  & 
Dakota,  three  cars,  and  the  Northwestern,  two  cars.  See  telegram 
from  agent  attached. 

Our  reports  show  on  hand  Nov.  1st,  at  Herman: 

Bushels. 

Minnesota  &  Dakota  elevator 11,500 

Northwestern  elevator 7,150 

Moses  &  Company 7,000 

So  that  none  of  the  elevators  are  full,  and,  as  there  was  storage 
room  available,  we  thought  it  desirable  to  move  cars  to  those 
points  where  the  elevator  capacity  was  exhausted,  and  where, 
unless  cars  were  furnished,  there  was'  no  place  at  which  farmers 
could  sell  or  unload  their  wheat.  The  situation  this  season  is 
somewhat  peculiar. 

First,  is  the  difficulty  of  getting  ready  money,  which  both 
large  and  small  elevator  companies  are  suffering  from. 

And  second,  the  premium,  so  to  speak,  that  exists  on  cash 
wheat  lis  against  the  price  for  future  delivery. 

This  is  an  unusual  condition  of  affairs,  as  heretofore,  in  my 
experience,  I  have  never  known  future  wheat  to  be  less  in  price 
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than  the  cash  article.  There  is,  however,  as  you  are  aware,  an 
extraordinary  demand  for  cash  wheat  to  enable  eastern  millers 
to  get  it  forward  before  navigation  closes,  and  the  two  reasons 
named — the  difficulty  of  getting  ready  money,  and  the  premium 
on  cash  wheat — has,  of  course,  made  it  more  difficult  to  meet  the 
situation  this  season  than  heretofore. 

The  volume  of  wheat  brought  into  terminal  stations  causes,  as 
you  are  aware,  something  approaching  a  blockade,  and  if  we 
had  additional  cars,  even  with  the  large  terminal  facilities  we 
now  have,  it  is  quite  probable  that  it  would  only  add  to  the  dif- 
ficulty of  the  situation. 

In  regard  to  wood:  I  have  consulted  both  the  operating  and  traf- 
fic departments,  and  they  say  they  know  of  no  orders  for  wood  that 
can  not  be  filled,  and  have  had  no  complaints  in  regard  to  it.  We 
have  plenty  of  flat  cars  on  which  wood  can  be  shipped,  but  we 
have  heard  of  cases  where,  when  cars  have  been  sent,  the 
wood  has  not  been  ready  for  shipment,  and  there  may  have  been 
some  delay  on  this  account.  Under  the  circumstances  men- 
tioned by  Messrs.  Moses  &  Co.,  and  the  desire  of  the  farmers  to 
ship  their  own  wheat,  I  shall  make  an  effort  the  coming  week 
to  help  them  out,  and  I  shall  hope  to  be  able  to  do  a  little  more 
for  them. 

All  this  I  could  explain  to  Mr.  Hixson  in  behalf  of  the  busi- 
ness men  of  Herman,  if  he  will  spend  the  time  to  come  to  St. 
Paul. 

In  regard  to  the  establishing  a  connection  at  Breckenridge 
between  our  line  and  the  Northern  Pacific,  I  beg  to  state  that  we 
have  a  line  penetrating  the  same  section  of  country  that  the 
Northern  Pacific  does,  and  can  give  them  this  business  off  our 
own  line  at  Tintah;  or  we  can  furnish  it  to  Herman  off  the 
Northern  Pacific  at  Morris,  at  which  point  we  have  a  connection 
with  that  line.  The  establishing  of  a  connection  on  our  main 
line  with  the  Northern  Pacific  would  be  some  distance  from  the 
station;  the  switch  would  be  infrequently  used  and  involves  an 
expense  and  risk  that,  in  my  opinion,  the  situation  does  not  de- 
mand. The  same  applies  to  a  connection  with  the  Minneapolis 
&  Pacific.

Damages  for  delay  in  furnishing  cars. 

Filed  March  12,  1888. 

Mr.  Prieb,  who  is  a  farmer,  had  leased  a  warehouse  at  Mans- 
ton  in  order  to  ship  his  own  wheat.  On  Dec.  5,  1887,  he  hauled 
in  about  1,200  bushels  of  wheat  and  ordered  two  cars  in  which  to 
ship  it.  The  agent  told  him  he  would  get  the  cars  soon,  but  he 
must  load  them  within  twenty-four  hours  of  their  arrival.  In 
the  beginning  he  went  to  Manston  every  day  expecting  the  cars 
would  be  there,  but  no  cars  were  left  for  him  until  January  4th, 
but  they  were  left  so  far  from  his  grainhouse  and  the  side  track 
was  so  full  of  snow  he  could  not  move  them  in  position  to  load. 
The  agent  promised  to  get  the  next  engine  that  came  along  to 
move  them,  but  failed,  and  they  were  not  placed  in  position  for 
him  to  load  till  February  23d,  when  one  of  them  was  pushed  in 
and  was  loaded  on  the  twenty- fourth,  but  on  account  of  the  snow 
he  could  not  move  it  so  as  to  load  the  other  car.  The  agent 
again  promised  to  have  the  next  freight  engine  that  came  along 
move  them,  but  it  was  not  done.  Finally  on  March  4th  both 
cars  were  taken  away,  one  loaded  and  one  empty. 

On  account  of  this  delay  and  expense  in  watching  for  the 
cars,  and  of  having  to  haul  1,200  bushels  to  another  station  to 
dispose  of  it,  so  as  to  meet  his  payments,  Mr.  Prieb  demanded 
damages  to  the  amount  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

The  excuse  the  company  gave  for  the  delay  was  the  frequent 
and  severe  snow  storms  occurring  at  about  this  time;  but  the 
general  manager,  Mr.  Manvel,  feeling  that  Mr.  Prieb  had  suf- 
fered loss  and  great  inconvenience,  proposed  a  compromise  with 
him,  which  was  mutually  satisfactory,  and  the  case  was  closed.

Freight  rates.

The  complaint  in  this  case,  briefly  stated,  covers  the  inequali- 
ties between  the  so-called  distance  tariff  and  the  terminal  tariff. 
Mr.  Partridge  is  the  manager  of  a  manufacturing  establishment 
in  Fergus  Falls,  a  local  station  on  the  Manitoba  and  Northern 
Pacific  roads;  the  products  of  the  establishment  are  disposed  of 
in  the  Northwest,  but  have  to  be  shipped  on  rates  contained  in 
the  distance  tariff,  which  arc  so  much  higher  than  the  termi- 
nal tariffs,  which  govern  rates  from  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis, 
that  the  Fergus  Falls,  or  any  other  local  manufacturer  and  ship- 
per, is  placed  at  a  great  disadvantage. 

A  hearing  was  had  in  this  case  at  this  office  on  June  28,  Mr. 
Partridge  being  present,  also  A.  Anderson,  of  Moorhead,  and  L. 
J.  Brown,  of  Alexandria,  who  are  interested  in  manufacturing 
at  those  points.  The  company  showed  a  disposition  to  help  the 
manufacturers,  aud  admitted  that  there  was  too  large  difference 
in  the  two  tariffs.  At  the  suggestion  of  the  commission,  a  con- 
ference was  had  between  the  complainant  aud  the  traffic  man- 
ager of  the  Manitoba  road;  au  agreement  was  arrived  at,  and  a 
uew  distance  tariff  put  into  effect.

Excessive  rate. 

Filed  July  11,  1888. 

Mr.  McGrath  had  a  carload  of  potatoes  shipped  from  St.  Vin- 
cent to  Barnesville.  The  distance  is  173  miles  and  the  rate 
charged  under  the  distance  tariff  was  21  cents  per  100  pounds; 
under  the  special  or  terminal  tariff  the  same  carload  could  have 
been  shipped  from  St.  Viucent  to  St.  Paul,  390  miles,  at  the  same 
rate,  21  cents. 
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Investigation  showed  that  the  charge  of  21  cents  was  accord- 
ing to  tariff,  bat  the  company  admitted  there  was  too  great 
difference  between  the  distance  and  terminal  tariffs  and  reduced 
the  charge  to  16  cents  per  100  pounds,  which  was  satisfactory  to 
Mr.  McGrath. 


SNOW  BLOCKADES. 

Last  winter  was  an  unusually  severe  one  and  noted  for  its 
frequent  and  protracted  snow  storms,  causing  the  railroads  great 
expense  and  the  people  along  the  blockaded  lines  considerable 
suffering  and  great  inconvenience. 

Only  two  of  the  railroad  companies  of  the  state  were  provided 
with  the  latest  appliance  for  raising  a  snow  blockade,  the  rotary 
snow  plow,  viz.:  the  Northern  Pacific  and  the  Chicago,  Milwau- 
kee &  St.  Paul,  and  the  blockades  on  these  lines  were  in  conse- 
quence of  short  duration. 

The  lines  that  were  closed  for  any  length  of  time  and  made 
subjects  of  complaint  to  this  commission  were  the  Brown's 
Yalley  line  of  the  Manitoba  road,  the  Paci£c  division  of  the 
Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  road  west  of  Morton,  and  the  Pipestone 
branch  of  the  Omaha. 

The  commission  gave  these  complaints  all  possible  attention, 
making  personal  examination  into  the  situation  when  practi- 
cable and  in  many  instances  keeping  up  a  daily  correspondence 
with  the  roads  on  the  subject.  From  such  correspondence  it  is 
the  belief  of  the  commission  that  the  roads  earnestly  tried  to 
open  the  lines,  but  the  elements  and  want  of  proper  snow  plows 
were  against  them. 

A  special  report  to  the  governor  on  the  first  blockade  of  the 
Brown's  Valley  line  is  herewith  subjoined:

To  the  Hon.  A.  B.  McGiU,  Governor  of  Minnesota, 

Sir:  The  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  begs  leave  to 
make  the  following  special  report  to  you:  For  the  purpose  of 
getting  at  the  actual  facts  relative  to  the  alleged  suffering  of  the 
people  of  Beardsley  and  Brown's  Valley,  resulting  from  the 
blockade  of  the  Brown's  Valley  branch  of  the  Manitoba  road  dur- 
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ing  the  month  of  January,  the  commission  detailed  Commissioner 
Gibbs  and  Clerk  Teisberg  to  make  the  investigation.    They  went 
to  Breckenridge  on  January  30tb,  and  on   the  thirty-first     of 
January  took  the  train  frQm  Morris  to  Brown's  Valley.     On  the 
train  they  met  Mr.  W.  E.  Field,  postmaster  and  fuel  dealer  of 
Beardsley;  he  said  he  had  read  the  interview  with  Mr.  Stone- 
braker  as  published  in  the  Pioneer  Press;  the  dascription  of  the 
situation  at  his  village  as  given  in  that  interview  was  highly 
colored;  his  stock  of  fuel,  which  he  had  for  sale,  run  out  about  ten 
days  before  the  blockade  was  raised,  but  he  had  not  heard   of 
any  actual  suffering  on  account  of  want  of  fuel;  of  course  the 
people  economized,  and  would  have  used  more  fuel  if  they  had 
had  it,  or  had  known  when  they  could  obtain  any  more;  in  the 
country  families  might  have  moved  together,  but  he  did   not 
know  of  any  instance,  where  that  was  done.      He  was  of  the 
opinion  that  if  the  railway  company  had  tried  to  open  the  road 
the  first  days  of  January,  they  could  have  done  so,  but  as  they 
did  not  do  it  before  the  great  blizzard,  he  thought  they  probably 
could  not  have  done  it,  before  it  was  actually  done.     Other  citi- 
zens interviewed  at  the  depot  substantially  corroborated  Mr. 
Field's  statement?,  although  some  of  them  were  of  the  opinion 
that  there  had  been  more  suffering  among  the  farmers  than  Mr. 
Field  seemed  to  be  aware  of. 

It  may  be  remarked  here  that  there  are  a  great  many  deep 
cuts  on  this  branch  line;  that  it  runs  due  east  and  west,  thus 
exposing  it  more  to  the  effects  of  a  snow  storm  than  the  main 
line  which  runs  in  a  northwesterly  direction;  that  the  cuts  had 
been  completely  filled  by  snow,  and  at  the  time  we  were  passing 
along  the  line  the  snow  was  piled  as  high  as  to  the  top  of  the 
coach. 

It  should  also  be  remarked  that  Mr.  Field,  as  well  as  others, 
claimed  that  they  had  not  been  able  to  lay  in  a  supply  of  wood 
during  October,  November  and  December,  on  account  of  short- 
age of  cars.  They  obtain  their  supply  of  wood  from  the  Little 
Falls  &  Dakota  branch  of  the  Northern  Pacific  road.  When  the 
branch  closed  he  (Mr.  Field)  had  about  one  hundred  cords  of 
wood  on  hand,  but  would  have  had  a  great  deal  more  if  he 
could  have  obtained  the  cars  he  had  ordered  during,  the  three 
months  mentioned. 

Arriving  at  Brown's  Valley  in  the  evening,  we  met  about 
twenty  of  the  business  men  of  that  place  at  the  hotel.  The 
opinion  was  unanimous  that  the  reports  of  suffering  on  account 
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of  lack  of  fuel  were  without  any  foundation,  in  fact,  and  they  were 
indignant  because  such  reports  had  been  circulated  in  the  press; 
after  the  blockade  was  raised  there  were  still  several  cords  of 
wood  at  the  mill;  the  schools  had  been  running  during  the  whole 
blockade;  they  were  not  far  from  timber  and  could  have  got  along 
all  winter  by  using  green  wood  if  necessary.  The  failure  to  get 
their  mail  regularly  seemed  to  have  been  a  greater  hardship  than 
the  want  of  fuel.  (Of  this  they  had  also  very  properly  com- 
plained to  the  post  office  department  at  Washington.)  With 
reference  to  the  failure  to  furnish  cars  to  bring  fuel  in  to  Brown's 
Valley,  the  opinion  was  divided;  some  claiming  there  had  been 
such  failure,  others  alleging  that  the  fuel  dealers  had  not  had 
sufficient  capital  to  lay  in  larger  supply.  The  supply  of  hard 
coal  had  run  out,  but  there  was  still  soft  coal  left  when  the 
blockade  was  raised.  One  man  claimed  that  the  railway  com- 
pany had,  during  October  and  November,  instructed  its  agents  to 
notify  the  people  to  lay  in  their  supply  of  fuel  for  the  winter.

PASSENGER  BATES. 

As  stated  in  our  last  report,  the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  & 
Manitoba  Railway  Company  obtained  from  the  Ramsey  county 
district  court  a  stay  of  proceedings  under  its  order  to  reduce 
passenger  rates  to  three  cents  per  mile  on  that  line.  The  order 
staying  proceedings  was  vacated  and  the  rate  posted  in  all  the 
company's  depots,  as  provided  in  section  8,  subdivision  (f)  of 
chapter  10  of  general  laws  of  1887,  and  the  following  letter  was 
sent  to  the  general  managers  of  both  companies:

Company,  City, 

Dear  Sib:  In  view  of  the  recent  decision  of  the  supreme 
court  of  this  state,  touching  the  authority  and  powers  of  this 
commission  to  determine  what  are  reasonable  and  equal  passen- 
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ger  fares  and  freight  rates  on  the  railroads  within  the  state, 
the  order  heretofore  made  by  the  commission  reducing  passenj 
fares  to  a  maximunt  of  three  cents  per  mile  on  the  several  lin< 
of  your  road  in  Minnesota  (which  has  already  been  duly  served] 
on  the  company  and  posted  at  every  station  upon  the  main  line 
and  branches),  we  would  suggest  that  there  can  now  be  no  good 
excuse  for  the  company's  further  neglect  to  observe  the  require- 
ments of  said  order,  at  least  so  far  as  the  branches  and  leased 
lines  are  concerned.  If  you  should  be  advised  that  the  commis- 
sion is  correct  in  this  view,  we  would  like  to  be  assured  that 
you  will  adopt  the  order  and  put  it  in  force,  if  not  on  all  your 
lines,  then  on  the  leased  lines  and  branches,  by  the  first  day  of 
May  next,  without  application  to  the  court  on  our  part.  We 
understand  that  the  company  intend  to  raise  a  question  as  to 
the  main  line,  which  your  attorneys,  last  fall,  admitted  would 
not  apply  to  the  leased  lines;  and  if  such  is  still  their  purpose, 
and  they  shall  refuse  to  put  our  order  in  force  on  the  main  line 
by  the  day  named,  we  can  then  make  formal  application  for  a 
mandamus  as  to  that  line,  or,  by  consent  of  parties,  present  the 
question  to  the  court  by  agreement  and  stipulation. 

An  early  reply  will  oblige,  and  if  the  above  suggestions  shall 
be  adopted,  will  save  a  needless  application  to  the  court.

Deab  Sib:  I  have  seen  a  letter  under  date  of  the  25th  inst., 
from  the  secretary  of  your  board  to  the  general  manager  of  this 
company,  in  reference  to  the  action  of  the  latter  in  view  of  the 
recent  decision  of  the  supreme  court  in  the  Milwaukee  &  St 
Paul  case.  Upon  this  subject,  1  beg  to  say  that  I  am  unable  to 
see  how  the  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  case  affords  any  precedent  in 
that  of  the  Manitoba  company.  This  company  expects  to  prose- 
cute its  appeal  to  a  final  determination,  unless  the  order  upon 
which  it  is  based  shall  be  abandoned  or  rescinded  by  your  com- 
mission. 

Our  general  solicitor  is  now  absent  on  professional  and  private 
business  in  the  East,  but  will  return  within  the  next  few  days, 
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and  upon  his  return  he  will  arrange  with  the  attorney  general, 
if  so  desired,  for  the  trial  of  the  appeal.

Gentlemen:  Your  letter  of  April  25,  1888,  in  which  you,, 
among  other  things,  request  the  Northern  Pacific  Bailroad  Com- 
pany to  reduce  its  passenger  rates  to  a  maximum  of  three  cents 
per  mile  on  its  branches  and  leased  lines,  received  and  contents 
noted. 

December  1,  1887,  the  day  of  the  publication  of  your  circular 
relating  to  passenger  rates,  the  business  of  the  Northern  Pacific 
Bailroad  Company  was  such  that  it  could  not  comply  with  your 
request.  Since  that  time  its  passenger  business  has  so  increased 
that  it  can  comply  with  your  wishes. 

The  company  takes  pleasure  in  informing  yon  that  as  soon 
as  it  can  revise  and  publish  its  tariffs  (which  will  not  be  later 
than  June  1,  1888),  it  will  establish  its  passenger  fares  on  its 
main  as  well  as  branch  and  leased  lines,  at  a  maximum  of  three 
cents  per  mile  in  the  State  of  Minnesota;  and  where  and  when- 
ever in  said  state  business  will  warrant,  the  company  will  make 
its  rates  less  than  said  maximum. 
Section  13  of  the  company's  charter  reads  as  follows: 
"  Be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  directors  of  said  company 

and  they  shall  from  time  to  time 

fix,  determine  and  regulate  the  fares,  tolls  and  charges  to  be  re- 
ceived and  paid  for  transportation  of  persons  and  property  on 
said  road,  or  any  part  thereof." 

I  do  not  understand  that  it  is  claimed  that  the  state  legisla- 
ture has  power  to  repeal  or  amend  the  act  of  Congress  of  which 
said  section  13  constitutes  a  part,  or  that  the  Bailroad  and 
l    Warehouse  Commissioners  of  the  State  of  Minnesota  have  any 
m  control  over  fares,  tolls  and  charges  on  the  main  line  of  the 
p  Northern  Pacific  Bailroad.    It  is  not  the  intention  of  the  com- 
pany that  this  letter  should  be  a  recognition,  in  any  way,  of  such 
right  or  power.    By  said  section  13,  the  directors  of  the  North- 
ern Pacific  Bailroad  Company  are  vested  with  the  power  to  fix, 
determine  and  regulate  the  fares,  tolls  and  charges  on  said  road. 
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I  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as  assenting  to  the  proposition 
that  the  statutes  of  the  State  of  Minnesota  confer  upon  the  Board 
of  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commissioners  an  administrative 
power  "unlimited  except  by  official  corruption."  In  our  view 
the  power  conferred  upon  said  board  is  of  a  judicial  nature, 
exercisable  upon  due  notice,  and  subject  to  review.

Dear  Sir:  Your  letter  of  May  16,  was  received  on  the  after- 
noon of  the  seventeenth  inst.,  after  it  had  been  published  in  one 
of  the  morning  papers  of  this  city. 

The  commission  notes  with  satisfaction  your  assurance  that 
not  later  than  June  1,  1888,  your  company  will  establish  its  pas- 
senger fares  on  its  main  as  well  as  branch  and  leased  lines  at  a 
maximum  of  three  cents  per  mile  in  the  State  of  Minnesota,  and 
where  and  whenever  in  said  state  business  will  warrant,  the  com- 
pany will  make  its  rates  less  than  said  maximum. 

As  the  promised  reduction  in  fares  is  to  be  made  in  no  appre- 
hension on  your  part  that  this  commission  has  the  power  to  com- 
pel  a  reduction  on  the  main  lines  of  your  road  in  Minnesota,  but 
for  the  sole  reason  that  "  its  passenger  business  has  so  increased," 
it  is  presumed  you  will  not  limit  the  reduction  to  the  boundaries 
of  this  state,  the  limit  of  the  jurisdiction  of  this  commission,  but 
as  the  increased  travel  is  largely  through  travel  you  will  delight 
the  hearts  of  the  people  of  Dakota,  and  of  all  the  other  states 
and  territories  through  which  your  long  line  extends  with  the 
glad  tidings  of  more  liberal  and  reasonable  fares. 

The  increase  of  the  freight  business  of  the  Northern  Pacific 
company  is  even  more  marked  than  the  increase  in  passenger 
receipts.  The  commission  suggests  for  your  consideration  a 
corresponding  reduction  in  freight  charges. 

The  commission  takes  note  of  section  13  of  your  company's 
charter  as  quoted  by  you. 

It  is  not  claimed  that  the  state  legislature  has  power  to  repeal 
or  amend  the  act  of  Congress  of  which  said  section  13  is  a  part. 
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But  it  is  claimed  that  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  Stat^* 
has  decided  that  while  under  such  a  provision  in  its  charter  tho '" 
directors  of  a  company  may  fix,  determine  and  regulate  the  fares, 
tolls  and  charges,  yet  such  fares,  tolls  and  charges  must  be  reason- 
able— and  the  final  determination  of  what  is  reasonable  is  not 
f  left  to  such  board  of  directors. 

Farther,  for  your  information,  the  commission  desires  to  say 
that  it  is  claimed  distinctly  on  the  part  of  the  State  of  Minne- 
sota that  Congress  by  its  incorporation  of  the  Northern  Pacific 
Railroad  Company  did  not  intend  to  create  and  did  not  create  a 
corporation  which  was  in  any  way  superior  to  or  greater  than 
the  sovereign  state  through  which  its  road  runs  in  part. 

Farther  in  reply  to  your  statement  that  you  do  not  wish  to  be 
understood  as  assenting  to  the  proposition  that  the  statutes  of 
the  State  of  Minnesota  confer  upon  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse 
commission  an  administrative  power  "  unlimited  except  by 
official  corruption,"  the  commission  states  for  your  information 
that  the  supreme  court  of  this  state  has  passed  upon  the  question 
as  to  what  are  the  powers  of  the  commission  under  the  statutes 
of  the  State  of  Minnesota;  and  we  are  of  opinion  that  the  con- 
struction given  by  the  supreme  court  upon  this  subject  will 
stand  as  law  whether  you  assent  to  it  or  not. 

Railroad  companies  and  railroad  managers  will  do  well  to 
take  heed  that  they  obey  the  laws.  They  are  prompt  to  appeal 
to  the  laws  for  protection.  They  should  be  equally  prompt  in 
obedience  to  the  law  as  applied  to  them  by  the  constituted 
authorities  of  the  state.

On  the  twenty -eighth  day  of  June  last  Hon.  Thos.  H.  Luctis,  on 
behalf  of  Trades  and  Labor  Assembly  of  Minneapolis,  filed,  a 
complaint  with  this  commission  alleging  that  by  a  rule  adopted 
by  the  railway  companies  doing  business  in  this  state  they 
collect  from  passengers  traveling  thereon  twenty -five  cents  upon 
each  trunk  or  other  piece  of  baggage  stored  in  one  of  their 
depots  or  station  buildings  for  the  first  twenty-four  hours  or 
fraction  thereof  and  ten  cents  a  day  for  each  day  or  fraction 
thereof  thereafter,  maintaining  a  lien  on  the  baggage,  and  refus- 
ing to  surrender  the  same  till  such  charges  are  paid.  That  sucli 
charges  are  unreasonable  and  extortionate  and  should  not  be 
allowed. 

Notice  was  thereupon  sent  to  the  superintendent  of  the  Union 
Depot  at  Minneapolis  (a  certificate  having  been  presented,  shoe- 
ing that  such  rule  had  been  enforced  in  a  certain  case  by  that 
corporation,  the  enforcement  of  which  was  complained  of  as  a 
hardship  by  the  person  paying),  that  the  case  was  set  for  hear- 
ing at  the  office  of  the  commission  in  St.  Paul,  on  the  twelfth 
day  of  July  last,  at  which  hearing  the  secretary  of  the  Union 
Depot  Company  at  St.  Paul  was  also  invited  to  be  present  and 
participate  in  its  deliberations. 

The  hearing  took  place  according  to  notice,  at  which  Mr. 
Lucas  appeared  for  the  complaint,  Col.  R.  C.  Benton,  attorney, 
and  Mr.  A.  Manvel,  general  manager  of  the  St.  Paul,  Minnea- 
polis &  Manitoba  Railway  Company,  in  opposition  thereto  and 
on  behalf  of  said  Union  Depot  companies. 

It  transpired  on  the  hearing  that  the  rule  complained  of  was 
a  regulation  of  the  depot  companies  (which  are  corporations 
separate  from  the  railroad  companies  though  not  independent  of 
them)  rather  than  an  order  or  regulation  made  or  enforced  by

the  transportation  companies.  But  as  the  depot  companies 
handle  the  baggage  for  the  railway  companies,  and  as  their 
agents,  at  least  for  the  first  thirty  days,  it  is  held  by  the  commis- 
sion that  the  law  of  the  case  is  not  affected  by  that  fact. 

Upon  the  argument,  it  was  contended,  on  behalf  of  complain- 
ants, that  the  regulation  complained  of  is  in  violation  of  section 
1  of  chapter  202,  of  the  General  Laws  of  1885,  the  complainant's 
attorney  contending  that  said  section  forbade  the  making  of  any 
charge  for  the  storage  of  the  personal  baggage  of  passengers  for 
the  first  thirty  days  during  which  it  might  be  stored  by  "any 
carrier  of  passengers." 

But  we  are  not  able  to  take  this  view  of  the  law,  and  the 
question  of  the  reasonableness  of  the  charges  made  for  the  care 
and  storage  within  the  thirty  days  as  well  as  for  any  time  there- 
after must  still  be  confronted.  And  in  this  connection  it  may  be 
observed  that  it  is  evident  that  the  charge  made  under  the  rule 
in  question  is  in  the  nature  of  a  penalty  as  well  as  of  compensa- 
tion for  storage  and  responsibility.  The  primary  business  of 
the  carrier  of  passengers  is  transportation — the  storage  of  baggage 
but  secondary  and  incidental. 

A  large  accumulation  of  baggage  at  railway  stations  is  not  only 
a  disadvantage  to  the  carrier  but  to  the  traveling  public  as  well. 
It  can  never  be  known  when  trunks  come  in  whether  they  will 
be  called  for  in  a  day,  a  week  or  a  month,  and  so  can  not  be  as- 
sorted and  stored  in  different  rooms  or  lots  according  to  the 
time  they  are  to  remain,  as  would  be  the  case  with  personal 
effects  stored  in  other  warehouses.  One  family  goes  to  reside  at 
the  lakes  for  the  summer,  and  stores  such  articles  as  they  are 
not  to  take  with  them.  The  warehouseman  puts  such  goods  with 
others  left  for  the  season.  Another  family  goes  to  Europe  for 
six  months  and  such  of  its  effects  as  may  be  sent  to  the  warehouse 
go  into  another  lot  likely  not  to  be  called  for  in  less  time.  Other 
articles  it  is  true  may  be  received  for  shorter  and  indefinite 
periods,  but  the  business  of  such  a  warehouse  is  susceptible  of 
Borne  classification  and  arrangement,  while  it  is  evident  that  such 
articles  as  are  stored  for  a  very  short  time  or  which  are  subject 
to  be  taken  away  at  anytime  would  be  taxed  more  heavily  in 
proportion  to  the  time  than  others.  At  a  railroad  baggage  room 
nothing  admits  of  such  classification — all  must  be  as  accessible 
as  possible;  that  which  is  at  the  bottom  of  a  stack  reaching  to 
the  ceiling  may  be  called  for  in  an  hour,  requiring  many  other 
pieces  to  be  removed  and  replaced. 
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If  the  baggage  of  passengers  be  not  readily  forthcoming  when 
called  for,  and  finding  it  involves  delay  and  vexation,  and  per- 
haps the  loss  of  a  train,  its  owner  regards  that  as  a  hardship,  as 
well  as  the  imposition  of  a  money  tax  or  penalty.  It  is  of  the 
first  importance  that  there  should  be  as  few  impediments  to  tlie 
rapid  transit  of  the  passenger  and  his  baggage  as  is  practicable. 
Therefore,  the  smaller  the  accumulation  of  trunks,  etc,  at  tlie 
stations  of  the  great  centres— consistent  with  reasonable  costs  to 
the  traveling  public — the  better. 

The  rule  of  the  common  law  is  that  the  passenger  shall  have  a 
reasonable  time  after  the  arrival  of  himself  and  his  luggage  at 
destination,  to  remove  the  latter  from  the  station,  after  which 
the  company  is  not  an  insurer;  and  if  it  continue  to  care  for  the 
property,  it  does  so  only  as  bailee  and  not  as  carrier,  and  is  en- 
titled to  compensation  accordingly.  What  then  is  a  reasonable 
time  and  what  a  reasonable  regulation  as  to  compensation,  if 
the  baggage  be  not  removed  within  such  time!  And  the  latter 
question  may  involve  the  inquiry  whether  the  sum  allowed  to 
be  charged,  may  not  justly  include  an  allowance  in  the  nature 
of  penalty  for  unreasonable  delay  in  removing,  as  well  as  com- 
pensation for  storage. 

On  the  question  of  reasonable  time  the  court  says  (Both.  vs. 
B.  &  8.  8c.  B.  E.  Co.,  34  N.  Y.  548-9):  Where  the  company  is 
ready  to  deliver  on  arrival  of  passenger  and  baggage,  and  the 
passenger  prefers  to  leave  it  over  night,  his  conduct  is  unreason- 
able and  the  company  held  to  be  discharged  from  liability  as 
carrier  (though  it  might  still  be  liable  as  an  ordinary  bailee). 

In  Onimit  vs.  Henshaw,  35  Vt.  6L4,  it  is  held:  "  Where  trains 
arrive  at  such  hours  that  it  is  the  usual  course  of  business  at  the 
station  to  immediately  deliver  the  baggage  and  for  passengers  to 
immediately  receive  it,  there  the  reasonable  time  for  which  the 
company  should  have  it  ready  for  delivery,  must  be  limited  and 
governed  by  the  practice  and  custom  of  immediate  delivery,  and 
in  such  case  reasonable  time  and  immediate  delivery  go  hand  in 
hand,  and  '  reasonable  time7  can  not  extend  the  delivery  to  an- 
other day  or  another  occasion." 

We  presume  that  the  companies  could  insist  upon  this  com- 
mon law  rule  of  u  immediate  delivery "  (where  the  passenger 
and  his  luggage  reach  the  station  by  the  same  train),  except 
for  the  fact  that  they  have  adopted  the  custom  of  caring  for 
the  goods  for  twenty- four  hours  without  compensation;  or  they 
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might  abandon  this  regulation  and  go  back  to  the  common  law 
time,  upon  giving  to  the  public  reasonable  notice  of  the  change. 
The  commission  is  .of  opinion  that  the  rule  adopted  is  more 
conducive  to  the  public  convenience  than  the  common  law  rule, 
but  doubtless  the  penalty  exacted  works  hardship  in  individual 
cases.     It    may  be   true  as  the   companies   contend,  that   the 
superintendents  of  the  depots  are  clothed  with  the  power  to  hear 
complaints  against  the  rule  and  to  afford  relief  where  cases  are 
made  out.    But  this  fact  will  never  be  well  understood  by  many 
of  the  class  of  travelers  who  can  least  afford  to  bear  its  burdens. 
If  the  station  baggagemaster  is  charged  by  the  company  to 
direct  to  the  superintendent  for  redress  all  travelers  who  com- 
plain, it  is  to  be  feared  that  he  would  often  find  his  duty  as 
collector  more  congenial  than  that  of  director;  or  that  the  super- 
intendent would  not  always  be  accessible;  or  that  the  time 
required  to  obtain  relief  would  prove  a  greater  penalty  than  the 
payment  of  the  fee  assessed;  or  that  the  evidence  demanded 
would  not  be  convenient  of  access,  or  would  involve  too  much 
expense.    For  these  reasons  we  think  that  it  is  for  the  interest  of 
the  companies  as  well  as  of  the  traveling  public  that  the  regula- 
tion on  the  subject  should  be  so  liberal  that  there  seldom  need 
be  good  cause  to  apply  for  relief  from  its  operation.     While  it 
seems  to  the  commission  that   the  time  afforded  by  the  rule 
(twenty-four  hours)  within  which   the  passenger  may  remove 
his  baggage  without  charge,  is  a  reasonable  time,  we  are  of 
opinion  that  the  fees  exacted  under  the  rule  for  delay  are  often 
unjustly   burdensome  to   those  who  have  to   submit  to  them, 
even  if  such  charges  are  to  be  considered  as  penalty  as  well  as 
compensation,  and  that  the  people  have  some  reason  to  conclude 
that  the  regulation  as  it  'now  stands  is  maintained  more  as  a 
means  of  profit  to  the  companies  than  as  a  fair  compensation  for 
the  services  rendered  and  to  promote  the  public  convenience. 
As  the  handling  of  the  passenger's  luggage  is  simply  incidental  to 
the  transportation  of  the  passenger  for  which  he  pays  the  com- 
pany's price,  he  is  naturally  indignant  when  obliged  to  sub- 
mit to  what  he  considers  an  imposition,  even  though  a  small 
one.    We  therefore  recommend  to  the  companies  concerned  that 
the  fees  for  the  services  in  question  be  reduced  to  a  uniform 
charge  of  ten  cents  per  day  on  each  trunk,  chest  or  box,  not 
counting  the  first  twenty-four  hours;    or  that  no   charge  be 
made  for  the  first  forty-eight  hours  —  but  to  remain  as  at  pre- 
sent after  the  expiration  of  that  period. 
Vol.  v— 14. 
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It  would  also  seem  that  there  might  well  be  some  difference 
the  charges  collected  upon  valises  and  other  small  hand  baggag^e 
(^generally  set  away  upon  shelves  and  the  removal  of  one  of 
which  does  not  require  the  handling  of  others),  and  the 
levied  upon  trunks  and  heavy  boxes;  but  upon  this  point 
would  not  be  understood  as  now  making  an  order. 

By  the  Commission'. 

Early  in  October,  1888,  application  was  made  by  railway  com- 
panies interested  for  a  rehearing.  The  commission  advised  them 
that  a  written  argument  or  brief  submitted  would  receive  due 
consideration.  Such  briefs  were  submitted,  considered  and  dis- 
posed of  as  shown  by  the  following  letter:

Dear  Sir:  Referring  to  the  matter  of  the  complaint  of 
Thomas  H.  Lucas,  on  behalf  of  the  Trades  and  Labor  Assembly 
of  Minneapolis;  we  have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter 
of  Oct.  29,  1888,  enclosing  printed  argument  from  Hon.  J, 
W.  Cary,  on  behalf  of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Rail- 
way Company,  and  another  from  Col.  R.  C.  Benton  on  behalf  of 
the  Minneapolis  Union  Railway  Company,  which  arguments  have 
been  carefully  considered. 

Mr.  Cary  raises  the  question  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  commis- 
sion, and  presents  it  in  his  usual  and  forcible  manner,  contend- 
ing that  the  charges  complained  of  are  "the  charges  of  a.  ware- 
houseman  and  not  of  a  common  carrier,"  and  that  the  law  confer- 
ring jurisdiction  upon  the  commission  does  not  authorize  us  to 
pass  upon  the  reasonableness  of  warehouse  charges,  even  though 
the  warehouseman  be  a  railway  company. 

Our  former  opinion  in  the  case  was  predicated  upon  the  belief 
that  the  powers  conferred  upon  the  commission  by  subdivision 
(a)  of  section  2  of  chapter  10  of  the  General  Laws  of  1887,  which 
Mr.  Cary  has  not  overlooked,  extended  to  the  matter  in  contro- 
versy; and  we  still  adhere  to  that  construction  of  the  law,  though 
we  admit  it  is  not  clear  of  all  doubt. 

The  other  objection  to  the  decision  of  the  commission  taken  by 
Mr.  Cary  involves  the  reasonableness  of  the  charges  made  by  the 
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companies  for  the  storage  of  baggage.  The  same  point  is  made 
in  Col.  Benton's  brief,  and  he  invites  attention  to  one  or  two 
misapprehensions  on  the  part  of  the  commission  as  to  alleged 
facts  in  the  case.  Nothing,  however,  is  submitted  touching  the 
facts  'which,  it  is  considered,  calls  for  a  rehearing,  even  granting 
they  are  just  as  presented  in  the  brief. 

The  only  remaining  contention  to  be  considered  is  the  point 
presented  by  Col.  Benton  that  "The  Minneapolis  Union  Bail  way 
Company  is  not  a  common  carrier  engaged  in  the  transportation 
of  passengers  or  property,"  and  consequently  not  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  commission  and  hence  that  no  order  could  be 
enforced  against  such  company,  but  only  against  the  railway 
companies  themselves. 

The  former  decision  of  the  commission  was  based  upon  the 
theory  that  the  Minneapolis  Union  Railway  Company,  as  well  as 
the  St.  Paul  Union  Depot  Company,  acted  in  the  storing  of  bag- 
gage, as  the  agents  of  the  railway  companies— even  under  the 
rules  or  regulations  as  stated  by  Mr.  Cary — and  that  service  of  a 
notice  or  an  order  upon  them  as  such  agents  and  concerning  the 
matter  of  the  agency  would,  under  the  laws  of  this  state,  be  ser- 
vice upon  the  common  carriers  themselves — although  in  other 
respects  they  may  be  independent  corporations,  separate  from 

the  carriers. 

* 

However,  the  question  as  to  how  the  order  or  recommenda- 
tion of  the  commission  shall  be  carried  into  effect — should  it  be 
necessary  to  appeal  to  the  courts  for  that  purpose — whether  by 
proceeding  directly  against  the  railway  companies  themselves  or 
against  the  depot  companies,  can,  it  seems  to  us,  be  safely  left 
for  future  determination. 

For  the  reasons  above  stated  we  find  no  good  cause  for  revis- 
ing or  modifying  the  conclusions  heretofore  reached  in  the  mat- 
ter.

Second — The  aggregate  number  of  miles  of  road  operated  by 
your  company  in  the  state  during  the  same  period  of  time. 

Third — What  proportion  of  the  aggregate  freight  tonnage  of 
your  road  within  the  state  during  the  said  period  was  composed 
of  wheat,  or  of  wheat  and  other  grains! 
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Fourth — What  is  the  ratio  of  the  aggregate  earnings  of  your 
road  within  the  state  and  within  the  period  aforesaid,  for  the 
transportation  of  wheat,  to  the  aggregate  earnings  for  the  trans- 
portation of  all  freights  by  your  road  within  the  state  for  the 
same  period  f 

Fifth  —  Oive  the  total  operating  expenses  of  the  freight  depart* 
ment  within  the  state  for  the  same  period. 

Should  you  be  of  opinion  that  the  earnings  of  the  passenger 
department  of  your  road  should  be  considered  by  the  commis- 
sion in  this  connection,  or  any  other  facts  or  figures  not  given 
upon  the  argument  of  the  eleventh  instant  may  be  of  service  to  us 
in  coming  to  a  correct  conclusion,  we  will  thank  you  to  give  us 
the  benefit  of  them  in  your  reply.     We  are  aware  that  your  an- 
nual report  for  the  time  involved  in  this  inquiry  is  soon  to  be  is- 
sued, and  that,  very  naturally,  you  will  desire  to  postpone  your 
reply  till  the  issuance  of  such  report;  but  the  emergency  of  time 
is  such  that  the  commission  must  have  the  information  called  for 
by  the  first  of  August,  or  be  compelled  to  make  their  final  deci- 
sion without  it.

Dear  Sir:  In  compliance  with  your  request  contained  in 
your  letter  of  July  20th,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  following 
statistics  of  the  operations  of  this  company,  covering  the  first  ten 
months  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1888.  The  figures  for 
the  remaining  two  months  have  not  yet  been  completed,  but 
those  for  the  first  ten  months  will  undoubtedly  answer  all  your 
purposes. 
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Number  of  miles  of  railroad  operated  within  the  State  of  Minne- 
sota, including  28.44  miles  of  second  mam  track 1,232.5  miles. 

Amount  of  gross  earnings  from  freight  within  the  state,  compris- 
ing both  local  and  inter-state  business $3,833,327.97 

Earnings  from  freight  traffic,  both  originating  and  terminating 
within  tits  state $1,843,631.75 

Proportion  of  earnings  from  freight  traffic  both  originating  and 
terminating  in  the  state,  representing  the  proportion  of  the 
total  freight  earnings  of  the  Manitoba  company  within  the 
state,  paid  by  the  people  of  the  state 48  per  cent. 

Proportion  of  aggregate  freight  earnings  within  the  State  of 
Minnesota,  paid  by  people  of  other  states  and  territories 52  percent. 

Proportion  of  segregate  freight  tonnage  within  the  state,  com- 
posed of  wheat 61.5*percent. 

Proportion  of  aggregate  freight  earnings  within  the  state,  from 

transportation  of  wheat 6:2.9a  percent. 

Proportion  of  aggregate  freight  earnings  within  the  state  from 
merchandise,  manufactures,  and  all  other  commodities  carried 
under  classified  tariffs 15.49  percent. 

Total  operating  expenses  and  taxes  of  the  entire  system  for  the 

period  were $4,105,703.99 

No  separation  in  oar  accounts  of  operating  expenses  hare  been 
made,  based  npon  state  lines  or  upon  different  classes  of  traffic. 
The  proportion  of  entire  operating  expenses  for  the  State  of 
Minnesota  for  the  period  would  be  about  J2, 700,000,  covering 
both  passenger  and  freight  traffic. 

The  foregoing,  I  believe,  answers  all  the  questions  asked  by 
yon,  but  I  will  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  for  presenting 
some  farther  facts  bearing  npon  the  same  subject. 

The  capitalization  of  the  Manitoba  properties,  at  this  time,  is 
something  under  {27,000  per  mile  of  road,  taking  the  system  as 
a  whole.  The  average  rate  of  interest  npon  that  portion  of  the 
capital  invested  in  these  properties,  represented  by  bonds,  is  five 
and  a  half  per  cent  per  annam.  The  customary  rate  of  dividend 
upon  the  remainder  of  capital  (the  same  being  represented  by 
stock)  is  Biz  per  cent  per  annum.  The  average  rate  of  interest 
and  dividends  apon  the  capital  invested,  is  5.6  per  cent  per 
annum. 

It  has  been  seen  that  the  people  of  the  State  of  Minnesota  pay 
less  than  one-half  of  the  earnings  from  freight  traffic  made  within 
the  state  itself.  Their  contribution  towards  passenger  earnings 
within  the  state  is  slightly  greater;  but  it  is  perfectly  safe  to  as- 
sert that  not  more  than  one-half  the  aggregate  earnings  within  the 
state,  from  all  traffic,  are  paid  by  the  people  of  the  state;  the  re- 
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maining  one-half  being  paid  by  the  patrons  of  the  road  living  in 
other  states  and  territories,  whose  persons  or  property  are  trans- 
ported upon  those  portions  of  the  company's  lines  situated  within 
the  state. 

The  people  of  the  state  are,  therefore,  contributing  toward 
the  capital  charges  resting  upon   those  portions  of  the  lines 
lying  within  the  state,  not  exceeding  one-half  or  2.8  per  cent 
per  annum.     In  other  words,  the  people  of  Minnesota,  living  in 
he  territory  contiguous  to  the  Manitoba  properties,  are  now  en- 
joying the  use  of  the  capital  invested  in  those  properties  at  an 
expense  to  them  of  only  2.8  per  centum  per  year.     This  is  one 
of  the  reasons  why  this  company  has,  within  the  past  seven 
years,  been  able  to  reduce  its  freight  rates  from  2.84  cents  per 
ton  per  mile  to  1.24  cents  per  ton  per  mile  (or  nearly  60  per 
cent).    This  reduction  has  been  practically  all  voluntary,  and 
within  the  period. has  effected  a  saving  to  the  public,  of  over 
$32,500,000  —  an  amount  equal  to  nearly  one-half  the  present 
entire  capitalization  of  the  properties.     The  details  of   these 
sweeping  reductions  and  enormous  savings  to  the  public  are 
shown  by  the  table  which  I  have  the  honor  to  herewith  trans- 
mit.    During  the  same  period,  the  average  price  of  No.  1  hard 
wheat,  in  the  Minneapolis  market,  fell  from  $1.17  J  to  771  cents 
per  bushel — only  about  34  per.  cent. 

I  also  take  this  occasion  to  show  comparisons  between  the 
rates  of  this  company  and  those  of  the  Omaha  Company  upon 
wheat,  cattle,  lumber,  cord  wood  and  the  classified  commodities. 
The  rates  of  the  Omaha  Company  have  been  selected  for  this 
comparison,  because  they  are  manifestly  fair  and  reasonable 
rates  for  the  service  performed,  taking  the  traffic  of  that  com- 
pany as  an  entirety.  That  they  are  quite  as  low  as  should  be,  is 
abundantly  evidenced  from  the  fact  that  no  complaints  seem  to 
have  been  made  against  them  by  the  patrons  of  that  road. 

These  comparisons  show  that,  for  corresponding  distances,  the 

rates  on  wheat,  flour,  and  mill  stuffe,  in  force  on  the  Manitoba 

lines,  are  17.8  per  cent  below  those  in  force  on  the  Omaha  lines. 

On  cattle,  the  rates  in  force  on  the  Manitoba  lines  are  9.6  per 

cent  lower  than  those  in  force  on  the  Omaha  lines. 

On  lumber  (the  great  commodity  of  the  Omaha  road)  the 
rates  in  force  on  the  Manitoba  lines  are  at  least  as  low  as  those 
in  force  on  the  Omaha  lines. 

On  cord  wood,  the  rates  in  force  on  the  Manitoba  lines  are 
16.7  per  cent  less  than  those  in  force  on  the  Omaha  lines. 
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On  the  other  hand,  the  rates  on  the  classified  commodities  in 
force  on  the  Manitoba  lines  are  about  32  per  cent  greater  than 
those  in  force  on  the  Omaha  lines;  but  it  has  been  seen  that 
these  latter  commodities  comprise  bat  15  per  cent  of  the  total 
traffic  of  the  Manitoba  Company  within  the  state;  so  that  a  re- 
duction of  33i  per  cent  from  the  rates  of  the  Manitoba  upon 
them  would  effect  a  redaction  on  the  entire  freight  earnings  of 
the  Manitoba  Company  within  the  state  of  5  per  cent.     On  the 
other  hand,  the  earnings  of  the  Manitoba  Company  from  grain 
within  the  state  being  62  per  cent  of  the  whole,  an  increase  of 
them  up  to  the  Omaha's  standard,  would  increase  the  aggregate 
freight  earnings  of  the  Manitoba  Company  within  the  state  11 
per  cent;  so  that  after  all,  the  Manitoba  tariffs,  as  at  present 
arranged,  are  on  a  considerably  lower  plane,  as  a  whole,  than 
are  the  Omaha  tariffs.    In  other  words,  if  the  Manitoba's  tariffs 
should  be  made  to  correspond  with  those  of  the  Omaha,  a  con- 
siderable additional  burden  would  be  laid  upon  the  former's 
patrons;  probably  (including  cattle,  cord  wood,  etc.)  amount- 
ing to  at  least  8  per  cent  of  the  present.    It  is,  therefore,  no  ex- 
aggeration to  say,  that  the  patrons  of  the  Manitoba  Company, 
are  already  enjoying  very  substantial  advantages  over  com- 
munities tributary  to  other  first  class  lines  doing  their  work  as 
cheaply  as  they  can  afford. 

What  has  been  stated  is  a  full  explanation  of  the  reason  why 
a  distance  tariff,  uniform  throughout  the  state,  upon  the  classi- 
fied commodities,  would  be  impossible.  In  the  arrangement  of 
their  respective  tariffs,  the  roads  operating  in  the  northern  part 
of  the  state  have  favored  the  farmer,  while  those  in  the  southern 
part  have  charged  the  farmer  higher  rates,  and  reduced  those 
paid  by  the  traders  and  manufacturers.  Each  party  will,  un- 
doubtedly, continue  to  hold  its  own  opinion  as  to  the  superior 
wisdom  and  fairness  of  its  own  plan.  Probably,  each  of  these 
two  diametrically  opposite  systems  of  framing  tariffs  is  best 
adapted  to  the  necessities  of  the  communities  respectively  served.

Dear  Sir:    After  the  noon  recess  in  the  proceedings  of  this 
commission  to-day,  and  on  reassembling  in  the  afternoon,  the  com- 
mission again  proceeded  with  the  consideration  of  the  question, 
whether,  under  all  the  circumstances,  there  should  be  a  reduction 
in  the  rates  of  the  transportation  of  grain  on  some  of  the  lines  of 
road  operated  by  your  company  within  the  state,  and  it  was  un- 
animously decided  that  there  should  be  some  slight  reduction 
from  certain  points  to  Duluth.     We  herewith  enclose  a  paper  in- 
dicating the  views  of  the  commission  as  to  the  points  named. 
Should  the  company  see  lit  to  adopt  these  views  and  incorporate 
them  in  a  new  tariff,  we  should  of  course  expect  the  present 
rates  on  the  company's  branch  lines,  north  of  its  mainline,  to 
be  revised  so  as  to  make  rates  consistent  with  the  new  rates  from 
the  points  herein  indicated;   and  should  the  commission  find  it 
necessary  to  issue  a  formal  order  in  the  premises,  it  would  do  the 
same  as  to  such  branches,  should  it  be  found  on  inspection  that 
any  revision  is  necessary  to  secure  such  uniformity.

the  statute.     The  next  day  Mr.  Alexander,  your  general  traffic 
manager,  came  in  to  adjust  some  details,  and  left  us  with  the  as- 
surance that  the  modified  schedule  should  be  gotten  out  without 
delay,  saying  he  thought  "  tomorrow' '  (yesterday,  the  tenth). 
In  view  of  these  facts  we  are  somewhat  surprised  at  the  state- 
ments attributed  to  him  in  an  alleged  interview  hereto  attached 
in  print. 

If  you  are  to  take  no  action  looking  to  putting  the  agreed  rates 
into  effect  until  such  time  as  an  arrangement  can  be  effected  with 
the  Northern  Pacific  Company,  it  will  probably  result  in  defeat- 
ing the  intention  of  the  commission,  and  indefinitely  postpone 
the  execution  of  its  understanding  with  you.    The  time  which

Grain  Bates:  to  take  Effect  Oct.  22, 1888. 
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Executive  Committee  of  The  Farmers'  Alliance. 


Statement  of  Grievances,  presented  July  11,  1888: 

We  appear  before  you  as  the  representatives  of  a  class  of  citi- 
zens who  have  a  vital  interest  in  the  great  question,  which  under 
the  law  and  the  decision  of  the  courts,  it  becomes  your  duty  to 
settle.  In  fixing  rates  for  the  several  railroads  of  this  state  we 
submit  the  following  propositions: 

First — The  smallest  village  must  have  the  use  of  the  railway 
tracks  on  the  same  terms  as  the  largest  city;  the  humblest  indi- 
vidual the  same  right  as  the  millionaire;  there  must  be  no  dis- 
crimination between  persons  or  places.  Bates  on  railroads  should 
be  so  adjusted  as  to  provide  for  operating  and  maintaining  ex- 
penses, and  in  addition  thereto,  a  reasonable  rate  of  interest  on 
the  actual  cost  of  the  road  and  equipments,  which,  in  our  judg- 
ment does  not  exceed  an  average  of  $20,000  per  mile  for  all  single 
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track  roads  in  the  state.  Duluth,  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis,  ai 
all  other  points  in  the  state  must  be  reached  at  the  same  rate  per 
ton  per  mile  with  reasonable  terminal  and  transfer  charges  in 
addition  to  the  railroad  charges. 

Second — The  shipper  most  have  the  right  to  choose  his  market 
and  the  route  to  market.  Where  the  route  to  market  requires 
the  use  of  more  than  one  railway  company's  tracks,  the  charges 
should  not  exceed  the  amount  charged  if  the  whole  distance  were 
over  one  road,*  except  that  a  reasonable  fee  for  the  transfer 
charges  should  be  allowed. 

Third — We  reiterate  the  demand  heretofore  made  by  this  body 
upon  your  honorable  board  that  the  people  of  this  state  be  re- 
lieved of  the  payment  of  unjust  railroad  charges  to  the  extent  of 
not  less  than  $8,000,000  annually.  The  people  should  not  be 
forced  to  pay  interest  on  the  capital  which  they  have  themselves 
furnished  to  the  railroad  corporations,  nor  is  it  right  that  they 
be  required  to  pay  dividends  on  fictitious  capital. 

Fourth — The  present  rate  from  Fargo  or  Moorhead  to  Chicago 
(716  miles)  on  wheat  is  23  cents  per  100  pounds.  Computing  on 
that  basis  the  rate  from  Moorhead  to  Duluth  (250  miles)  would 
be  about  eight  cents  per  hundred  pounds.  We  believe  that  a 
10-cent  rate  on  wheat  from  Moorhead  to  Duluth  and  a  propor- 
tionate rate  to  all  points  of  the  state  would  not  only  be  reason- 
able, but  liberal  to  the  roads.  Executive  Committee.

PEOPOSED  NATIONAL  LEGISLATION.

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To  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State  of 

Gentlemen:  It  is  known  to  you  that  the  transcontinental 
roads  which  were  chartered  by  act  of  Congress,  claim  now  that 
by  virtue  of  such  federal  act  of  incorporation,  they  are  not  sub- 
ject to  state  control  and  regulation. 

This  commission  by  no  means  concedes  this  claim,  and  believes 
that  Congress  did  not  intend  to  create  and  has  not  created  cor- 
porations to  act  within  state  limits  which  are  superior  to  the  state 
governments  themselves,  and  that  the  courts  will  ultimately  so 
hold. 
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Nevertheless,  as  Congress  has  reserved  to  itself  the  power  to 
amend  these  acts  of  incorporation  it  has  seemed  to  this  commis- 
sion that  the  quickest  solution  of  this  question  would  be  by  the 
enactment  of  a  federal  law. 

Such  an  act  has  been  prepared,  and  been  introduced  in  the 
house  of  representatives  by  the  Hon.  Knute  Kelson  of  this  state; 
-a  copy  of  this  bill  accompanies  this  communication. 

If  you  are  in  accord  with  this  commission  upon  this  subject, 
we  suggest  that  you  should  at  once  communicate  with  your  sen- 
ators and  representatives,  calling  their  attention  to  it  and  urging 
them  to  give  the  measure  their  cordial  support. 

If  the  states  and  territories  interested  will  act  promptly  and 

earnestly,  it  is  believed  that  a  proper  bill  can  be  speedily  enacted 

into  a  law.

A  Bill  to  provide  in  certain  oases  for  the  regulation 

OF  RAILWAY  COMPANIES  CHARTERED  BY  THE  UNITED  STATES 
BY  THE  SEVERAL  STATES  AND  TERRITORIES  IN  WHICH  THE 
RAILWAYS  OF  SUCH  COMPANIES  RUN  AND  ARE  OPERATED. 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  Assembled: 

That  where  any  railroad  company  heretofore  chartered  or  incor- 
porated, or  which  hereafter  may  be  chartered  or  incorporated  by 
act  of  Congress,  has  built  or  constructed  and  operates,  or  shall 
build,  construct  or  operate  a  railroad  through,  across  or  into  the 
territorial  limits  of  any  state  or  territory  of  the  United  States,  the 
tolls,  rates  and  fares  made  or  charged  for  the  transportation  of 
property  and  passengers  over  or  upon  such  road  or  roads  for  traf- 
fic within  the  limits  of  a  state  or  territory,  and  the  tariffs  and 
schedules  thereof  shall  be  subject  to  the  legislative  control  of 
and  by  the  several  states  and  territories  through,  across  or  into 
which  such  road  or  roads  are  constructed,  built  or  operated,  any- 
thing in  the  charter  of,  or  acts  of  Congress  creating  such  com- 
pany or  companies,  or  any  law  of  any  state  or  territorial  legisla- 
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tore  enacted  in  pursuance  of  such  charter  or  act  of  incorpo- 
ration, to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Section  1.  That  section  one  of  this  act  shall  be  limited  in  i  re- 
operation, and  shall  apply  only  to  the  carriage  and  transporta- 
tion by  snch  company  or  companies  of  passengers  and  property 
wholly  by  railroad,  or  partly  by  railroad  and  partly  by  -water 
(when  both  are  ased  under  a  common  management,  control  or 
arrangement),  from  one  place  or  station  to  another  place  or  sta- 
tion, both  being  within  the  territorial  limits  of  one  and  the  same 
state  or  territory,  and  shall  in  no  case  apply  to  any  commerce 
between  the  states,  territories,  or  into  foreign  countries.

Supreme  Court  of  Minnesota.    April  20,  1888. 

1.  Railroad  Companies— Regulation  of  Charges— Powbbs  of  Minne- 
NE80TA  Commission. 

Under  section  8,  c.  10,  General  Laws  1887,  the  determination  of  the  Railroad 
and  Warehouse  Commission  as  to  what  are  equal  and  reasonable  fares  and  rates 
for  the  transportation  of  persons  and  property  by  a  railway  company  is  con- 
clusive, and  in  proceedings  by  mandamus  to  compel  compliance  with  the  tariff 
of  rates  recommended  and  published  by  them,  no  issue  can  be  raised  or  inquiry 
had  on  that  question. 

2.  Same — Constitutional  Law — Legislative  Powers — Delegation. 

The  authority  thus  given  to  the  commission  to  determine,  in  the  exercise 
of  their  discretion  and  judgment,  what  are  equal  and  reasonable  rates,  is  not 
delegation  of  legislative  power. 

3.  Same — Mandamus — Jurisdiction  of  Supreme  Court. 

Section  8,  referred  to,  vests  the  supreme  court  (concurrently  with  a  district 
court)  with  original  jurisdiction  of  all  proceedings  by  mandamus  therein  pro- 
vided for  to  compel  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act. 

SYLLABUS  BY  THE  COURT. 

Application  by  the  Bailroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  of 
the  state  for  a  writ  of  mandamus  to  compel  the  Chicago,  Mil- 
waukee &  St.  Paul  Bailway  Company  to  comply  with  the  recom- 
mendation made  to  it  by  the  commission  to  change  its  tariff  of 
rates  on  milk  from  the  cities  of  Owatonna  and  Faribault  to  the 
cities  of  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis,  all  within  the  State  of  Minne- 
sota. 

H.  E.  dapp,  attorney  general,  A.  D.  Keyes  and  J.  M.  Bur- 
Kngame,  for  relator,  John  W.  Gary,  for  respondent. 
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Mitchell,  J.  The  questions  here  presented  are — First,  the 
construction,  and,  »eeond,  the  constitutionality,  of  chapter  10 
(particularly  subdivisions  e,  /and  g,  of  section  8).  General  Laws 
(86?,  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  common  carriers,  and  creat- 
ing the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Gommision  of  the  State  of  Min- 
nesota, and  defining  the  duties  of  such  commission  in  relation  to 
common  carriers."  The  provisions  of  the  act  are  made  appli- 
cable to  all  common  carriers  of  persons'or  property  by  railroad, 
or  partly  by  railroad  and  partly  by  water,  when  both  an?  used  un- 
der a  common  control  or  management.  It  creates  and  establishes  a 
ei.m mission  to  be  known  as  the  "Railroad  and  Warehouse  com- 
mission of  the  State  of  Minnesota,"  and  to  consist  of  three  com- 
missioners appointed  by  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  senate.  It  provides  that  all  charges  hyany  common 
Carrier  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  and  property  shall  be 
equal  and  reasonable.  It  also  requires  all  carriers  to  furnish  ample, 
e<|iial,  and  reasonable  facilities  for  trade  and  travel;  prohibits 
unequal  and  unreasonable  preferences  to  any  person  or  locality, 
or  to  any  particular  description  of  traffic;  and  forbids  pools,  re- 
bates, or  limitations  of  the  common-law  liability  of  carriers  of 
property,  etc  Section  8  (a)  requires  every  common  carrier  to 
print  and  keep  posted  at  every  depot  or  station,  schedules  show- 
ing its  freight  rates  and  passenger  fares.  (6)  Forbids  auy  change 
in  (liege  schedules  without  ten  days'  notice,  (c)  Makes  it  un- 
lawful to  charge  any  greater  or  less  rates  than  those  specified  in 
such  schedules,  (d)  Requires  the  carrier  to  file  with  the  Railway 
and  Warehouse  Commission  copies  of  these  schedules  and  to 
promptly  notify  such  commission  of  all  changes  therein.  (e) 
TL. ir  in  case  the  commission  shall  at  any  time  find  that  any  part 
of  t  he  tariffs  of  rates,  fares,  charges,  or  classifications,  so  filed  and 
published  as  hereinbefore  provided,  are  in  any  respect  uneqnal 
oi  unreasonable,  it  shall  have  the  power,  and  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  directed,  to  compel  any  common  carrier  to  change  the 
same,  and  adopt  such  rate,  fare,  charge,  or  classification  as  said 
commission  shall  declare  to  be  reasonable  and  equal,  to  which 
end  the  commission  shall,  in  writing,  inform  such  common  car- 
rier in  what  respect  such  tariff  of  rates,  fares,  charges  or  classifi- 
cations are  unequal  and  unreasonable,  and  shall  recommend  what 
tari  Us  shall  be  substituted  therefor.  {/)  In  case  such  common 
earrier  shall  neglect  or  refuse,  for  ten  days  after  such  notice,  to 
substitute  Buch  tariff  of  rates,  fares,  charges,  or  classifications, 
or  to  adopt  the  same  as  recommended  by  the  commission,  it  shall 
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be  the  duty  of  said  commission  to  immediately  publish  such  tariff 
of  rates,  fares,  charges,  and  classifications  as  they  had  declared 
to  be  equal  and  reasonable,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  posted  at 
all  the  regular  stations  on  the  line  of  such  common  carrier  in 
this  state;  and  thereafter  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  such  common 
carrier  to  charge  or  maintain  a  higher  or  lower  rate,  fare,  charge, 
or  classification  than  that  so  fixed  and  published  by  said  com-, 
mission,    (jg)  If  any  common  carrier,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  publish  or  file  its  schedules  of 
classifications,  rates,  fares,  or  charges,  or  any  part  thereof,  as 
provided  in  this  section,  or  if  any  common  carrier  shall  refuse 
or  neglect  to  carry  out  such  recommendation  made  and  published 
by  said  commission,  such  common  carrier  shall  be  subject  to  a 
writ  of  mandamus,  to  be  issued  by  any  judge  of  the  supreme  court, 
or  of  any  of  the  district  courts,  of  this  state,  upon  application  of 
the  commission,  to  compel  compliance  with  the  requirements  of 
this  section,  and  with  the  recommendation  of  the  commission; 
and  failure  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  said  writ  of  man- 
damus shall  be  punishable  as  and  for  contempt.    And  the  said 
commission,  as  complainants,  may  also  apply  to  any  such  judge 
for  a  writ  of  injunction  against  such  common  carrier  from  re- 
ceiving or  transporting  property  or  passengers  within  this  state 
until  such  common  carrier  shall  have  complied  with  the  require- 
ments of  this  section,  and  the  recommendation  of  said  commission; 
and  for  any  willful  violation  or  failure  to  comply  with  such  re- 
quirements, or  such  recommendation  of  said  commission,  the 
court  may  award  such  costs,  including  counsel  fees,  by  way  of 
penalty,  on  the  return  of  said  writs,  and  after  due  deliberation 
thereon,  as  may  be  just. 

L  In  construing  this  act,  the  first  question  that  presents  itself 
is  as  to  our  own  jurisdiction.  As  the  law  stood  at  the  time  of  the 
passage  of  the  act,  the  district  court  had  exclusive  original  juris- 
diction in  all  cases  of  mandamus,  except  when  the  writ  is  to  be 
directed  to  a  district  court,  or  a  judge  thereof  in  his  official  ca- 
pacity, in  which  case  the  supreme  court  had  exclusive  original 
jurisdiction;  and  all  issues  of  fact  in  any  mandamus  proceeding 
were  triable  in  the  district  court  by  a  jury,  as  in  an  ordinary 
civil  action.  Gen.  St.  1878,  c.  80,  §  12,  Gen.  Laws  1881,  c.  40; 
State  vs.  Burr,  28  Minn.  40,  6  3ST.  W.  Eep.  899;  State  vs.  Whit- 
comb,  28  Minn.  50, 8  3ST.  W.  Eep.  902.  Does  subdivision  g  of  sec- 
tion 8,  above  cited,  vest  the  supreme  court  with  original  juris- 
diction of  the  pr6ceedings  in  mandamus,  therein  provided  for,  to 
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compel  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  act?  It  must 
be  admitted  that  the  language  of  the  act  is  vague,  and  its  mean- 
ing obscure.  The  framer  of  the  bill  evidently  was  not  sufficiently 
familiar  with  the  practice  in  mandamus  to  express  himself  in  apt 
terms.  If  the  language  was  to  be  construed  with  technical  strict- 
ness, it  might  be  difficult  to  give  to  it  any  effect  whatever.  But 
legislative  enactments  are  not  to  be  defeated  on  account  of  mis- 
takes, omissions,  or  inaccuracies  of  language,  any  more  than 
other  writings,  provided  the  intention  of  the  legislature  can  be 
ascertained  from  the  whole  act.  In  construing  a  statute,  we 
must  assume,  if  its  language  will  admit,  that  the  legislature  in- 
tended to  act  within  its  constitutional  power.  We  must  also,  if 
possible,  so  construe  the  language  as  to  make  it  effectual.  To- 
construe  this  act  as  meaning  that  the  judge  shall,  as  a  mere  min- 
isterial officer,  issue  the  writ,  without  any  hearing  or  judicial 
determination  by  the  court,  as  a  sort  of  execution  to  enforce  the 
orders  of  the  commission,  would  be  to  hold  the  act  unconstitu- 
tional. For,  in  such  a  case,  the  functions  required  of  the  judge 
would  be  only  executive  or  ministerial;  not  judicial,  or  pertain- 
ing to  the  exercise  by  his  court  of  its  judicial  powers.  Of  course, 
it  is  not  in  the  power  of  the  legislature  to  impose  any  such  duties- 
upon  him.  This  construction  must  therefore  be  rejected.  If  it 
means  that  a  judge  of  the  supreme  court  is  not  only  to  allow  the 
alternative  writ,  but  to  hear  and  determine  whether  a  premptory 
writ  shall  issue  (in  which  case  he  would  act  as  a  court),  it  would 
be  also  unconstitutional.  The  supreme  court  consists  of  five 
judges,  and  can  exercise  its  judicial  functions  only  when  a 
quorum  is  present.  Again,  if  the  act  means  that  the  judges  of 
the  supreme  court  shall  issue  the  writ,  and  make  it  returnable  in 
the  district  court,  which  alone  should  have  jurisdiction  to  hear  and 
determine  the  proceedings,  it  would  be  obnoxious  to  the  objec- 
tion that  it  would  vest  in  him  powers  and  impose  on  him  duties, 
belonging  to  the  judges  of  the  district  court.  Moreover,  such  a 
practice,  even  if  allowable,  would  be  at  once  both  useless  and 
without  precedent.  The  only  remaining  interpretation  that  can 
be  suggested,  and  the  only  one  that  will  make  the  language  of 
the  act  effectual,  is  that  a  judge  of  the  supreme  court  or  of  the 
district  court  may  issue  (or  cause  to  be  issued)  the  writ,  return- 
able into  his  own  court,  to  bring  the  matter  before  it  for  hearing* 
and  determination,  in  short,  that  the  intention  of  the  act  was  to 
give  the  district  and  supreme  court  concurrent  original  jurisdic- 
tion of  all  proceedings  in  mandamus  provided  for  in  subdivision

g  of  section  8  of  the  act  to  compel  compliance  with  its  provisions. 
This  construction  is  supported  and  strengthened  by  the  last 
olause  of  the  section,  which  provides  that  "  for  any  willful  viola- 
tion or  failure  to  comply  with  such  requirements  or  such  recom- 
mendations of  said  commission,  the  court  may  award  such  costs, 
including  counsel  fees,  by  way  of  penalty,  on  the  return  of  said 
writs,  and  after  due  deliberation  thereon,  as  may  be  just."  This 
last  is,  in  our  opinion,  the  only  reasonable  or  permissible  con- 
struction of  the  act.  What  the  practice  would  be  in  case  the 
respondent's  return  made  an  issue  of  fact  we  need  not  now  in- 
quire. As  will  be  seen  hereafter,  the  law  neither  contemplates 
or  permits  any  issue  a6  to  the  equality  or  reasonableness  of  the* 
rates  recommended  by  the  commission;  and,  aside  from  this,  the 
respondent  tenders  no  issue  of  fact.  Its  whole  'defense  rests  in 
questions  of  law.  There  was  no  fact  for  it  to  traverse  except  its 
violation  of  the  law.  If  the  statute  is  valid  it  was  bound  to  obey 
it;  and,  if  it  is  not  obeying  it,  there  is  no  issue  of  fact  to  try. 

2.  The  next  and  only  remaining  question  that  arises  on  the- 
construction  of  the  act  is  as  to  the  nature  and  extent  of  the 
powers  granted  to  the  commission  in  the  matter  of  fixing  rates. 
It  seems  to  us  that,  if  language  means  anything,  it  is  perfectly 
evident  that  the  expressed  intention  of  the  legislature  is  that  the 
rates  recommended  and  published  by  the  commission  (assuming 
that  they  have  proceeded  in  the  manner  pointed  out  by  the  act) 
should  be  not  simply  advisory,  nor  merely  prima  facie  equal  and 
reasonable,  but  final  and  conclusive  as  to  what  are  lawful  or  equal 
and  reasonable  charges;  that,  in  proceedings  to  compel  Com- 
pliance with  the  rates  thus  published,  the  law  neither  con- 
templates nor  allows  any  issue  to  be  made  or  inquiry  had  as 
to  their  equality  and  reasonableness  in  fact.  Under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  act  the  rates  thus  published  are  the  only  ones  that 
are  lawful,  and  therefore,  in  contemplation  of  law,  the  only  ones 
that  are  equal  and  reasonable;  and  hence,  in  proceedings  likfr 
the  present,  there  is,  as  said  before,  no  fact  to  traverse  except 
the  violation  of  the  law  in  refusing  compliance  with  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  commission.  Indeed,  the  language  of  the  act 
is  so  plain  on  that  point  that  argument  can  add  nothing  to  its- 
force.  It  is  significant,  however,  in  this  connection,  that  while 
the  other  portions  of  the  act  are  mainly  copied  from  the  "  Inter- 
state Commerce  Act,"  in  which  the  interstate  commerce  commis- 
sion is  not  given  any  authority  to  fix  rates  (its  action  being- 
merely  advisory,  and  the  provisions  of  the  act  being  only  en- 
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fbroeable  by  judicial  proceedings,  in  which  the  reports  and  find- 
ings of  the  commission,  in  certain  cases,  are  made  merely  prima 
facie  evidence  of  the  facts  therein  stated),  subdivisions  e  andf  of 
section  8,  and  so  much  of  subdivision  g  of  the  same  section  of  on  i 
act  as  relates  to  compelling  compliance  with  the  schedules  of 
rates  recommended  by  the  commission,  are  entirely  new,  not 
being  found  in  the  act  of  Congress.  The  incorporation  of  this 
new  matter  must  have  been  for  a  purpose,  and  that  purpose 
clearly  was  to  clothe  the  commission  with  full  power  to  deter- 
mine, in  each  particular  case,  what  were  equal  and  reasonable 
rates,  and  to  make  their  determination  on  that  question  final  and 
conclusive.  There  are  a  number  of  other  subjects,  such  as  the 
management  of  railroads,  affecting  the  convenience  and  safety  of 
traffic  and  travel,  damage  resulting  to  individuals  or  localities 
from  unjust  discriminations  or  extortionate  charges,  which  are 
the  subjects  of  investigation  by  the  commission,  and  their  re- 
ports made  by  subsequent  sections  the  basis  of  actions  in  court, 
in  which  the  findings  of  the  commission  are  merely  prima  facie 
evidence  of  the  matters  therein  stated.  But  these  in  no  way  re- 
late to  the  matter  of  fixing  general  schedules  of  rates,  which  is 
fully  and  exclusively  provided  for  in  section  8,  which,  upon  that 
subject,  is  complete  in  itself.  Indeed,  if  the  action  of  the  com- 
mission upon  that  matter  is  not  conclusive,  it  amounts  to  nothing; 
for  nowhere  in  the  act  is  there  anything  making  it  prima  fads 
evidence  of  what  is  equal  and  reasonable,  should  a  judicial  in- 
vestigation of  that  question  be  permitted.  What  might  be  the 
result  if  the  commission  failed  to  exercise  an  honest  judgment, 
and  it  manifestly  and  palpably  appeared  that  they  had  acted  cor 
ruptly,  we  need  not  consider,  for  no  such  case  is  now  before  us. 
3.  This  brings  us  to  the  question  of  the  validity  of  the  act, 
that  is  the  authority  of  the  legislature  to  confer  such  powers  upon 
this  commission.  That  the  legislature  itself  has  the  power  to 
regulate  railroad  charges  is  now  too  well  settled  to  require  either 
argument  or  citation  of  authority.  The  history  of  the  contest 
over  this  question  is  still  fresh  in  the  minds  of  all.  Railways 
had  become  practically  the  public  highway  system  of  the  coun- 
try. The  situation  was  anomalous,  being  the  first  instance  in 
history  where  a  public  highway  system  was  at  the  same  time 
owned  by  private  parties  and  exclusively  used  by  those  who 
owned  it.  This  condition  of  things,  emphasized  by  the  reckless 
railway  management  of  fifteen  years  ago,  led  to  legislation  as- 
suming to  regulate  and  limit  railway  charges  for  the  transports- 
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tion  of  persons  and  property.    Entrenched  behind  the  doctrine 
that  a  charter  is  a  contract,  the  railroad  companies  denied  the 
power  of  the  legislatures  to  do  this;  claiming  the  right  to  charge 
what  they  pleased  for  their  services,  subject  only  to  the  common 
law  role  that  these  charges  should  be  in  themselves  reasonable; 
and  this  they  claimed  was  a  question  for  judicial  and  not  legisla- 
tive determination.    The  dispute  was  submitted  to  the  arbitra- 
ment of  the  courts.    The  decisions  in  the  so-called  "Granger 
Oases,"  over  eleven  years  ago,  resulted  in  a  complete  victory  for 
the  right  of  legislative  control.     It  was  there  held  that  railway 
companies,  being  incorporated  as  common  carriers  for  hire,  and 
given  extraordinary  powers  and  special  -rights  and  privileges,  in 
order  that  they  might  better  serve  the  public,  were  engaged  in  a 
public  employment,  affecting  the  public  interest,  and  therefore, 
unless  protected  by  their  charters,  were  subject  to  legislative 
control  as  to  their  rates  of  fare  and  freight;  that  for  protection 
against  wrong,  under  the  form  of  legislative  regulation,  they 
must  rely  entirely  upon  the  good  faith  of  the  people  and  the  wis- 
dom and  impartiality  of  the  legislature.    See  Granger  Oases,  94 
U.  S. 11&-187.    The  result  was  so  different  from  the  preconceived 
ideas  of  the  railway  companies  that  they  were  slow  to  realize  the 
fall  import  of  these  decisions,  and  sometimes  reluctant  to  accept 
the  situation.    Judging  from  their  argument,  it  would  seem  that 
even  the  eminent  counsel  for  the  respondent  in  this  case  are  not 
yet  fully  reconciled  to  the  result.    But  we  know  of  no  decision 
of  any  court,  state  or  federal,  in  which  the  doctrine  of  the  cases 
referred  to  has  been  modified,  denied  or  overruled,  and  it  must 
now  be  accepted  as  a  settled  fundamental  principle  in  American 
constitutional  law.    In  fact  it  was  settled  in  the  only  way  that 
any  such  question  can  be  permanently  settled,  viz.,  in  accord- 
ance with  public  policy  and  public  necessity,  for  no  modern  civ- 
ilized community  could  long  endure  that  their  public  highway 
system  [should  be  in  the  uncontrolled,  exclusive  use  of  private 
owners.    The  only  alternative  was  either  governmental  regula- 
tionjor  governmental  ownership  of  the  roads. 

It  is  insisted,  however,  that  while  the  legislature  might  author- 
ize a  commission  to  recommend  rates,  and  might  declare  that  the 
rates  so  recommended  should  be  jrrima  facie  evidence  of  what  is 
equal  and  reasonable,  yet  it  is  not  within  its  power  to  set  up  a 
commission  whose  judgment  or  determination  as  to  what  is  rea- 
sonable should  be  final  and  conclusive;  that  this  is  a  judicial 
question,  which  can  only  be  determined  by  the  courts;  that  the 
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railway  company  has  a  right  to  controvert  before  a,  court  the 
reasonableness  of  the  rates  fixed  by  the  commission;  that,  if  ab- 
solute power  to  fix  rates  be  given  such  a  body,  it  may  be  abused 
fco  the  extent  of  practical  confiscation,  and  depriving  the  com- 
panies of  their  property  without  due  process  of  law.  This  argu- 
ment is  nob  a  new  one.  It  is  the  same  that  was  advanced  fifteen 
years  ago  against  the  right  of  the  legislature  itself  to  regulate 
rates,  and,  if  it  is  sound,  it  would  apply  with  equal  force  to  either 
case.  The  power  might  be  abused  by  the  legislature  as  well  as 
by  a  commission.  But  the  liability  of  a  power  to  abuse  is  no  ar- 
gument against  its  existence;  and,  should  the  legislature  directly 
fix  rates,  the  railway  company  would  no  more  have  its  day  in 
court,  or  a  judicial  determination  of  their  reasonableness,  than  if 
fixed  by  a  commission.  This  argument  was  met  and  fully  an- 
swered in  the  decision  of  the  Granger  Cases,  already  referred  to. 
Its  fallacy  consists  in  failing  to  distinguish  a  case  like  the  pre- 
sent from  one  of  mere  private  contract,  in  which  the  public  has 
no  interest.  In  the  latter  the  reasonableness  of  a  charge  for  ser- 
vices must  be  judicially  ascertained,  because  the  legislature  has 
no  control  over  the  contract;  but  a  railway  company,  engaged  as 
a  common  carrier,  is  engaged  iu  a  public  employment,  affecting 
a  public  interest.  It  has  received  special  rights  and  privileges 
from  the  state,  whereby  it  enjoys  certain  advantages  over  others. 
Submission  to  regulation  of  its  compensation  by  the  state,  in  the 
exercise  of  its  police  power,  may  be  said  to  be  an  implied  condi- 
tion of  the  grant;  and  the  state,  in  exercising  this  power,  only 
determines  the  conditions  upon  which  the  grant  shall  be  en- 
joyed. The  controlling  met  is  the  right  to  regulate  at  all.  This 
being  conceded,  it  is  immaterial,  so  far  as  concerns  the  question 
now  under  consideration,  whether  the  legislature  fixes  the  rates 
directly,  or  does  it  indirectly  through  a  commission. 

This  brings  us  to  the  only  remaining  question  in  the  case.  It  is 
contended  that  the  power  to  regulate  rates — if  it  exists  at  all  —  is 
legislative;  and  therefore  the  act  is  void,  because  it  delegates  legis-  ■ 
lative  power  to  a  commission.  This  is  really  the  most  important 
question  in  the  case.  The  constitution  of  the  state  vestsall  legisla- 
tive power  in  a  legislature,  consisting  of  a  senate  and  house  of 
representatives.  It  is,  of  course,  one  of  the  settled  maxims  in  con- 
stitutional law,  that  the  power  conferred  upon  the  legislature  to 
make  laws  can  not  be  delegated  by  that  department  to  any  other 
body.  Where  the  sovereign  power  of  the  state  has  located  the 
authority  it  must  remain.     The  department  to  whose  judgment 
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and  wisdom  this  high  prerogative  has  been  intrusted  can  not  re- 
lieve itself  of  the  responsibility  by  choosing  other  agencies,  and 
substituting  their  judgment  and  wisdom  for  its  own.     As  was 
said  by  this  court  in  State  vs.  Young,  29  Minn.  551,  552,  9  N.  W. 
Bep.  737:     "  It  is  a  principle  not  questioned  that  except  where 
authorized  by  the  constitution,  as  in  respect  to  municipalities, 
the  legislature  can  not  delegate  legislative  power,  — can  not  con- 
fer on  any  body  or  person  the  power  to  determine  what  shall  be 
the  law.     The  legislature  only  must  determine  what  it  shall  be. 
In  enacting  a  law,  the  legislature  must  pass  on  two  things:  First, 
on  its  authority  to  make  the  enactment;  second,  on  the  expe- 
diency of  the  enactment.   It  can  not  refer  either  of  these  questions 
to  the  decision  of  any  one  else.'7     But  it  is  also  true  that  it  is 
often  difficult  to  discriminate,  in  particular  cases,  between  what 
is  properly  legislative,  and  what  is  or  may  be  executive  or  ad- 
ministrative, duty.    The  authority  that  makes  the  laws  has  large 
discretion  in  determining  the  means  through  which  they  shall  be 
executed;  and  the  performance  of  many  duties,  which  they  may 
provide  for  by  law,  they  may  refer  to  some  ministerial  officer, 
specially  named  for  the  duty.    Cooley,  Const.  Law,  114.    It  is 
not  every  grant  of  powers,  involving  the  exercise  of  discretion 
and  judgment,    to  executive  or  administrative  officers,   that 
amounts  to  a  delegation  of  legislative  power.    The  difference  be- 
tween the  departments  undoubtedly  is  that  the  legislative  makes, 
the  executive  executes,  and  the  judiciary  construes,  the  law;  but 
the  maker  of  the  law  may  commit  something  to  the  discretion  of 
the  other  departments,  and  the  precise  boundary  of  this  power 
is  a  subject  of  delicate  and  difficult  inquiry,  into  which  a  court 
mil  not  unnecessarily  enter.  Way  man  vs.  Southard,  10  Wheat  46. 
The  principle  is  repeatedly  recognized  by  all  courts  that  the 
legislature  may  authorize  others  to  do  things  which  it  might 
properly,  but  ca%not  conveniently  or  advantageously,  do  itself. 
All  laws  are  carried  into  execution  by  officers  appointed  for  the 
purpose;  some  with  more,  others  with  less,  but  all  clothed  with 
power  sufficient  for  the  efficient  execution  of  the  law.    These 
powers  often  necessarily  involve  in  a  large  degree  the  exercise 
of  discretion  and  judgment,  even  to  the  extent  of  investigating 
and  determining  the  facts,  and  acting  upon  and  in  accordance 
with  the  facts  as  thus  found.     In  fact,  this  must  be  so,  if  the 
legislature  is. to  be  permitted  effectually  to  exercise  its  con- 
stitutional powers.    If  this  was  not  permissible,  the  wheels  of 
government  would  often  be  blocked,  and  the  sovereign  state  find 
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itself  helplessly  entangled  in  the  meshes  of  its  own  constitution. 
The  statute  books  are  full  of  legislation  granting  to  officers  large 
discretionary  powers  in  the  execution  of  laws,  the  validity   of 
which  has  never  been  successfully  assailed.     We  might  mention 
as  examples  of  this  the  grant  of  power  to  courts  to  adopt  rales 
governing  their  own  practice  and  process;  the  power  given  to 
boards  for  the  control  of  public  institutions  to  make  contracts, 
fix  prices,  and  adopt  rules  reasonably  adapted  to  carry  out  the 
purposes  of  their  creation.    The  power  of  taxation  is  legislative, 
but  this  does  not  require  the  legislature  itself  to  assess  the  value 
of  each  man's  property,  or  determine  his  share  of  the  tax.     The 
exercise  of  the  police  power  in  requiring  persons  who  follow 
certain  occupations  to  obtain  a  license  is  legislative,  but  nothing 
is  more  common  than  to  delegate  to  certain  officers  or  boards  the 
power  to  ascertain  and  determine  whether  peisons  have  the 
proper  qualifications  as  to  learning,  skill,  or  moral  character, 
and  to  grant  or  refuse  a  license  according  as  they  may  find  the 
facts  to  be.    The  difference  between  the  power  to  say  what  the 
law  shall  be,  and  the  power  to  adopt  rules  and  regulations,  or  to 
investigate  and  determine  the  facts,  in  order  to  carry  into  effect 
a  law  already  passed,  is  apparent.    The  true  distinction  is  be- 
tween the  delegation  of  power  to  make  the  law,  which  necessarily 
involves  a  discretion  as  to  what  it  shall  be,  and  the  conferring  an 
authority  or  discretion  to  be  exercised  under  and  in  pursuance 
of  the  law.     Railroad  Co.  vs.  Clinton  Co.,  1  Ohio  St.  77-88.     It 
seems  to  us  that  the  authority  and  discretion  conferred  upon  this 
commission  is  of  the  latter  kind.    The  legislature  enacts  that  all 
freight  rates  and  passenger  fares  should  be  just  and  reasonable.  It 
had  the  undoubted  power  to  fix  these  rates  at  whatever  it  deemed 
equal  and  reasonable;  but  what  are  equal  and  reasonable  rates  is  a 
question  depending  upon  an  infinite  and  ever-changing  variety  of 
circumstances.  What  may  be  such  on  one  road,  or  for  one  descrip- 
tion of  traffic,  may  not  be  such  on  or  for  another.  What  are  reason- 
able one  month  may  not  be  so  the  next.      For  a  popular  legis- 
lature that  meets  only  once  in  two  years,  and  then  only  for  sixty 
days,  to  attempt  to  fix  rates,  would  result  only  in  the  most  ill- 
advised  and  haphazard  action,  productive  of  the  greatest  incon- 
venience and  injustice,  alike  to  the  railways  and  the  public.    If 
such  a  power  is  to  be  exercised  at  all,  it  can  only  be  satisfactorily 
done  by  a  board  or  commission,  constantly  in  session,  whose  time 
is  exclusively  given  to  the  subject,  and  who,  after  investigation 
of  the  facts,  can  fix  rates  with  reference  to  the  peculiar  circum- 
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stances  of  each  road,  and  each  particular  kind  of  business,  and 
who  can  change  or  modify  these  rates  to  suit  the  every- varying 
conditions  of  traffic.     If  experience  has  proved  anything  in  the 
so-called  railroad  problem,  it  is  that  mere  abstract  laws  against 
unequal  or  unreasonable  railroad  charges  are  of  little  or  no  avail; 
hence  modern  legislation  has  usually  taken  the  form  of  creating 
boards  of  commissioners,  intrusted  with  general  supervision  over 
railroads.     Almost  all  efficient  legislation  on  the  subject  is  under 
such  commissioners,  vested  with  discretionary  administrative 
powers,  more  or  less  extensive.     Our  legislature  has  gone  a  step 
further  than  most  others,  and  vested  our  commission  with  full 
power  to  determine  what  rates  are  equal  and  reasonable  in  each 
particular  case.    Whether  this  was  wise  or  not  is  not  for  us  to 
say;  but  in  doing  so  we  can  not  see  that  they  have  transcended 
their  constitutional  authority.    They  have  not  delegated  to  the 
commission  any  authority  or  discretion  as  to  what  the  law  shall 
be,  which  would  not  be  allowable,  but  have  merely  conferred 
upon  it  an  authority  and  discretion,  to  be  exercised  in  the  exe- 
cution of  the  law,  and  under  and  in  pursuance  of  it,  which  is 
entirely  permissible.    The  legislature  itself  has  passed  upon  the 
expediency  of  the  law,  and  what  it  shall  be.    The  commission  is 
intrusted  with  no  authority  or  discretion  upon  these  questions. 
It  can  neither  make  or  unmake  a  single  provision  of  law.     It  is 
merely  charged  with  the  administration  of  the  law,  and  with  no 
other  power.     Whether  the  charges  of  a  railway  in  any  parti- 
cular case  are  or  are  not  equal  and  reasonable  is  a  fact  left  by 
the  law  for  them  to  determine.     If  the  commission  find  them 
unequal  and  unreasonable,  and  declare  other  rates  to  be  equal 
and  reasonable,  the  law  itself  declares  the  former  unlawful,  and 
allows  the  railway  company  to  charge  only  the  latter.    Authori- 
ties precisely  in  point  on  this  question  are  few.     We  are  refer- 
red to  no  case  where  the  grant  of  such  authority  and  discretion 
to  a  board  or  commission  has  been  held  invalid,  as  a  delegation 
of  legislative  power;  but,  on  the  contrary,  numerous  cases  can  be 
found  in  which  the  validity  of  acts  conferring  similar  powers 
has  been  sustained.    People  vs.  Harper,  91  111.  357;  Railroad  Co. 
w.  Smith,  70  Ga.  694;  Tilley  vs.  Railroad  Co.,  5  Fed.  Rep.  656. 
See,  also,  State  vs.  Medical  Examiners,  34  Minn.  387,  26  N.  W. 
Bep.  123;  Hildrethw.  Crawford,  65  Iowa,  339,  21  N.W.  Rep.  667. 
Our  opinion  is  that  the  act  is  not  obnoxious  to  the  objection 
made.    Let  the  writ  issue  as  prayed  for.

Statute  1887,  creating  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission,  and  de- 
fining its  duties,  construed  as  not  authorizing  an  appeal  to  the  district  court 
from  an  order  of  the  commission  prescribing  rates  to  be  charged  1  >v  common 
carriers. 

SYLLABUS  BY  THE  COURT. 

Appeal  from  district  court,  Hennepin  county;  Young,  Judge- 
Appeals  of  the  Railway  Transfer  Company  and  the  Minneapo- 
lis &  St.    Louis    Railway  Company  from  orders  of  the   State 
Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission,  relating  to  charges  for 
switching  cars. 

Moses  E.  Clapp,  attorney  general  (Morrison,  Flanuery  & 
Cooke,  of  counsel),  for  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission,  ap- 
pellant. J.  D.  Springer,  for  the  Railway  Transfer  Company  and 
Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Railway  Company,  respondents. 

Dickinson,  J.  The  separate  appeals  of  the  above  named  cor- 
porations involve  the  same  question,  and  were  heard  together  in 
this  court.  The  question  is  presented  whether  chapter  10,  Gen- 
eral Laws  1887,  creating  the  State  Railroad  and  Warehouse 
Commission,  and  prescribing  its  duties,  authorizes  an  appeal  to 
the  district  court  from  an  order  of  that  body,  prescribing  rates 
to  be  charged  by  common  carriers.  The  court  below  entertained 
such  an  appeal,  and  reversed  the  orders  appealed  from.  From 
the  order  of  the  district  court  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Coin- 
mission  appe  tied  to  this  court. 

In  State  vs.  Railway  Co.,  37  N.  W.  Rep.  782,  we  were  required 
to  decide  the  questions  whether,  upon  the  legal  construction  of 
this  act,  it  must  be  regarded  as  expressing  the  intention  of  the 
legislature  that  the  action  of  the  commission  fixing    rates  in 
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accordance  with  the  statute  should  be  final  and  conclusive,  and 
whether,  so  construed,  the  act  was  constitutional.   Both  of  these 
questions  were  decided  in  the  affirmative.    That  decision  goes 
far  to  control  the  determination  of  the  present  cases.    Much  of 
what  is  said  in  that  opinion  in  support  of  the  decision  that  the 
statute  contemplates  that  the  order  of  the  commission  fixing 
rates  shall  be  conclusive,  and  not  subject  to  review  by  the  court 
upon  proceedings  taken  for  the  enforcement  of  the  order,  is  ap- 
plicable to  the  precise  question  now  presented,  and  need  not  be 
here  repeated.    But  as  it  does  not  necessarily  follow  from  that 
decision  that  the  statute  is  not  to  be  construed  as  allowing  the 
right  to  appeal  directly  from  such  orders  of  the  commission,  we 
will  now  consider  that  particular  question.    In  entering  upon 
this  inquiry,  we  may  adopt  as  a  premise  what  was  decided  in 
the  former  case,  as  to  the  construction  of  subdivisions  e,  f  and  g, 
of  section  8;  that  is,  that  this  part  of  the  statute  clearly  expresses 
the  intention  of  the  legislature  that  the  action  of  the  commission 
should  be  final  and  conclusive.    The  further  inquiry  is  whether 
the  other  parts  of  the  act  disclose  a  purpose  to  modify  the 
natural  import  of  the  language  of  those  subdivisions,  so  far  as  to 
allow  an  appeal  in  such  cases,  and,  upon  such  appeal,  an  inquiry 
as  to  the  reasonableness  of  the  rates  prescribed  by  the  commis- 
sion.   Such  is  claimed  to  be  the  effect  of  subdivision  d  of  sec- 
tion 15.   We  will  here  recite  that  subdivision,  first  showing  how- 
ever, its  relation  to  other  parts  of  the  act  to  which  reference  will 
be  made.    In  our  former  decision  we  referred  to  section  8  as  be- 
ing complete  in  itself  as  to  the  subject  of  the  fixing  of  rates  by 
the  commission,  and  as  to  the  conclusive  effect  of  their  action. 
The  next  section  (9)  relates  to  the  creation  and  organization  of 
the  commission,  with  some  general  provisions,  not  here  impor- 
tant, relating  to  its  proceedings,  and  to  the  duty  of  the  attorney 
general.    Section  10  declares  the  authority  of  the  commission  to 
inquire  into  the  management  of  the  business  of  common  carriers, 
and  to  keep  itself  informed  as  to  the  manner  and  method  in 
which  the  same  is  conducted;  and,  upon  the  failure  of  any  such 
carrier  to  comply  with  the  laws  of  the  state,  or  to  comply  with 
the  notice  or  order  of  the  commission  as  to  repairs,  changes  in 
stations  or  station-houses,  or  mode  of  operating  or  conducting 
its  business,  suits  are  authorized  to  be  instituted  to  enforce  the 
order  of  the  commission.    Section  11  declares  the  liability  of 
carriers,  in  damages,  to  the  party  injured  from  the  doing  of 
what  is  by  this  act  prohibited,  or  from  the  omission  of  what  is 
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required  to  be  done.  It,  in  terms,  authorizes  the  party  claiming 
to  have  been  damaged  to  either  prosecute  an  action  for  the 
recovery  of  damages,  or  to  make  complaint  before  the  commis- 
sion, "  as  hereinafter  provided  for."  Sections  13  and  14,  pre- 
scribe what  shall  be  done  npon  snoh  a  complaint  being  made  to 
the  commission.  This  procedure  involves  an  investigation  by 
the  commission,  if  the  carrier  shall  not,  upon  notice,  have  made 
reparation  for  the  injury,  npon  which  investigation  the  ooi 
mission  shall  make  its  report,  including  its  findings  of  facts 
And  recommendation  as  to  what  reparation  should  be  made, 
which  findings  are  to  be  deemed  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  facts 
found.  If  it  appear  upon  investigation  that  anything  has  been 
done  or  omitted  by  any  carrier  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  or  ("or"  should  probably  be  "and."  Weston  ph.  L/oy- 
hed,  30  Minn.  221,  226,  14  IT.  W.  Rep.  892)  that  damage  has 
been  sustained,  the  commission  is  to  deliver  a  copy  of  its  report 
to  the  carrier,  with  notice  to  desist  from  such  violation,  and  to 
make  reparation  for  the  injury.  If  the  carrier  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  to  do  this,  the  commission  is  to  certify  the  case  to  the 
attorney  general  for  redress  and  punishment  as  provided  in  sec- 
tion 15.  Section  15,  subdivisions  a,  b  and  c,  make  it  the  dnty  of 
the  attorney  general,  in  such  case,  to  cause  suit  to  be  brought  in 
the  name  of  the  person  injured,  for  the  recovery  of  damages,  in 
which  the  report  of  the  commission  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence. 
If  it  be  made  to  appear  that  the  "lawful  order  or  requirement  of 
snch  commission  drawn  in  question"  has  been  violated,  the 
court  may  issue  a  writ  of  injunction  or  other  process,  mandatory 
or  otherwise,  to  restrain  further  violation,  or  to  enjoin  obedience. 
Either  party  may  appeal  to  the  supreme  court. 

Subdivision  d  is  as  follows;  "In  case  the  attorney  general 
shall  not,  within  a  period  of  ten  days  after  the  making  of  any 
order  by  the  commission,  commence  judicial  proceedings  for  the 
enforcement  thereof,  any  railroad  company  or  other  common 
carrier  affected  by  such  order  may  at  any  time  within  the  period 
of  thirty  days  after  the  service  npon  him  or  it  of  suoh  order,  and 
before  commencement  of  proceedings,  appeal  therefrom  to  the 
district  court  of  any  judicial  district  through  or  into  which  his  or 
its  route  may  run,  by  the  service  of  a  written  notice  of  snch  ap- 
peal upon  some  member  or  the  secretary  of  such  commission. 
And  upon  the  taking  of  such  appeal,  and  the  filing  of  the  notice 
thereof,  with  proof  of  service,  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  such 
court,  there  shall  be  deemed  to  be  pending  in  such  court  a  civil 
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action  of  the  character  and  for  the  purpose  mentioned  in  sections 
11  and  15  of  this  act.     Upon  such  appeal,  and  upon  the  hearing 
of  any  application  for   the  enforcement  of  any  such   order 
made  by  the  commission  or  by  the  attorney  general,  the  court 
shall   have  jurisdiction  to  examine  the  whole  matter  in  con- 
troversy, including  matters  of  fact  as  well  as  questions  of  law, 
and  to  affirm,  modify,  or  rescind  such  order,    in  whole  or  in 
part,  as  justice  may  require;  and  in   case  of  any  order  being 
modified,  as  aforesaid,  such  modified  order  shall;  for  all  the  pur- 
poses contemplated  by  this  act,  stand  in  place  of  the  original 
order  so  modified.    No  appeal  as  aforesaid  shall  stay  or  super- 
sede the  order  appealed  from  in  so  far  as  such  order  shall  relate 
to  rates  of  transportation,  or  to  modes  of  transacting  the  busi- 
ness of  the  appellant  with  the  public,  unless  the  court  hear- 
ing or  deciding  such  case  shall  so  direct."   What  is  referred 
to  or  included  in  the  term  "any  order,"  in  this  subdivision, 
which  is  thus  made  appealable,  the  language  employed  leaves 
unfortunately  obscure,  but  for  reasons  appearing  in  the  struc- 
ture and  substance  of  the  act,  we  conclude  that  it  was  not 
intended  to  apply  to  orders  prescribing  rates;  and  that  the  clear 
and  unambiguous  language  of  section  8  importing  that  the  action 
of  the  commission  in  that  respect  should  be  final  and  conclusive, 
was  not  intended  to  be  modified  by  this  subdivision  of  section  15, 
A  contrary  conclusion  would  be  opposed  to  the  simple  and  most 
obvious  meaning  of  those  subdivisions  of  section  8  which  relate 
specifically  to  this  particular  subject,  and  which  were  undoubt- 
edly framed  for  the  very  purpose  of  authorizing  the  commission 
to  prescribe  rates,  and  for  the  purpose  of  making  its  action 
effectual  by  declaring  the  obligatory  character  of  the  rates  thus 
prescribed.     That  part  of  the  act  suggests,  no  doubt,  that  it  was 
intended  to  completely  express  the  legislative  will  in  this  par- 
ticular.   It  declares  the  authority  of  the  commission  to  prescribe 
rates,  and  its  power  to  compel  carriers  to  adopt  the  rates  which 
it  shall  declare  to  be  equal  and  reasonable.     In  case  of  the  re- 
fusal or  neglect  of  the  carrier  to  adopt  the  rates  recommended  by 
the  commission,  that  body  is  to  publish  such  rates,  "and  there- 
after it  shall  be  unlawful"  for  the  carrier  to  charge  other  rates 
than  those  "so  fixed  and  published  by  said  commission;"  and 
specific  provision  is  made  *  *  to  compel  compliance ' '  therewith.  No 
farther  provision  is  made  in  this  connection,  in  respect  to  that 
subject;  the  succeeding  provisions  of  the  act  relating  to  other 
matters.    Not  only  is  the  provision  here  relied  upon  as  conferr-

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ing  the  right  of  appeal  from  such  orders  found  in  another  part  of 
the  act  disassociated  from  that  which  treats  in  sach  unqualified 
terms  of  the  power  of  the  commission,  and  of  the  obligatory 
effect  of  its  orders  fixing  rates,  but  it  is  associated  with  a  part  of 
the  law  relating  to  other  subjects,  in  respect  to  which  the  action 
of  the  commission  is  declared  to  be  merely  prima  facie  evidence, 
and  hence  not  conclusive,  and  the  final  determination  of  which 
'is  left  to  the  courts.  Again,  as  to  the  character  of  the  ordere 
from  which  an  appeal  is  allowed,  regard  should  be  had  to  the 
provision  that  "upon  the  taking  of  such  appeal  *  *  *  there 
shall  he  deemed  to  he  pending  in  such  conrt  a  civil  action  of  the 
character  and  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  sections  11  and  15 
of  this  act."  The  sections  thus  referred  to  are  those  declaring 
the  responsibility  of  carriers  in  damages  to  persons  injured  by  the 
action  or  omission  of  the  former,  contrary  to  what  is  required 
by  the  law,  and  prescribing,  as  one  of  the  means  of  redress,  an 
investigation  by  the  commission,  with  a  report  of  facts  and  a 
recommendation  and  notice  to  make  reparation.  It  will  be 
noticed  that  in  subdivision  c  of  section  15  the  action  of  the 
commission,  expressed  in  its  recommendation  and  notice,  is  re- 
ferred to  as  the  "  lawful  order  of  requirement"  of  the  commis- 
sion. Doubtless  such  orders  are  made  appealable  by  section  d. 
We  do  not  venture  to  declare  the  fall  import  and  scope  of  the 
provision  in  that  subdivision  as  to  the  right  of  appeal.  It  is 
enough  for  the  decision  of  the  question  now  before  us  that  it  has 
a  clear  applicability  to  other  matters  than  orders  fixing  rates, 
and  that  it  does  not  clearly  embrace  that  subject.  To  construe 
it  as  modifying  in  a  most  essential  particular  the  plain  and 
seemingly  unmistakable  meaning  expressed  in  section  8  would 
be  to  allow  what  is  uncertain  and  of  doubtful  i  rnport  to  prevail 
over  that  which  is  certain  and  unambiguous.  We  conclade, 
therefore,  that  the  appeal  to  the  district  court  was  unauthorized, 
and  the  order  of  that  court  must  be  reversed.

Circuit  Court,  D.  Minnesota,  July  28,  1888. 

1.  Courts— Federal  Courts— Surra  against  States. 

A  suit  by  a  railroad  company  chartered  in  one  state,  in  a  federal  court,  to 
restrain  railroad  commissioners  of  another  state  from  patting  in  force  a  sched- 
ule of  rates,  is  not  a  suit  against  a  state,  within  the  meaning  of  the  eleventh 
amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the  United  St  ites.  Railway  Co.  vs.  Dey, 
ante,  866. 

2.  Railroad  Companies— Regulation  of  Charges— State  Commis- 
sion— Reasonable  Rate. 

State  railroad  commissioners  cannot  enforce  a  schedule  of  rates  for  switch- 
ing cars  in  a  city,  which  fixes  the  compensation  at  less  than  the  actual  cost  to 
the  railroad  company  for  the  work. 

In  Equity.     Final  hearing  on  pleadings  and  proofs. 

Bill  for  an  injunction  by  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis 
&  Omaha  Railway  Company  against  George  L.  Becker,  Horace 
Austin,  and  John  L.  Gibbs,  as  the  Bailroad  and  Warehouse  Com- 
mission for  the  State  of  Minnesota.  For  proceedings  on  prelim- 
inary motion,  see  32  Fed.  Bep.  849.  From  the  evidence  intro- 
duced by  complainant  (the  defendants  introduced  none)  the 
following  facte  appear:  The  complainant  made  no  charges  for 
switching  on  its  own  line  for  business  received  over  its  own  line, 
or  destined  for  certain  competitive  points,  but  for  switching  cars 
to  and  from  connecting  railroads  in  Minneapolis  to  mills,  ware- 
houses, etc.  During  the  month  of  December,  1887,  which  was  a 
fair  average  month,  complainant  handled  4,387  cars,  receiving 
switching  charges  on  608,  amounting  to  $666.  Five  hundred  and 
one  cars  were  switched  for  $1  per  car;  104  at  $1.50  per  car,  and 
3  at  $3  per  car.  The  expenses  for  yard  service,  after  deducting 
for  passenger  service,  amounted  to  $2,081.04;  for  track  maintain- 
ance  and  repairs,  $577.83;  expenses  of  trainmen,  fuel,  oil,  etc., 
12,381.96;  rent  of  3  engines,  at  $24  per  day,  $722.30.  Total  cash 
outlay,  $5,763.13.  Cash  cost  of  handling  each  car,  on  the  basis 
of  the  whole  number  handled,  $1.31.  Deducting  the  value  of 
the  use  of  the  engines,  and  allowing  nothing  therefor,  and  the 
cost  per  car  is  $1.14.  If  the  rate,  as  fixed  by  the  commissioners, 
bad  been  complied  with,  the  complainant  would  have  received 
as  its  proportion  of  the  receipts,  as  compensation  for  switching 
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the  608  paid  cars,  the  sum  of  $347.60,  or  a  little  over  57  cents 
car.    The  complainant's  secured  mortgage  debt  May,  1888, 
$23,112,234.18,  and  its  capital  stock  consists  of  126,468  shi 
preferred  stock,  par  value,  $100,  and  214,032  shares  commc 
stock,  of  the  same  par  value.     Its  bonded  debt  amounted  to  $17* 
323.53  per  mile,  and  its  preferred  stock  to  $9,478.75  per 
Of  the  bonded  debt,  ail  but  $500,000  draws  6  per  cent  intei 
and  the  company  pays  6  per  cent  dividend  on  the  prefen 
stock,  and  has  never  paid  any  dividend  on  the  common  sto< 
The  property  owned  by  complainant  and  used  by  it  in  the  swif 
ing  business  in  Minneapolis,  not  including  rolling  stock, 
complainant  $527,881.91,  and  is  now  estimated   to  be  woi 
$1,000,000. 

J.  H.  Howe  and  S.  L.  Perrin,  for  complainant. 

The  enforcement  of  the  rates  as  fixed  by  defendants  is  a  con 
fiscation  of  complainant's  property.  The  supreme  court  of 
Minnesota  (State  vs.  Railway  Co.,  37  BT.  W.  Rep.  782)  held  that 
the  decision  of  the  commissioners  as  to  reasonable  rates  is  final 
and  conclusive,  and  in  proceedings  to  enforce  compliance,  the 
law  neither  contemplates  nor  allows  any  issue  or  inquiry  as  to 
their  equality  or  reasonableness.  The  statute  contains  no  pro- 
visions requiring  notice  to  the  carrier  of  the  proceeding  to  fix 
rates,  nor  is  the  carrier  permitted  to  be  heard  before  the  com- 
mission or  any  court.  The  order  herein  reduces  the  complain- 
ant's revenue.  The  want  of  the  provision  as  to  notice  renders 
the  whole  section  unconstitutional.  Stuart  vs.  Palmer,  74  N.  Y. 
183;  State  vs.  Railroad  Co.,  36  Minn.  402,  31  N.  W.  Rep.  365; 
Langford  vs.  County  Com'rs,  16  Minn.  375;  Railroad  Tax  Cases, 
13  Fed.  Rep.  722,  750-752,  762;  Davidson  vs.  New  Orleans,  96  XJ. 
S.  97, 104,  105;  Garvin  vs.  Daussman,  16  N.  E.  Rep.  826;  Patten 
vs.  Green,  13  Cal.  328;  Cooper  vs.  Board  of  Public  Works,  108  E. 
C.  L.  181. 

The  proof  shows  that  a  large  portion  of  the  switching  consisted 
in  receiving  cars  loaded  with  freight  from  other  states,  from  con- 
necting carriers,  and  delivering  it  to  the  consignees.  This  is 
interstate  commerce.  See  Gibbons  vs.  Ogden,  9  Wheat.  1;  The 
Daniel  Ball,  10  Wall.  557;  Hall  vs.  De  Cuir,  95  U.  S.  485;  Mobile ta. 
Kimball,  102  U.  S.  691.  This  statute  fixes  the  cost  of  transportation, 
and  there  is  no  difference  between  a  statute  regulating  the  charge 
for  transportation,  and  one  levying  a  tax  for  the  benefit  of  the  state. 
Railroad  Co.  vs.  Illinois,  118  U.  S.  537,  7  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.  4;  Steam- 
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Ihip  Co.  vs.  Pennsylvania,  122  TJ.  8.  326,  7  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.  1118; 
bailroad  Go.  vs.  Pennsylvania,  15  Wall.  232;  Henderson  vs.  New 
STork,  92  TJ.  S.  259;  Ferry  Co.  vs.  Pennsylvania,  114,  TJ.  S.  196, 
5  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.  826;  Robbins  vs.  Shelby,  120  TJ.  S.  489,  7  Sup.  Ct. 
ftep.  592;  Fargo  vs.  Michigan,  121  TJ.  S.  230,  7  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.  857. 
Conceding  the  right  of  the  state  to  regulate  complainant's  rates, 
the  right  to  regulate  does  not  include  the  right  to  destroy.  Stone 
w.  Trust  Co.,  116  TJ.  S.  307,  331,  6  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.  338,  345. 

The  construction  given  by  the  state  supreme  court  becomes 
part  of  the  statute  when  the  latter  is  under  consideration  by  the 
"United  States  supreme  court.  Douglass  vs.  Pike  County,  101  TJ. 
8.  686.  Under  the  decision  of  the  state  court  the  carrier  must 
operate  his  road  for  less  than  expenses.  He  must  obey  the  law, 
or  forfeit  his  charter  for  non-user.  Attorney  General  vs.  Rail- 
way Co.,  36  Wis.  466;  State  vs.  Railway  Co.,  36  Minn.  246,  30 
N.  W.  Rep.  816;  Redf.  Rys.  605. 

Moses  E.  Clapp  and  Morrison,  Flannery  &  Cook,  for  defendant. 

This  is  a  proceeding  against  defendants  in  their  official  cap- 
acity, and  is,  in  fact  and  in  law,  a  suit  against  the  State  of  Min- 
nesota, whose  officers  they  are.    State  vs.  Railway  Co.,  37  N.  W. 
Rep.  782;  In  re  Ayers,  123  TJ.  S.  443,  8  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.  164;  Poin- 
dextert?a.Greenhow,  114  TJ.

The  right  to  regulate 
charges  by  common  carriers  is  a  legislative,  not  judicial,  func- 
tion.

,    The  complainants  have  an  adequate  remedy  at  law. 
k     The  evidence  shows  three  classes  of  switching:  First,  what  is

J    road;  second,  that  which  is  done  free  of  charge,  not  because  it  is 
complainant's  business,  but  because  it  goes  to  competitive  points; 
and,  third,  that  for  which  a  charge  is  made.    The  first  class 
shows  the   necessity  for  maintaining  the  switching  facilities 
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Complainant  is  unable  to  state  the  amoant  of  switching  ■■,,,'■,..: 
in  the  second  class,  which,  except  for  the  fact  that  it  i 
competitive  points,  should  be  charged  for.     Iu  view  of  the  fad  I 
that  a  portion  of  the  switching  which  should  be  charged  for  is 
not  charged  for,  and  unknown,-  no  reasonable  estimate  can  be  ' 
made,  based  wholly  upon  charging  for  the  balance  of  the  work, 
of  what  a  reasonable  charge  for  all  the  work  wonld  be. 

Brewer,  J.  This  was  a  bill  filed  by  complainant  to  restrain  the 
defendants  from  putting  in  force  a  schedule  of  rate*  for  switch- 
ing services  in  the  city  of  Minneapolis,  in  the  State 
sota;  the  rate  established  by  such  schedule  being  one  dollar  per 
car  as  the  maximum  charge.  The  case  is  submitted  on  plead- 
ings and  proofs  for  final  determination. 

The  opinion  recently  filed  by  me  in  the  case  of  Bai  lway  Co.  t* 
Dey,  ante,  866,  Southern  district  of  Iowa,  practically  disposes  of 
all  the  questions  in  this  case,  and  of  course  I  need  not  repeat 
the  views  or  the  reasons  given  therein.  A  suit  to  restniin  the 
railroad  commissioners  from  putting  in  force  a  schedule  of  rates 
is  not  a  suit  against  the  state,  within  the  purview  of  the  eleventh 
amendment.  It  is  not  within  the  power  of  the  state,  directly  or 
indirectly,  to  put  in  force  a  schedule  of  rates,  when  the  rates 
prescribed  therein  will  not  pay  the  cost  of  service.  In  this  case 
the  defendant  took  no  testimony,  and  the  complainant's  testi- 
mony shows  that  the  actual  cost  of  the  service,  that  is,  wages  of 
employes,  rent  of  engines,  keeping  the  track  in  repair,  exceeds 
per  car  by  fourteen  cents,  the  amount  allowed  in  the  schedule  as 
compensation.  In  other  words,  it  costs  complainant  one  dollar 
and  fourteen  cents  per  car  to  do  the  work,  and  the  defendants 
propose  to  allow  it  to  charge  only  one  dollar.  "  The  state  can 
not  require  a  railroad  corporation  to  carry  persons  or  property 
without  reward."  Railroad  Commission  Cases,  116  U.  S.  331,  6 
Sup.  Ct.  Kep.  344. 

Whether  this  order  of  defendants  is  an  interference  with  in- 
terstate commerce  or  not;  is  a  question  I  need  not  decide.  My 
brother  Nelson,  when  the  application  for  a  preliminary  injunc- 
tion was  made  to  him,  was  of  the  opinion  that  it  was  not.  The 
case  of  The  Daniel  Ball,  10  Wall.  557,  was  relied  upon  by  the 
complainant's  counsel,  but  the  defendants  insist  that  the  decision 
in  Stone  vs.  Trust  Co.,  116  U.  S.  307,  6  Sup.  Ct.  Rep.  334,  shows 
that  this  order  was  no  interference  with  interstate  commerce, 
and,  being  later  than  the  case  in  10  Wall.,  in  so  far  as  it  conflicts 
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with  that,  overrules  it.    But  the  case  of  Ooe  vs.  Town  of  Errol, 

116  TJ.  S.  517,  6  Sup.  Ct.  Eep.  475,  reaffirms  the  case  in  10  Wall., 

and  certainly  makes  it  a  very  serious  question  whether,  when 

[  property  has  been  put  in  a  car  with  the  intent  of  shipping  it 

L  outside  of  the  state,  it  has  not  already  commenced  its  interstate 

f  journey.    However,  I  do  not  attempt  to  definitely  decide  this 

question,  placing  my  decision  upon  the  other  grounds  mentioned. 

A  final  decree  will  be  entered  in  favor  of  the  complainant,  as 

prayed  for.

GRAIN  INSPECTION  AND  WEIGHING.

To  the  Rat/road  and  Warehouse  Commission, 

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  third 
annual  report  of  the  state  grain  inspection  department  of  Min- 
nesota for  the  crop  year  eliding  Sept.  1, 1888. 

This  report  covers  the  work  done  at  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  and 
Dnluth,  and  an  examination  of  the  exhibits  from  "A"  to  "H" 
inclusive,  which  follow  this  report,  as  in  previous  years,  show  a 
complete  summary  of  the  business  at  each  city  as  follows : 

Exhibits  "A"  nud  "B"  contain  a  full  outline  of  the  financial 
transactions. 

Exhibit  "C"  shows  the  number  of  cars  of  spring  wheat  in- 
spected "on  arrival,"  during  the  crop  year,  at  St.  Paul,  Min- 
neapolis and  Dnluth,  arranged  by  months  and  roads. 

Exhibit  "D"  shows  the  number  of  cars  of  spring  wheat  "on 
arrival"  for  the  same  time,  arranged  by  months  and  grades. 

Exhibit  "E"  showB  the  "out  inspection"  by  months,  of  car- 
loads, at  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis,  and  of  carloads  and  bushels 
at  Duluth. 

Exhibit  "P"  shows  the  "in  inspection,"  by  carloads,  of  coarse 
grains,  including  winter  wheat,  at  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  and 
Dnluth,  for  the  season. 

Exhibit  "G"  shows  the  "out  inspection,"  by  bushels,  of 
coarse  grains,  including  winter  wheat,  during  the  season,  from 
Dnluth  only,  none  being  done  at  St.  Paul  or  Minneapolis. 

Exhibit  "H"  is  a  comparative  statement  of  the  force  em- 
ployed in  the  department  for  the  season. 

At  Minneapolis  the  receipts  were  76,612  cars  of  wheat  as 
against  71,082  cars  for  1887 ;  at  Dnluth  the  receipts  were  30,712 
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care  of  wheat  as  against  35,023  cars  for  18S7,  and  at  St-  Paul 
7,891  cars  as  against  7,818  cars  for  18S7,  making  the  total  re- 
ceipts in  cars  115,215  as  against  113,923  cars  for  1S87,  or  a  gain 
of  1,292  cars. 

The  falling  off  in  receipts  at  Duluth  and  the  gain  at  Minne- 
apolis was  unquestionably  caused  by  the  demand  for  wheat  for 
home  consumption  by  the  millers,  as  the  margin  upon  flour  was 
an  inducement  for  them  to  do  as  much  business  as  possible. 
While  the  total  number  of  cars  received  the  present  year  ex- 
ceeds that  of  last  year  the  net  bushels  of  grain  after  cleaning 
would  be  smaller  as  the  most  of  the  grain  was  quite  dirfy  and 
the  "dockage"  for  dirt  therefore  necessarily  greater.  The  ques- 
tion of  dockage  is  the  most  difficult  one  the  inspector  has  to 
deal  with.  It  is  impossible  with  the  very  best  appliances  in  use 
to  always  arrive  accurately  at  the  amount  of  dirt  and  foul  seed 
in  wheat,  but  a  number  one  inspector  with  sufficient  experience 
in  docking,  can  make  the  general  average  about  right. 

The  following  statement  will  show  how  necessary  it  is  that  the 
inspectors  be  experts  in  the  business.  The  entire  crop  received 
was  over  67,000,000  bushels;  taking  this  round  number  and  say 
a  mistake  in  dockage  of  only  oue  ounce  to  the  bushel  is  made  it 
would  make  a  difference  of  69,792  bushels,  and  if  the  dockage 
was  out  of  the  way  one-fourth  of  a  pound  it  would  make  a  total 
of  279, 166  bushels. 

With  the  amount  of  foul  matter  in  wheat,  ranging,  as  in  the 
crop  just  handled  from  one- half  to  ten  pounds  to  the  bushel,  it 
will  be  seen  that  this  is  not  an  easy  matter  to  handle.  To  the 
elevator  company  handling  four  or  five  million  bushels  of  wheat 
a  year,  a  small  loss  to  the  bushel  in  dockage  would  be  a  serious 
matter. 

There  is  no  other  market  where  wheat  is  given  its  proper 
grade,  if  clean,  when  iu  the  dirt.  It  is  graded,  or  the  grade  is 
fixed  at  the  time  without  reference  to  the  grade  if  properly 
cleaned.  It  would  be  a  much  easier  task  for  the  inspector 
should  we  grade  in  this  way,  or  if  the  wheat  was  properly 
cleaned  before  being  marketed,  but  this  is  a  serious  question  to 
the  farmer  as  it  would  no  doubt  cost  him  more  to  clean  it  at 
home  than  it  does  to  have  it  cleaned  at  the  elevator.  This  ly- 
ing the  case,  and  farmers  preferring  to  ship  in  the  dirt,  the 
only  thing  to  do  is  to  get  the  best  inspectors  possible  and  grade 
the  grain  upon  its  merits,  being  very  particular  about  fixing  the 
dockage.     From  all  the  information  obtainable,   I   am  of  the 
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Opinion  that  the  dockage  has  been  about  right.  When  the  ele- 
vators have  shipped  out  ail  of  the  wheat  or  weighed  up  what 
was  in  the  house  they  came  out  about  even,  sometimes  being  a 
little  over  and  sometimes  a  little  short. 

When  grain  is  shipped  out  of  a  public  elevator  the  inspector 
has  also  to  be  very  careful  to  see  that  nothing  but  clean  wheat 
of  the  proper  grade  is  loaded,  that  will  compare  favorably  with 
the  samples  of  wheat  sent  out  as  "Minnesota  Grades,"  now 
known,  and  at  a  premium  in  the  foreign  markets,  as  well  as  'in 
the  principal  eastern  markets  of  this  country. 

There  has  been  less  complaint  and  less  friction  between  the 
different  interests  in  the  three  cities,  viz.,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis 
and  Duluth,  the  past  year  than  ever  before,  which  is  very  en- 
couraging. Some  complaints,  however,  have  been  made,  and 
will  be  in  the  future,  as  the  markets  are  sure  not  always  to  be 
the  same.  Each  city  is  in  charge  of  a  chief  deputy  inspector, 
who  has  under  him  a  corps  of  assistants,  all  working  nnder  the 
same  rules  and  with  the  same  purpose  in  view,  and  each  one  of 
these  departments  is  under  the  supervision' of  the  chief  inspector, 
who  keeps  the  grades  as  nearly  uniform  as  possible,  thus  using 
every  precaution  to  make  the  system  an  even  one,  and  avoiding 
as  much  conflict  as  practicable.  The  forces  are  now  full  of  good 
men,  and  a  large  part  of  the  credit  for  Minnesota's  high  standard 
is  due  to  the  untiring  efforts  of  chief  deputies  A.  C.  Clausen  and 
John  Shely,  who  have  been  in  charge  at  Minneapolis  and  Duluth 
since  the  work  was  started. 

The  receipts  of  the  present  year  were  $90,731.96,  as  compared 
with  $84,373.fil  last  year;  the  expenses  were  $8l,49t>.96  as  com- 
pared with  $64,731.30  last  year,  leaving  the  net  earnings  of  the 
department  for  the  year  $9,235. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  expenses  for  the  year  are  larger 
than  for  the  previous  year  as  compared  with  the  earnings.  There 
are  two  reasons  for  this;  first  it  was  necessary  to  pay  the  oldest 
and  most  experienced  tnen  upon  the  force  a  little  more  salary  to 
keep  them,  and  secondly  the  crop  was  very  difficult  to  handle, 
owing  to  its  being  so  fnll  of  foul  seed.  No  more  men  were  em- 
ployed than  it  was  actually  necessary  to  have  to  do  the  work  in 
proper  shape.  Adding  the  surplus  or  net  earnings  of  the 
present  year  to  thoseof  previous  years  make  a  total  of  $28,877.21, 
which  the  department  has  over  and  above  expenses.  This  leaves 
the  department  in  good  healthy  condition  and  from  the  ontlook 
as  to  the  present  crop  it  is  very  fortunate  to  have  a  surplas  as  it 
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insures  the  proper  handling  of  a  small  crop  and  does  not  compel 
the  crippling  of  the  force  by  dispensing  with  the  service  of  many 
of  the  best  inspectors.     By  this  I  do  not  mean  to  say  that  it   will 
be  necessary  to  keep  the  force  as  large  as  for  the  past  year,  bat 
that  a  sufficient  force  of  the  best  men  be  kept.     In  my  report  of 
one  year  ago  in  speaking  of  the  accumulated  surplus  from    net 
earnings  reference  was  made  to  the  reducing  of  fees  for  inspec- 
tion, should  the  surplus  continue  to  grow  and  the  crop  prospects 
warrant  it,  and  had  there  been  an  average  crop  raised  to  be  mar- 
keted the  coming  year  it  would  have  been  advisable  to  have  re- 
duced the  charge  for  inspection  to  twenty  cents  a  car,  although 
our  present  charge  of  twenty  five  cents  a  car  is  as  low  as  at  any 
other  market  and  lower  than  at  many.    The  general  belief  being- 
that  the  crop  is  not  more  than  two-thirds  of  what  it  was  the  two 
previous  years,  and  as  it  necessarily  costs  more  per  bushel  to  han- 
dle a  small  crop  than  a  large  one,  I  do  not  believe  it  would  be  ad- 
visable, at  least  before  another  crop  begins  to  move,  to  rednce  the 
inspection  fees.     I  do  not  know  of  another  state  that  can  make 
as  good  showing  in  the  handling  of  her  grain  for  the  past  three 
years  as  can  Minnesota.     This  is  traceable  to  the  support  the 
department  has  received  from  the  commission  who  has  had 
charge  of  the  business  and  who  has  made  and  helped  to  enforce 
careful  rules  and  regulations  under  which  the  men  employed 
have  all  taken  an  interest  to  make  the  business  a  success.

The  methods  used  and  employed  in  inspecting  and  weighing 
grain  at  this  point  it  seems  to  me  ought  to  be  better  understood 
in  the  country.  And  to  this  end  I  have  written  and  extended 
invitations  to  parties  interested,  to  come,  see,  investigate  and 
satisfy  themselves  that  nothing. is  left  undone  in  order  to  protect 
the  shipper  in  every  instance. 

Bow  to  get  this  knowledge  out  over  the  country  tributary  to 
this  city  is  a  question  that  I  will  not  try  to  advise. 

I  will  say  that  from  letters  received  by  commission  men  and 
slii'wn  me,  some  shippers  at  least  have  very  little  knowledge  of 
how  it  is  performed  or  the  safeguards  used. 

First  —  Then  we  do  not  know  whose  grain  we  are  handling, 
neither  do  we  care  to. 

Stroud — Our  reports  only  show  the  car  numbers,  initials, 
griuif,  weight,  place  of  unloading,  and  by  whom  weighed. 

Third — Whether  the  car  was  in  apparent  good  order  and  con- 
dition and  if  it  was  locked  or  sealed  when  received  at  mills. 
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The  scales  are  tested  often,  and  always  when  we  have  any  sus- 
picion that  they  are  incorrect  or  they  vary  from  others,  they  are 
carefully  looked  after  and  tested  by  one  of  the  best  experts  in 
the  country.     We  know  they  sire  correct. 
Fourth — Notice  is  not  sent  to  ns  as  has  been  claimed,  that  car 

number was  loaded  by  a  farmer,  and  handled  accordingly. 

All  are  treated  alike,  be  they  great  or  small. 

Fifth  —  We  make  one  draft  in  weighing  a  carload  (and  weigh 
only  the  contents,  never  the  car)  at  most  places  where  we  weigh, 
thereby  redncing  the  chance  of  error  over  the  way  it  is  loaded  in 
the  country;  many  times  they  make  from  ten  to  thirty  drafts  in 
loading  a  car;  two  men  weigh  each  car,  one  for  the  state  and  one 
for  the  mill  or  elevator,  and  at  many  of  the  scales,  now,  we  have  a 
recording  device,  tltat  marks  the  reading  of  the  scale  automatic- 
ally, so  that  there  can  be  no  such  thing  with  it  as  misreading 
the  scale. 

Our  weighing  system,  so  far  as  mills  aod  elevators  are  con 
ceroed,  is  second  to  none,  in  fact,  is  a  long  way  in  advance  of  any 
that  I  know  of. 

I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  a  part  of  my  report 
of  Sept.  10,  1887,  which  I  think  is  as  important  to  day  as  then: 

"With  the  vast  amount  of  property  concentrated  in  the  rail- 
road yards  near  mills  and  elevators  in  this  city  in  the  shape  of 
wheat,  it  seems  to  me  that  there  is  a  necessity  of  more  stringent 
rales  with  regard  to  the  handling  and  protection  of  the  same  by 
(be  railroad  companies,  as  well  as  an  obligation  resting  on  the 
municipal  authorities  to  see  that  such  property  is  protected  by 
all  the  safeguards  that  are  thrown  round  other  kinds  of  merchan 
dise. 

Snch  protection  I  do  not  think  is  now  accorded  to  the  wheat 
business  of  this  city,  and  while  it  may  be  outside  of  my  official 
duties  to  mention  it,  yet  I  am  constrained  so  to  do,  believing  it 
mv  '!uty  to  call  your  attention  to  the  same,  to  the  end  that  some 
Deans  may  be  devised  whereby  such  property  will  be  protected 
us  we  have  many  shortages  of  cars  from  elevators  to  mills  in  tin- 
city  where  state  weights  are  taken  at  both  ends  of  the  line,  that 
tan  not  be  accounted  for  except  from  bad  handling  or  pilfering,  or 
hfl  combined. 

The  matter  of  weights  and  weighing  in  the  country  is  one  that 
■  '■'■  Is  some  attention,  it  wonld  seem. 

dippers  who  send  wheat  and  other  products  to  this  market 
^mutinies  question  our  weights  because  they  have  weighed  it 
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when  shipped.  Now  I  do  not  wish  or  intend  to  question  their 
veracity  or  intention  of  being  correct  and  honest,  but  an  the 
other  hand,  simply  to  show  how  some  of  these  things  are  ex" 
plained  and  accounted  for,  viz.:  On  inquiry  you  will  find 
that  their  scales  have  not  been  inspected  or  looked  over  by  ;i 
expert  for" months,  and  it  may  be  for  years.  The  mere  fact  that 
the  scales  balance  is  no  certainty  that  they  are  correct.  Again, 
they  weigh  in  five  or  ten  drafts  and  in  that  way  are  liable  to 
errors;  while  we  weigh  mostly  in  one  draft,  taken  by  two  men, 
one  for  the  state  and  one  for  the  mill  or  elevator.  Another  source 
for  errors  in  elevators  sometimes  happens,  viz.,  leaky  spouts, 
grain  miss-spouted  or  split  so  as  part  to  go  in  another  bin,  had 
cooperage,  leaky  cars,  etc.,  etc.  All  these  things  should  be  care- 
fully looked  after  at  the  country  end  of  line,  aud  I  am  satisfied 
if  this  was  done  by  an  employe  of  the  railroad  aud  warehouse 
commission,  we  should  see  decided  results  from  it." 

KAILROAD  TEAM  TRACK  SCALES. 

The  business  of  weighing  coarse  grain  and  hay  at  railroad 
yards  on  team  scales  is  increasing  every  day,  and  with  some 
changes  which  I  hope  to  get  adopted,  will  give  us  a  very  good 
system. 

Shippers  in  the  country  are  learning  that  much  care  is  taken 
to  protect  their  interests  here. 

There  are  ways  by  which  weighers  can  be  defrauded  and  de- 
ceived, but  on  the  whole  the  cases  where  they  are  so  are  very 
few  indeed,  and  in  nearly  all  cases  investigated  we  And  the  error 
or  locate  it  beyond  a  reasonable  doubt. 

This  branch  of  the  business  ought  to  be  brought  under  the 
law,  with  its  benefits  and  penalties.  Now  it  is  simply  an  accom- 
modation to  the  commission  men  and  public  on  petition.  All 
shippers  want,  and  all  receivers  should  be  obliged  to  weigh 
every  load  taken  from  each  and  every  car,  in  order  to  know  just 
what  is  received  in  each. 

Since  my  last  report  I  have  visited  several  cities  and  looked 
into  their  weighing  systems  with  reference  to  this  branch  of  the 
business.  At  Milwaukee  I  found  the  best  and  moBt  complete 
system.  It  is  the  same  as  we  have  at  the  Omaha  aud  Minneap- 
olis &  St.  Louis  yards,  only  it  goes  further,  and  adds  another 
safeguard.  The  system  is  as  follows :  A  car  is  placed  on  the 
delivery  track,  a  railroad  clerk  delivers  the  load  of  grain  or  hay 
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to  the  teamster  and  takes  his  receipt  for  it.  He  (the  teamster) 
drives  to  the  scales  and  delivers  his  check,  which  shows  from 
what  car  the  load  comes.  The  weigher  is  in  the  employ 
ofthe  railroad  company.  He  weighs  the  load,  taking  up  the 
check  given  by  the  delivery  clerk  and  issues  one  himself,  giving 
in  addition  to  the  other  information  the  weight  ofthe  load.  He 
(the  teamster)  drives  off  the  scales  and  within  fifty  (50)  feet 
he  drives  onto  another  or  second  pair  of  scales,  under  control  of 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce;  there  (here  state)  delivering  his 
check  received  from  the  railroad  weigher,  and  if  the  weight  cor- 
responds with  the  weight  given  by  the  company's  weigher,  then 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  weigher  (state  here)  issues  his  cer- 
tificate, but  if  they  vary  over  thirty  (30)  pounds  he  (the  team- 
ster) must  drive  back  and  weigh  over.  In  this  way  there  can  be 
no  question  of  weights.  And  as  the  company  make  delivery  at 
the  scales,  they  know  from  what  car  each  and  every  load  comes, 
and  of  course  can  tell  the  amount  received  in  each  car,  which  to 
us  here  is  very  essential,  as  the  shipper  in  the  country  wants  to 
know  what  his  car  did  actually  contain. 

We  have  only  one  pair  of  scales  at  each  yard  and  only  two 
yards,  viz.,  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  and  Omaha,  that  make 
delivery  at  the  scales. 

There  are  no  scales  in  the  yards  of  the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis 
<fe  Manitoba  Company,  on  either  side  of  the  river,  though  they 
are  much  needed  and  desired  by  the  commission  men,  who  have 
petitioned  the  company  for  them  some  time  since,  but  no  action 
has  been  taken  as  yet. 

Since  my  last  report  we  have  been  weighing  all  the  coal  for 
one  company  (for  city  delivery)  and  it  has  given  much  satisfac- 
tion to  consumers;  other  companies  are  talking  of  doing  the 
same. 

I  am  inclined  to  think  that  no  better  service  can  be  rendered 
the  public  than  the  assurance  that  they  are  getting  their  full 
weight  in  this  article  of  universal  use. 

My  judgment  is  that  if  the  weighing  department  was  changed 
so  as  to  have  a  chief  state  weighmaster  in  charge  of  the  entire 
weighing  system  of  the  state  (with  the  same  powers  as  the  chief 
grain  inspector)  with  a  chief  department  at  the  other  points  it 
would  benefit  the  service  much,  especially  in  the  matter  of  help. 
He  would  be  able  to  transfer  from  one  point  to  another,  weigh- 
ers as  the  service  demanded,  as  well  as  many  other  things,  which 
would  be  of  great  advantage  to  the  service,  many  times,  and 
■■■:v<!  expense  to  the  department. 
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I  would  ulso  recommend  that  at  all  elevators  there  be  a  man 
stationed  below,  whose  duties,  among  other  things,  shall  be  to 
inspect  all  cars  received  and  note  their  condition,  whether  in 
goad  or  bad  order;  seo  all  cars  to  lie  loaded  out  both  before  an <! 
after  loading;  look  after  the  unloading  and  loading  of  all  cars, 
and  see  that  it  is  properly  done;  reporting  everything  regarding 
all  ears  handled,  as  well  as  any  and  all  information  regarding  the 
handling  of  grain  in  or  around  the  house  at  which  he  maybe 
stationed. 

The  magnitude  of  the  wheat  business  of  this  city,  or  rather  the 
amount  of  the  business  of  this  department,  is  not  shown  by  the 
wheat  receipts  alone,  which  amounted  to  Tt>,612  cars  this  crop 
year,  as  wheat  is  constantly  changing  hands  and  being  moved 
from  elevators  to  mills  and  foreign  points. 

The  past  year  this  department  has  handled  111,139  ears  in  all. 
This,  made  up  in  a  solid  train,  allowing  forty  feet  for  each  car, 
would  make  a  train  eight  hundred  and  forty-two  (842)  miles 
long,  or  would  reach  from  here  to  Chicago  and  back,  with  twen- 
ty six  (2fi)  miles  to  spare.  This  will  give  some  conception  of  the 
magnitude  and  importance  of  the  work  of  this  department. 

A  full  and  complete  record  is  kept,  and  any  car  ever  weighed 
by  this  department  can  be  found  and  a  certificate  of  inspection 
and  weight  obtained  by  application  to  this  office  or  that  of  the 
chief  deputy  inspector  free  <<f  charge.  All  that  is  necessary  is 
to  give  the  number  and  initial  of  car,  place  and  date  of  uu- 
loadi  ng- 

When  all  houses  or  elevators  employ  a  weigher,  then  we  shall 
have  a  full  record  of  the  wheat  business.

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  the 
third  annual  report  of  the  Duluth  weighing  department  for  the 
year  ending  Aug.  31,  1888. 

I  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  write  any  lengthy  article  as  to 
the  workings  of  this  branch  of  the  grain  law,  as  everything  has 
worked  as  well  as  we  conld  expect,  except  that  the  last  crop  was 
a  poor  one  and  has  required  more  work  in  this  office  to  figure 
ont  the  dockage  that  the  inspectors  have  been  obliged  to  pnt 
on  it 

We  have  always  figured  out  the  dockage  here  bo  as  to  show 
the  net  bushels  of  grain  exclusive  of  dirt  or  foul  stuff  that  is 
shipped  with  all  grain,  but  more  particularly  wheat,  and  this 
will  account  for  my  being  obliged  to  keep  an  extra  clerk  the 
most  of  the  time  for  the  last  year. 

I  hope  to  do  with  less  force  the  coming  year,  unless  onr  receipts 
of  grain  shall  increase  very  much  more  than  present  appear- 
ances would  indicate. 

There  has  been  some  complaints  of  shortages  from  vessel  men, 
bat  I  do  not  think  the  fault  is  at  this  place,  for  while  we  do  not 
claim  to  be  perfect,  we  claim  to  do  our  work  as  nearly  correct  as 
it  is  possible  for  anyone  to  do  It. 

Our  scales  are  tested  twice  a  year  by  one  of  Fairbanks'  experts, 
and  carefully  looked  after  every  day  by  both  the  elevator  weigh- 
inen  and  the  state  weighmen. 

We  have  had  but  one  complaint  from  shippers  from  the 
country,  and  that  was  from  a  man  in  Dakota.  I  have  no  doubt 
be  thinks  he  did  not  get  his  just  dues,  hut  I  think  that  if  he  had 
come  down  here  and  examined  for  himself,  he  would  have  been 
satisfied  that  the  state  force  was  looking  after  his  interests  as 
for  the  interests  of  all  parties  concerned. 
i  Five  new  elevators  have  been  built  since  *ny  last  report  to 
you, and  were  they  all  running,  I  should  require  more  men  than 
I  have  now  on  the  force.  Bnt  all  of  the  houses  are  not  running, 
and  it  does  not  look  as  though  we  were  to  get  very  much  grain 
the  coining  season,  and  I  presume  I  shall  be  able  to  get  along 
Mth  a  leas  nnmber  of  men  than  usual.     I  will  inform  yon  soon-

of  the  onmber  that  I  think  we  most  keep,  and  will  lay  off  such 
as  your  honorable  board  may  think  beat,  though  I  think  we 
onght  to  keep  men  that  have  proved  themselves  competent  and 
correct  weighmen  if  the  funds  will  warrant  us  in  doing  so. 

The  present  force  consists  of  seven  assistant  weighmen,  one 
clerk  and  the  state  weigh  master.

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  the 
third  annual  report  of  the  warehouse  registrar. 

The  registration  business  for  the  past  jear  has  been  a  repeti- 
tion of  the  business  for  the  two  previous  years,  it  being  only 
fully  in  force  at  Duluth  where  all  receipts  have  been  registered 
and  canceled,  while  at  St.  Paul  none  have  been  registered  and 
at  Minneapolis  only  a  part  of  them. 

The  registering  and  canceling  of  grain  receipts  if  conducted  as  . 
at  Duluth  shows  at  all  times  jnst  how  much  grain,  by  grades, 
has  been  received  and  shipped,  the  balance  being  the  amount 
left  in  store,  which  most  agree  with  the  sworn  weekly  statement 
made  by  the  warehousemen,  unless  some  error  has  occurred,  and 
in  this  case  it  is  an  easy  matter  to  locate  it  — as  an  accurate  rec- 
ord is  kept  of  all  grain  from  the  time  it  is  inspected  in  the  car 
until  it  is  shipped,  and  the  receipt  canceled,  thus  furnishing 
a  safeguard  to  the  warehousemen  as  well  as  to  the  shipper. 

In  my  opinion  this  is  a  very  important  branch  of  the  grain 
business,  and  should  be  pat  into  force  at  the  three  principal 
markets,  Minneapolis,  Duluth  and  St.  Paul,  and  I  recommend, 
as  I  did  in  the  report  for  this  department  one  year  ago,  that  the 
warehouse  laws  be  so  amended  as  to  require  all  receipts  at  these 
points  to  be  registered  and  canceled. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  the  law  be  amended  so  as  to  cause  ' 
each  elevator  company  to  weigh  up  once  a  year,  under  the  super- 
vision of  a  state  weighmaster,  all  grain  in  store.  This  would 
show  accurately  the  business  of  each  year,  and  would  enable  the 
registrar  to  balance  his  books  before  commencing  the  next  year's 
business.     As  the  law  now  is,  although  the  books  of  the  registrar 
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Hi  of  the  elevator  companies  agree,  they  do  not  show  the  exact 
anion nt  of  grain  in  store  after  it  has  been  cleaned,  owing  to  the 
fact  thai,  the  dockage  fixed  by  the  inspector  to  clean  the  grain  is 
not  always  jnst  right.  This  weighing  up  would  also  enable  the 
i inspection  department  to  make  a  more  careful  study  of  the  dock 
age  question,  which  is  a  very  important  one.  W^th  these  amend- 
ments made,  oar  register  system  would  be  very  complete  and 
still  not  cnmbersome,  as  the  receipts  conld  all  be  registered  in 
time  forthe  day's  business.  Thefollowing  tables  show  a  summary 
of  the  work  of  the  department  at  Minneapolis  and  Dulnth.

HISTORY  OF  ORGANIZATION,  CONSTRUCTION,  LEASING  AND  CON- 
SOLIDATION OF  LINES  NOW  OPERATED  BY  TJOU,  AND  STATUTES 
AUTHORIZING  THE  SAME. 

Date  of  charter,  Jan.  29,  1874. 

Is  the  charter  a  special  act  of  the  legislature,  or  was  the  company  incorporated 
under  the  general  laws  of  the  state?  The  St.  Paul  &  Northern  Pacific 
Railway  Company  was  incorporated  in  1874  (as  the  Western  Railroad  Com- 
pany of  Minnesota),  and  has  been  in  operation  since  1877,  from  Brainerd,  on 
the  line  of  the  Northern  Pacific  railroad,  sixty  and  one-half  miles  to  Sank 
Rapids. 

The' line  from  Sank  Rapids  to  Minneapolis,  sixty-six  miles,  was  opened  for 
business  July  1,  1884,  and  from  Minneapolis  to  St  Paul  in  February,  1886. 
A  donble  track  was  laid  between  the  cities  of  Minneapolis  and  St.  Paul,  the 
construction  of  which  included  a  bridge  1581  feet  in  length,  across  the  Mis- 
sissippi river  at  Minneapolis,  and  a  tunnel  1000  feet  in  length  at  St.  Paul, 
under  Westminster  street  and  the  tracks  of  the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Mani- 
toba, and  Chicago,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha  Railway  Companies. 

The  terminal  improvements  of  the  company  in  and  between  the  cities  of 
St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  (construction  and  in  course  of  construction)  com- 
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prises  such  facilities  as  are  necessary  to  accommodate  the  business  of  this  com- 
pany and  other  railroad  companies  in  said  cities,  also  the  business  pertaining 
to  the  transcontinental  system  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  and 
contemplate  nnion  freight  and  passenger  stations,  machine  and  car  shops,  cattle 
guards,  slaughter  houses,  round  houses,  freight  yards  with  more  than  sixty 
miles  of  track,  and  other  extensive  facilities. 

The  terminal  properties  comprise  22£  acres  in  Minneapolis  proper,  and  100 
acres  in  Northeast  Minneapolis,  and  380  acres  in  St.  Paul. 

The  land  grant  of  the  company,  amounting  to  about  291,000  acres,  is  located 
along  the  line  of  road  between  Brainerd  and  Sauk  Rapids. 
The  company  has  no  leased  lines  in  operation. 

The  railway  of  the  company  with  all  its  terminal  property,  is  leased  for 
999  years  to  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  at  a  net  annual  rental 
-equal  to  forty  per  cent  of  the  gross  earnings  and  receipts,  free  of  all  taxes. 
The  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  guarantees  that  this  rental  shall 
never  be  less  than  the  interest  upon  the  bonds  of  the  St.  Paul  &  Northern 
PacificSRailway  Company. 

Dividends  have  been  paid  regularly  upon  the  stock  of  the  company  in  each 
and  every  year  since  July  1,  1879,  when  the  first  dividend  was  paid. 

An  agreement  was  made  with  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Railway  Com- 
pany on  the  twenty-fourth  of  April,  1885,  by  which  the  company  secured 
the  right  to  use  the  railway  between  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis,  and  it  is  now 
running  its  freight  and  passenger  trains  over  the  same. 

On  Sept.  1,  1885,  a  traffic  agreement  was  made  with  the  Minnesota  & 
Northwestern  Railroad  Company  for  the  use  of  the  line  between  St.  Paul  and 
Twentieth  avenue  south,  on  the  west  side  of  the  Mississippi  river,  in  the  city 
of  Minneapolis,  and  that  company  commenced  the  use  of  said  tracks  for  its 
freight  traffic,  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  August,  1886. 

On  Feb.  21, 1884,  a  traffic  agreement  was  made  with  the  Minneapolis  &  St. 
Croix  and  Minneapolis,  Sault  Ste.  Marie  &  Atlantic  Railway  Company,  for 
the  use  of  the  line  between  the  crossing  of  the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Mani- 
toba Railway  Company  tracks  at  Northtown  Junction,  and  a  connection  on 
Main  street  at  or  near  block  number  twenty-two,  of  B.  8.  Wright's  addition 
to  Minneapolis,  and  that  company  commenced  the  use  of  the  said  track  for 
its  business  on  the  twenty-first  day  of  September,  1887. 

On  Nov.  15,  1887,  a  traffic  agreement  was  made  with  the  St.  Paul  &  St. 
Croix  Falls  Railway  Company  for  the  use  of  the  line  between  Cortland  street 
and  the  track  of  the  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Manitoba  Railway  Company  at 
Mississippi  street,  in  the  city  of  St.  Paul,  and  that  said  company  commenced 
the  use  of  said  track  Dec.  1,  1887. 

On  Dec.  27,  1887,  a  traffic  agreement  was  made  with  the  Minneapolis,  Sault 
Ste  Marie  &  Atlantic  Railway  Company  for  the  use  of  the  line  where  they 
connect  between  Rice  and  Cortland  streets  and  Broadway,  in  the  city  of  St. 
Paul,  and  that  company  commenced  the  use  of  said  track  for  its  business  on 
Feb.  21,  1888.
